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RULES OF THE SOCIETY. 



I.— That the Society he called the " Wiliiaic Saxt Abohjbolochoal Sooiett." 

II. — The leading ohjeot of the Society shall he the editing and printing of original 
documents relating to tlie County of Stafford, to which, howeyer, may he 
added papers selected hy an Editorial Committee, illustratiye of the same, or 
coming under any of the eight following heads : — 

(a) Abstracts of the Monastic Chartularies, and of Ancient Family Deeds, with 
the names of witnesses and fac-similes of seals ; G-enealogies of Nobility 
and Qentiy (accompanied by proofs). Heraldic Visitations, and other 
papers touching the general history and descent of properties and families. 

(fi) Printing and editing of the Public Becords relating to the County, Including 
the Exchequer or Pipe Bolls, the Assize Bolls, Fine Bolls, Inquisitions, 
Perambulations of Forests, Subsidy Bolls, aud Assessments, &c., &c. 

(e) History of Parishes and of Manors, and of Manorial Customs and Tenures, 
illustrated by Copies of, or reference to, original grants. 

{d) Church Notes hitherto unpublished, such as Ecclesiastical Surreys, Extracts 
from Episcopal and Parish Begisters, Copies of Epitaphs, and Description 
of Monuments and Ecclesiastical Buildings, Abstracts or Copies of Wills, 
&c. 

(e) Notices of British and Boman Bemains, and Boads and Buildings, and the 
Antiquities generally of the District. 

(/) Autograph Letters and other Documents relating to the Civil War. 

(^) Notices of distinguished Worthies, Bi-oadsides, Election Squibs, &c. 

(h) Correspondence, in which enquiries may be made and answered, on any of 

the aboye subjects, and miscellaneous information, including corrections of 

errors. 

III. — The general affairs of the Society shall be managed b^y a Council of ten, of 
whom fiye shall be trustees of the William Salt Library, and nominated by 
them, from time to time, and fiye shall be elected at an Annual Meeting of 
the Subscribers. The Council shall be empowered to delegate, if they see fit, 
the selection of the papers to be printed, to an Editorial Committee. Of the 
Council, three shall be a quorum, and in case of equality of yotes, their 
Chairman shall haye a casting yote. 

lY. — The Officers of the Society shall be a Treasurer, a Secretary, and &n Auditor, 
to be appointed by the Council. These Offices shall be honorary, but the 
Council shall have power to appoint an Assistant Secretary to be paid at the 
discretion of the Council, as the nature of his duties may warrant. 

V. — The Subscription shall be One G-uinea annuaUy, to be paid in advance, upon the 
first of January in each year, and such annual payment shall entitle each 
Subscriber to the volume issued for the year of such subscription. Any 
Subscriber shall be permitted to withdraw from the Society by giving notice of 
his intention three months before the termination of any year of Subscription. 

N.B. — To save trouble, it is recommended that the Members of the Society pay 
their subscriptions to the Society's bankers by revocable order upon their own 
bankers, a printed form for which may be obtained ^m the Assistant Secretary. 
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GENERAL MEETING, 13th NOVEMBER, 1906. 



The Twenty-eighth Annual Meeting of the Society took place on 
the 13th November, 1906, at the William Salt library, Staflford. 
The members present were : — Sir Reginald Hardy (in the Chair), 
the Eev. W. Beresford, the Eev. E. R 0. Bridgeman, the Kev. 
F. G. Inge, the Eev. Samuel Lees, the Eev. F. P. Parker, Colonel 
Mort, Colonel Twemlow, and Messrs. P. L. Adams, "W. S. Brough, 
W. F. Carter, A. Hambleton, Walter N. Landor, J. K Mitchell, 
W. C. Mynors and W. Smith. Letters of apology were received 
from Lord Wrottesley, Major-General Hon. G. Wrottesley, the Hon. 
Seci-etary, the Dean of Eochester and other members. 

The Eeport of the Editorial Committee was laid before the 
Meeting by Mr. Parker and was read as follows : — 

REPORT OP THE EDITORIAL COMMITTEE, 1906. 

The Committee submit the Accounts for the year ending the 15th 
of October last, which show a balance in favour of the Society of 
£115 4s. lOd.y of this sum £22 Is, has been contributed by the Sub- 
scribers to the Bishops' Registers who are not members of the Society. 

In pursuance of the decision of the last General Meeting that a 
volume of Episcopal Records should be issued annually or biennially 
with a. volume of Lay Records, the Rev. R. A. Wilson has now in 
preparation for the issue of next year, Book IV of the Bishops' 
Registers. This contains the Register of the Vicars' General during 
the Vacancy of the See after the death of Roger de Northburgh, and 
the first Register of Bishop Robert de Stretton, extending over the 
years 1358 to 1385. None of this however has yet been sent to press. 

The volume of Lay Records is well advanced, 225 pages of it 
having been printed. The contents of it are : —

2. The Fines or Pedes Finium of Staffordshire for the three last 

years of James I. 

3. Staffordshire suits abstracted from the Star Chamber Pro- 

ceedings, from the first establishment of the Court in the 
reign of Henry VII. down to the thirty-fourth year of 
Henry VllL These and the Fines have been abstracted for 
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the Society by Mr. Boyd from the original documents in the 
Eecord Office. 

4. A paper on the Forest Tenures of Staffordshire by the 

Honorary Secretary. 

5. Some ancient Court Soils of the manor of Alrewas, a.d. 

1259 to 1261, which have been discovered amongst the old 
church documents of Alrewas. These have been copied 
by Mr. Walter Landor, who has added to them an 
Introduction and Notes. 

This Volume ought to be in the hands of the Subscribers early in 
the new year, and it is expected that the Volume of Episcopal Eecord s 
will be issued about the following August. 

Sir B^inald Hardy moved that the Beport and Balance Sheet 
be adopted and this was carried unanimously.

Collodions to the 
Fenton Library when he can no longer subscribe, on condition that 
they continue the subscription. 

Notices of withdrawal have also been received from Mr. Harcourt 
Griffin, Market Drajrton, Rev. R. C. Oliver (one of the now Members), 
and Mr. G. H. Bermingham, of Leek. 

Three names have been changed : —

Bishops? Begisters. 

Forty-nine subscribers were reported in the printed list of last year, 
and two bought Vols, and added their names later, thus making a 
total of 51, as the result of the circulars issued in 1904. Of these 
36 only remain. Five returned their Volumes. Two have ignored all 
letters and have neither paid nor returned the Volumes sent to them. 
Seven paid and then withdrew. The Rev. G. H. Egerton died, and 
the Rev. Spencer Woolward, who succeeded him, paid for the Volume, 
making 37 subscribers for the next issue. Two paid last year, and their 
subscriptions were included in that Balance Sheet. Fifty-two have 
paid this year, making a total of £23 25. towards the cost of publishing 
the first Volume of the Registers outside the Society. 

The Svb-Committeey 

appointed last year, added Sir Reginald Hardy, the Rev. E. R. 0. 
Bridgeman, and the Rev. Ed. Salt to their number. They held 
meetings at Stoke, November 24th, 1905 ; at Uttoxeter, December 20th, 
1905; at Stafford in the William Salt Library on June 5th, 1906 
Each member compiled a list of persons to whom Circulars and 
Contents of former Volumes should be sent ; numbering about 500. 
Stamped packets containing these two papers were also supplied to 
members of the Sub-Committee for use among personal friends. As 
results of this work, several pedigrees have been added to the 
William Salt Library, and a number of new Members have been 
added to the Society. 
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As regards finances, the Balance Sheet shows a sum of £115 4s. lOd. 
in favour of the Society, a larger amount than has appeared since 1899. 

The recovery of nearly all arrears before the audit, the new 
memberships and the sum of £58 19^. lOd,, received for Volumes sold 
during the year, account for this satisfactory balance. 

It is submitted that the attention of members should be called to 
Rule y of the Society, and the great advantage to themselves, and the 
saving of labour to the Assistant Secretary, if they would make use 
of the Bankers' Order Form, which is revocable at any time. No 
applications for subscriptions in arrear are made before May or 
June in each year when the new Volume is issued, and as the Library 
is closed in the months of August and September, less than three 
months are available to collect back subscriptions and prevent the 
great accumulation of arrears which took place in former years. In 
some cases three or four letters have to be posted to collect the arrears 
from a single individual, and if members would kindly take into 
consideration this avoidable expense and trouble, they would greatly 
benefit the interests of the Society.

as living at the time ; no such person appears among the 
knightly tenants of Ferrers ; nor can we connect with Frilsham 
anyone so named. It occurred to me, therefore, by a bold 
emendation, to read Reginald de Gresley,* and I propose to 
show that this emendation can not only be proved to be right 
but supplies the clue to a manorial descent of no little interest 
and importance. 

Of the " mysterious Reginald de Gresley," as Mr. Madan 
terms him," we have hitherto known but little, nor has it 
occurred to anyone, I believe, to connect him with Berkshire. 
The cardinal document, in Mr. Madan's words, is the record of 
a plea concerning Boyleston, co. Derby, and Draycote-under- 
Needwood, co. Stafford, transcribed in the Rydeware Chartulary.* 
Nichols, working from this chartulary, constructed from the 
record a chart pedigree* as follows : —

The doubtful point is the Christian name of the first husband 
of Hawys. Mr. Jeayes reads the relative passage : 

Item de predicta Hawysia venit Reginaldus de Boyliston de J 
patre, qui vocabatur Reginaldus de Gresley.'

Mr. Madan, however, reverted to the version given by 
Nichols, and held that Hawys "married firstly 'J/ (almost 
certainly an error for R. = Reginald) de Gresley, and secondly 
Ralph Pecche."' 

My own suggestion as to the reading is altogether different 
I believe that (as is sometimes the case) " J " stands for "I " (/>., 
una), I therefore read the passage thus : " Of the aforesaid 
Hawys there came (a son) Reginald de Boyliston by a father {de 
una patre) -who "WdiS called Reginald de Gresley." This makes 
perfect sense, and gives us a pedigree that accords admirably 
(which the other does not) with chronology. 

Assuming, then, that there were two Reginalds, father and 
son, I will first collect the evidence concerning the elder 
Reginald. 

In a Ferrers Charter preserved at Hardwick Hall, which 
relates to Woodham Ferrers (Essex), and which must, in my 
opinion, be previous to 1166, he attests as Reinald de 
G[re]sel[e].* In a grant of Heanor by Robert, Abbot of Burton, 
to Robert, son of Robert Fitz Walkelin, he occurs by the name 
of " Reinaldus de Gre[sele] " as a witness with William, Earl of 
Ferrers.*

In a Berkshire charter of Robert de Bachepus I detect him 
as Reginald " de Boilestun," who attests — though singularly low 
down — among the witnesses.' It is noteworthy that the grantor 
of this charter and Robert, Earl Ferrers* dapifer^ who is a 
witness, are both among the witnesses to the charter spoken 
of in the preceding paragraph.* 

Reginald the elder must have died not later than 1173, for at 
Michaelmas, if 74, we find Frilsham in the hands of his wife's 
second husband, Ralf Peche, who would hold it in her right* 
But it is not till 1 177 that, again under Berkshire, we find the 
wardship of his son and heir secured by the above Ralf Peche.* 
The entry on the roll distinctly suggests that Ralf had been in 
disgrace, and this, perhaps, is the reason why he had not secured 
the wardship sooner. 

The son and heir whose wardship Ralf thus obtained 
became known as Reginald de Boyleston or Reginald son of 
Reginald de Gresley. In two correlated charters of Robert 
de Beufei (Wolley Charters x, 20, 21), he appears in the first by 
the former name, and in the second by the latter. An impor-

shows us Reginald de " Griseleia," attending on a matter 
concerning William de " Griselli " in October, 1 194.^ This entry 
is also of importance as connecting him with the Gresleys of 
Drakelowe of whom William was then the head. 

We meet with him also in a Ferrers Charter of 1192, where 
among those present in the EarFs curia at Tutbury we have 
'* Reginaldo filio Reginald! de Boileston."* 

It was on the death of this second Reginald that the fief he 
held of Ferrers in Derbyshire and Berkshire came to the Peches. 
One may here repeat the pedigree :

An entry on the Pipe Roll of 1 185, under Berkshire, shows us 
" Hawisa Pecche et Nicholaus filius suus " obtaining seisin of 
land in Cheshire, but Nicholas Peche cannot have succeeded to 
Reginald de Gresley*s lands till the latter's death at a later 
period. It was at Frilsham, in John's reign, that Nicholas Peche 
received the injury to his arm from which he died.* 

We now come to the novel and interesting conclusion to 
which the charter at the head of this paper leads us. The 
predecessors of Reginald at Frilsham and Ilsley there named 
are — (i) Roger (2) Ralf, his son. In the Ferrers carta of 
1 166 the predecessor of Reginald is given as Ralf ** parvus." 
Now if we turn to Domesday, we find that Frilsham and Ilsley, 
as well as Boyleston (Derbyshire), were all held of Ferrers by 
"Roger." Was this Roger identical with Roger "Venator?" 
The answer is supplied, I suggest, by the entry of Maud Peche's 
suit, which tells us that Draycote-under-Needwood, a member of

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Boylestone, was held by hunting tenure.^ My conclusion, 
therefore, is, on putting the evidence together, that Roger 
" Venator " held at Frilsham and (East) Ilsley, Berks, and at 
Boyleston (with Draycote-under-Needwood) of Henry de Ferrers 
in 1086, and that he was succeeded by his son Ralf ** Parvus," 
who held these estates of Ferrers under Henry I, as two 
knights* fees. 

The only question is as to the exact relationship between 
this Ralf " Parvus " and Hawys, the heiress of these estates, who 
brought them to Reginald de Gresley. The record of Maud 
Peche's suit makes her daughter of a Thomas de Boyleston, who 
had a brother " qui vocabatur Radulfus le Petit {i,e. Parvus) et fuit 
venator suus ad sustinendum servicium domini Comitis pro 
villa de Draykote."" 

But General Wrottesley rightly points out that Ralf parvus 
" must have been the head of the family " ;* and he suggests 
an alternative pedigree. This, in fact, is the crux of the 
problem. 

At this point there comes to our assistance a charter of very 
great genealogical importance, for my knowledge of which I am 
indebted to Mr. H. J. Ellis. This is a grant from " Fulcherus 
dominus de Ednesouria " and " Matildis " his daughter to 
Langley Priory, co. Leic, of eight bovates at Wilson, co. Leic. 
(on the Derbyshire border), " quas uxor mea Margareta in vita 
sua jure hereditariotenuit . . . pro anima pred. Margarete 
et cum filia sua nomine Christiana in perpetua elemosina . . 
. Et sciatis quod Domina Hawisa soror Margarite et Reginaldus 
de Boikstunia et heredes sui predictam terram . . . ab 
omni forinseco servitio defendere debeat pro tribus solidis quos 
Fulcherus et Margarita sorori sue Hawise annuatim accepturos 
in Boikstunia concesserunt . . . T. Ricardus prior de 
Sancto Jacobo de Derbeia, Willelmus Pantulf, Sewalis filius 
Fulgeri, Willelmus filius Herberti, Radulfus de Merstun, 
Walthefus de Derbi, Fulcherus Dominus de Ednesourie et omnes 
tenentes sui."*

Moreover, if we turn to the Monasticon (VI, 411), we can 
identify this same Fulcher by his gift of Edensor Church to 
Roucester Abbey, Staffs. For he makes it as " Fulcherus filius 
Fulcheri," and speaks of his brother Jordan as dead. This places 
him at once in the great Shirley pedigree :

Thus the " Sewalis filius Fulgeri " who witnessed the above 
charter was his elder brother and lord. 

He gives Edensor Church ("ecclesiam St Petri de Ednes- 
houre "j to the Abbey " pro anima Jordani fratris mei . . . 
et pro anima sponsae meae Margaretae, et pro me et uxore mea et 
filiis et fratribus meis," which proves that his wife Margaret was 
dead (as in the previous charter), and that he had married 
another wife, by whom he had male issue. 

The salient fact emerging from the charters dealt with above 
is that Hawys, heiress of Boyleston, who married (i) Reginald 
de Gresley, and (2) Ralf Peche, had a sister Margaret, whose 
existence has been hitherto quite unknown. What became of 
her daughter Maud ? Was she that ** Matilda de Tichmers," 
heiress of Draycote, who, according to the version in the Rydware 
Chartulary, was, not niece, but first cousin to Hawys ? This 
" Matilda " married a Sydenham and enfeoffed her son Robert 
de Sydenham in the manor of Draycote\ It is very singular 

» Historical MSS., Report on Duke of Rutland's MSS. at Belvoir, IV. 
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that we find the names of Tichmarsh and Sydenham again 
brought into conjunction in a very important transaction, which 
bears on the origin of Lovel of Tichmarsh. Tichmarsh 
(Northants) was held in Domesday, under Ferrers, by Sewal, 
founder of the Shirleys, and was thus alienated to Lovel : — 

" Jacobus de Shirley dedit Gilberto Comiti Glocestrie 
servitium duorum feodorum militum quae Johannes Lovell et 
Matildis de Sydnam uxor ejus tenuerunt in Tichmersh de 
hereditate ipsius Matildis."^ 

It will probably be safer to content ourselves, for the present, 
with establishing the fact that the Berkshire and Derbyshire 
estates descended together from the time of Domesday, when 
their tenant was Roger ** Venator," who was succeeded by his 
son Ralf,* which is perhaps the most difficult stage of succession 
to prove in early genealogy.

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THE COURT OF STAR CHAMBER. 



This court is supposed to have been established by Henry VII. 
the earliest proceedings extant being those of 3 H. VII. It 
was held before the King and Council. The process was the 
same as the Court of Chancery — by bills and answers, and 
depositions — but whilst the jurisdiction of the former Court was 
confined to causes relating to property, the Star Chamber took 
cognizance of personal matters, misdemeanours, the rights of 
the Crown, etc. When necessary the parties were summoned 
before the Council by writs of Privy Seal. 

Most of the causes over which the Court claimed cognizance 
could have been decided by juries in the ordinary courts of law, 
and as it was made a vehicle of oppression by the rich and 
powerful it became very unpopular and it was finally abolished 
by the Long Parliament in 1641. The Act by which it was 
abolished asserts that all matters heretofore examined in the 
Star Chamber were cognizable by the common law, and that 
the King and Council had no jurisdiction, power or authority 
over any man's estate, and this has remained the law of England 
up to the present time. 

In abstracting the proceedings the spelling has been 
modernised, but the original language has been retained. An 
exception to this rule has, however, been made in the case of the 
first suits, in order to give the reader an idea of the orthography 
of the period

To the Kyng oure soverane Lord and to all the noble and discrete Lordes

Shewyth mekely unto your highnes noble and sadde discrecions

make delyvere, and where also as the said John byfore that tyme toke 
fromeyour said besecher asmoche corne and heye as amountyd to the sume 
of X marc and more. Wherappon your said besecher compleynyd a 
fore thys tyme to your said lordshyppys, and had jugement that the said 
John Fitzherbert schuld make delyvere of the said godes ayane to your 
said besecher as in thys same Court it doth appere, and as yet no 
delyvere canne have, to the utter undoyng of your said besecher wyth 
oute your most benygne grace to hym herein be shewyd. Plaise your 
said highnes of your most noble and habundaunt grace, and your noble 
and sadd discrecions the premisses tenderly to consider, and the grete 
wrong and injury that he dayly doth to your said besecher, and no 
remedye can have ayenst hym for the same of your gracious and blessyd 
disposition by the advice of your said discrete lordes to giaunte your 
gracious lettres of Preve Scale to be dyrectyd unto the said John 
Fitzherbert straitly chargyng, and commandyng iiym by the same upon 
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hys liegaunce to appere afore your said grace and the said noble lordes 
of your Counsel! to aunswere to the premisses, and to soch other maters 
as at hys comyng schalbe allegyd ayenst hym and thys fore the love of 
God and in the wey of charite. 

Answer of John Fitzherbert to the Bill of complaint of John Madeley, 

The same John saith that the said bill is insufficient and uncertain 
to be answered unto, and the matter contained in the same is matter 
determinable at the common law. And over that, he saith that the said 
John Madeley before this time has caused him to appear before my Lord 
President of the King's Council, by virtue of another Privy Seal, where 
the said John Madeley has made the same complaint against him, 
whereunto he has answered. The which matter " hangyth " there not 
discussed. But for declaration of the truth, he said one Katherine 
Hanley was seised in fee, among other lands, and tenements, of the said 
house in Quikshull, and by name of all her lands and tenements in 
Quyksull and Prestwode, by a deed enfeoflfed one Ralph Fitzherbert, 
father to the said John, whose heir he is, to have to him and to his heirs 
in fee. After whose death the said John Fitzherbert entered. And the 
same John Fitzherbert the said day and year, and at the time of the 
trespass supposed, came to Quyksull with three of his daily servants, as 
he commonly useth to walk, and then and there found a horse and six 
beasts " damage fesaunt " in his own freehold. By force whereof the 
said John took the said horse and beasts, and them lawfully impounded 
one day and one night. And after that, by desire of my Lord of Lincoln, 
then being bishop of Chester, they were delivered to the said John 
Madeley " sauff and sownd." And as to the taking'of the said " cornes," 
he saith the said Katherine was seised of the said lands and tenements 
in QuiksuU, whereupon the said " comes " were growing, in fee, and by 
the deed aforesaid enfeoffed the said Ralph Fitzherbert, to have and to 
hold to the said Ralph, and to his heirs, and so seised died. By force 
whereof the said John entered, and so was thereof seised till by the said 
John Madeley disseised. And the said John Madeley, so being seised 
by disseisin, set the said lands. And after the said John Fitzherbert 
entered again and found the said " comes " growing, and reaped part of 
them. And the Abbot of Crokkesden, and Sir Nicholas Mountgomery, 
knight, sent to the said John Fitzherbert, that the said " comes " might 
be "inned" upon the said ground by the said abbot, and if the said 
John Madeley, before the feast of St Michael next after, showed not 
sufficient title to the said lands, that then the said John Fitzherbert 
should have the said *' comes " as his own. And after, at a meeting at 
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Roucester, before the said feast, the said John Madeley could not show 
sufficient matter or title to the said lands. Wherefore, after the said 
feast, the said John Fitzherbert took part of the said " comes " and 
according to the agreement before had, the which " comes " exceeded not 
the value of 465. %d. And as to the hay, he saith it was then " gresse 
groyng " within the said lands of the which he was seised, and that he 
cut down the said grass and made it hay, and carried it to a " mease " 
(messuage) within the said lands. And after the said John Madeley 
took the said hay to his own proper use. 



This is the replication of John Madeley to the answer of John 

Fitzherbert, 

His bill is sufficient And moreover he saith that one Walter Verney 
was seised of the tenements now in variance among other lands in fee. 
After whose death all the said tenements descended to one Elizabeth 
Hethcote as daughter and heir. Whose estate the said John Madeley 
now hath, and his father had, and peaceably occupied the same nigh 
eighty years. And moreover he saith that the said abbot and Sir 
Nicholas Montgomery, " seyng the ryotwouse and wylfull disposicyon of 
the seid John Fitzherbert," entreated him that the said " comes '* might 
be " inned " upon the said ground, and there to abide till further title of 
the right of the said lands might be more perfectly known between them, 
and before the said, and before any communication had between them, 
the said John Fitzherbert came to the house of the said John Madeley 
" and hit dyd breke," and carried away the said cornes in Derbyshire.

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The rejoinder of John Fitzhjerbert to the replication of John Madeley. The 

said answer is good and true in every point. 

The answer of John Fitzherbert to the bill of John Madeley, whereby 
it is " surmittyed " that the said John Fitzherbert should have forfeited 
;^4o by reason of injunction in this Court, and ;^200 by reason of a 
Privy Seal to him directed for proceeding in a certain assize. 

As to the injunction of jC^o^ he, by the law of the land, ought not 
to forfeit that penalty. Whereas he was enjoined that he should not 
meddle with the possession of the said John Madeley of such lands as 
were in debate till he showed to the Council more sufficiently for his 
title thereunto, he saith that it plainly appears by the same injunction 
that it was made only for the interest of the said John Madeley, because 
of his possession. As to the ;^2oo, the said John Fitzherbert saith that 
he, by the law of England, in nowise ought to forfeit the said sum, nor 
any parcel thereof, insomuch as none of the King's people should be put 
to answer for any such cause without he "wire brought yn by due 
originall " according to the law of the land. 

And over the first answer the said John Fitzherbert saith that your 
gracious lordship gave licence to the said parties to have a communi- 
cation of the matters dep>ending in variance between them, by force 
whereof the said parties " compremittyd " themselves and were agreed 
to abide the judgment of Sir Robert Litton, under-treasurer of England, 
and of Sir James Blount, knight. By force whereof the said Sir Robert 
and Sir James made award, as in the said answer is specified. The 
which award the said John Fitzherbert on his part hath well and truly 
performed.

In which time one Humfray Whytgreve, son of the said Robert, entered 
into all the said lands and tenements, and hath taken the profits by the 
space of thirty-two years and more. May it please your Highness to 
grant, by the advice of your Council, your letters of Privy Seal to be 
directed to the said Humfray to answer in the premises. 

Answer of Humfrey Whitgreve, 

True it is that there was marriage had betwixt the said Roger and 
Anne. The said Robert ordained by his will that the said Anne should 
have for term of her life a messuage and tenement in Stafford, in the 
Southgate Street, and another tenement in St. Chadde parish, in 
Stafford. After whose death the said Roger and Anne took the profits 
of the said tenements during the life of the said Anne, without 
interruption of the said Humfrey, for the said Humfrey " after Palme 
Sonday feld departied with Queen Margarete in to Scotlond and there 
was with hir in hir service mone yeres," and lost the profits of ail his 
lands, and who took the profits of the said tenements in that season, the 
said Humfrey cannot say.

Humbly sheweth unto your highness, your faithful subject and true 
liegeman Roger Dyngley, Mayor of Walsall, and Thomas Rice, of the 
same town, with all the inhabitants and tenants of your said town of 
Walsall, that whereas your said orators on Wednesday next before 
Trinity Sunday, the 13th year of your reign, were in God's peace and 
yours, in your said town of Walsall, thither came one John Cradeley, of 
Wedesbury, and Thomas Morres, of Dudeley, in your said county, and 
then and there made affray upon the said Thomas Rice," andhym soore 
wounded and bett," so that he was in peril of his life.

your said town of Walsall, saying openly that they would " fache " out of 
prison the said John Cradeley and Thomas Morres, and destroy your 
said town of Walsall. And thereupon William Harper and William 
Wilkes, Justices of the Peace, charged the said riotous persons to keep 
the peace, upon a great pain. to be forfeited to your grace. By reason 
whereof the said rioters for that time ceased from further riot. And 
whereas the said Justices of Peace, knowing that the said rioters intended 
to make more riot, and to execute their malice in doing some mischief 
or hurt to the said town or to the inhabitants thereof, for eschewing any 
riot or breach of the peace, commanded the inhabitants of Walsall, 
Weddesbury, and of divers other towns, their adherents, that they should 
not assemble together out of their said town, and should not come to a 
fair that should be holden at Wilnale on Trinity Sunday then next follow- 
ing. And the inhabitants of Walsall the same day kept themselves at

the said fair. And also one Robert Marchall, of Weddesbury, calling 
himself " Robyn Hood," and [Sir Richard Foxe] priest, with divers other 
persons to the number of loo men and above, in harness, came in like- 
wise, and met with the said other rioters [at] the said town of Wilnale, and 
then and there riotously assembled themselves, commanding openly 
that if any of the town of Walsall came th[erefrom], to strike them down, 
and in the said town continued their said riotous assembly all the same 
day, and if any man of Walsall at that day had been seen at that fair, 
they should have been in jeopardy of their lives. Please your highness 
to grant your letters of Privy Seal to be directed to the said John 
Bemonde^ Walter Leveson, Sir Richard Foxe, priest, and Roger Marchall 
to commanding them to appear before your Council to answer to the 
premises.

The bill is only " feyned a yenst hym of pure males," for his great 
trouble and vexation, and loss of his goods.

As 
for the coming to the said fair of Wylnehale " hit hath byn of olde 
tymes used and accustumed on the said fere day that wyth the inhabi- 
tantes of the sede townes of Hampton, Weddesbury and Walsall have 
comyne to the said fere with the capitanns called the Abot of Marham 
or Robyn Hodys to the intent to gether money with ther disportes to 
the profight of the chirches of the seid lordshipes," whereby great profit 
hath grown to the said churches in times past. Whereupon the said 
Roger Marchall with his company at the special desire of the inhabitants 
of Weddesbury, came in peaceable manner to the said fair, according to 
the said old custom, and there met with one John Walker, of Walsall, and 
divers others of the said town, and then and there " they made as gud 
chere unto them as they shuld do to ther lovying neyburs," and he 
denies that they came riotously.

He heard say at Hampton, where he dwells, that a " rumour and 
mysdemenying " against the King's peace was had in Walsale, and that 
the inhabitants were riotously disposed against John Beamont. Where- 
upon the said Walter with two of his servants, in peaceable manner, 
and without any harness, came to the said John Beamont to his place 
at Weddesbury to know how the Mayor and inhabitants of Walsale 
would entreat him.

To the right honourable Sir Thomas Awdley^ knight^ Lord Chancellor of 

England. 

In most humble wise complaineth and sheweth unto your good 
lordship, your daily orator Ralph a Barton, of Wolve^rhampton, yeoman, 
of the great injuries, wrongs, and extortions that he hath long time 
[sustained], and yet doth sustain by the "extorte" power of one 
Thomas Lewson, of the same town, gentleman, that whereas your said 
orator about two years past, and more, desired of the said Thomas 
that he might have a tenement of his to dwell upon, for the rent 
beforetime paid, that is to say, 2qs, by the year. But the said Thomas 
at that time would make no grant of his said tenement under 22s, by 
the year. Then it fortuned, about a fortnight after, the said Thomas 
Lewson chanced to meet with your orator, and called him unto him, 
and asked him why he did not take his said house. Who made answer 
that he would in nowise give but 20s, by the year, and yet he would 
not give so much unto such time as the house was sufficiently repaired, 
which at that time was in ruin and sore decay. They fell to agreement 
that your orator should have the said house, and to pay 155. a year 
unto such time as it was repaired, and then to pay 20s. by the year. 
Your orator entered into the said house and therein dwelt two years 
and a half, and in all that time the said Thomas never bestowed one 
halfpenny upon any reparations of the said house, for lack whereof 
your orator sustained great loss by dogs, swine, and other beasts that 
at all times might come into the said house.

Upon the interrogatories on behalf of All^n and Stanley y 2*jth October. 

John Persall, of Horseley, co. Stafford, esquire, sworn and examined. 

To the first, he says that on the same Trinity Sunday this deponent 
was in the same churchyard of Eccleshall amongst loo persons who 
came thither to a game accustomably kept yearly. Knows not whether 
all the persons named in this interrogatory were there then, or what 
weapons they had. He himself had a small sword and a dagger. 
Remembers that there were there Richard Persall, the elder, Ralph 
Persall, and Francis Woodnall, and they all had swords, as they be 
accustomed. 

To the second, third, fourth, and fifth, expressly denies that he spake 
the words mentioned, or any other words like in effect. But says that 
Alkyn gave vile and unfitting words to this deponent, wherewith this 
deponent drew forth his dagger in his defence, and so rescue was made 
by divers persons. Never intended to hurl his dagger at Alkyn, or 
cried to his servants " Kyll hym, kyll hym.** 

To the 6th, he says that he cannot name any other his servants 
who were there. They all had swords. 

To the 7th, 8th, and 9th, he says he did not see or know 
Raufe Persall took Alkyn by the shoulders, nor that Richard Persall or 
any other persons came with swords drawn and drove the said Alkyn 
and Stanley out of the churchyard, but after the rescue Alkyn and 
Stanley peaceably departed thence and went into a house. To the 
loth and nth, he says that after Alkyn and Stanley entered into the 
house this deponent went his way, and knows not that any persons 
went to the house to have brothen the doors, and says precisely that 
there was no such assault about the doors to his knowledge. 

To the 1 2th and 13th, he saith that after the evensong was done 
and the games ended, this deponent with thirty persons and above came 
to Swayncote's house, being an alehouse, to the intent to drink, and for 
no other purpose, as all other people who were gathered at the same 
game at that time did. He never enquired for Alkyn and Stanley there. 
To the T4th and 15th, he saith that neither he nor the other persons 
intended any hurt to Alkyn and Stanley when they were in Swayncote's 
house. They had there a minstrel playing before them to make them 
merry, and for no other intent. 
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To the 1 6th, he saith there were sixteen persons of this deponent's 
party indicted, two of whom were not at the assembly. 

To the 17th, he saith Raufe Persall, Richard Persall, the elder, and 
Francis Wodwall be servants in household with this deponent. 

To the last, he says that the same three persons do wear this 
deponent's livery, and none others be of this deponent's retinue. 

Ralph Persall, son to John Persall aforenamed, sworn etc. 

To the ist to the loth, he saith that his father with this deponent, 
Richard Persall, the elder, and Francis Wodwall having swords and 
daggers as they use to go with came to Eccleshall to a game kept there. 
This deponent espied Alkyn having his hand on his dagger and 
speaking unfitting words to this deponent's father. Whereupon this 
deponent came to him and took the said Alkyn by the slieve and pulled 
him back. His father did not offer to haul his dagger, nor said " kyll 
hym, kyll hym." Did not see any sword drawn on the part of his 
father. 

Richard Persall, the elder, servant to John Persall aforesaid. 

To the I St to the nth. He saith as Ralph Persall has deposed. 
When Alkyn had his hand on his dagger Stanley drew forth his sword, 
whereupon this deponent drew forth his to have defended himself and 
his master. To the i6th he saith John Persall, Ralph Persall, 
Richard Persall, the younger, Thomas Persall, and this deponent were 
indicted thereupon. 

Francis Wodwall to all the interrogatQries saith as Ralph Persall 
touching their assembly and the drawing of the daggers. In the 
defence of his master he drew his sword, but no stroke was given of 
either party, for rescue was made incontinent. 

John Persall saith that he never came into the park for that intent 
to pick any quarrels. To the third he saith that he never made riot or 
fiay against Alkyn. 

To the fifth he saith he never procured any of the persons or any 
other person to go into the house of the said Alkyn. 

To the sixth, he knoweth of no beating done to John Alkyn. 

Sir John Harcott procured this deponent once to be indicted 
without any good cause, and also hath caused divers of this deponent's 
servants to be twice indicted without any good cause. As to the assault 
and affray made the other night on James Alkyn, he saith upon his oath 
that he was not privy to it, and saith he was at the time at Chelsey with 
Lord Talbot. 
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Richard Persall saith he never came into the park to pick any such 

quarrels with Alkyn. 

To the fifth he said that as this deponent, Richard Persall, the 
younger, and William Bayer were coming homeward from Rownton, 
each of them having bows and arrows to pass the time by the way, this 
deponent fortuned to espy nigh to the said Alkyn's house a little boy 
having a spaniel of this deponent's, and so seeing that, and also seeing 
there the wife of the said Alkyn, spoke to her in fair manner, and 
required her to speak to her husband that he would send home his 
spaniel, and as this deponent was communing with the said wife 
suddenly there came an arrow towards this deponent and had like to 
have hurt Richard Persall, the younger, and with that the said 
Richard Persall, the younger, seeing Alkyn under the pale by his house, 
shot an arrow at him to put the said Alkyn in fear, that he should not 
shoot any more. And yet, notwithstanding, Alkyn shot another arrow, 
and so Richard, the younger, shot another arrow for their defence.

The Answer of Edmonde Warde to the Bill of Complaint of 

Robert Arden. 

The said Edmond saith the bill of complaint is untrue and that the 
complainant is "a man of ill name and fame and oppresser and a 
extortioner of his pore neyghbours." And forasmuch that the defendant 
knew that the complainant " had taken a cow of a man's unknown " 
. . . to be killed in a barn standing at the backside of his house at 
the Cessions next after the Epiphany holden at Staff . . . the 26th 
year of the reign our sovereign loid King Henry the Vlllth, he, the 
defendant at the said cession declared and shewed the same unto the 
Kynges . . . and alleged how the said complainant had sold iiij 
quarters of the said cowe to certain persons for xvijx. viij^/. . . . openly 
before Sir Antony Fitzherbert, Knight, and other the King's justices of 
the peace. Complainant also trespassed upon defendant's land, for 
which defendant sued him at Westminster, when complainant pleaded 
not guilty ; and further the said complainant had at divers times done 
unto the said defendant certain ... as well for coming upon his 
freehold and ploughing of the same as for the taking away of certain 
hay of the said complainant's he pursued iij several accounts of trespass 
against him before the King's justices of the peace. And as to Marres 
Brecke, mentioned in the bill, defendant saith that one John Marres 
about xxx yeares past held certain lands in Yoxhall to him and his 
heirs, by copy of Court roll, of the lordship of Yoxhall, which lands 
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were long time before that given to the Ancestors of the same 
John Marres to the intent that they and their heirs should maintain, keep 
and uphold an " scluse or Flodgate " upon the same ground at a certain 
height, both to keep the water to the mylne of Yoxhall and also to avoid 
the abundance of water at any time any rage or flood should happen ; 
which scluse or floodgate was then made and continued by long season 
by the ancestors of the said John Marres and was commonly called 
Marres Brecke ; and the said complainant knowing that the level of the 
ground whereof the said defendant is owner (which was nigh and next 
adjoining to the said " scluse " or floodgate) was lower than the ground 
where the said " scluse " did stand, did then " brake " the ground of the 
said defendant, forasmuch as it was kept higher than it ought to be, by 
reason where of abundance of water broke into the ground of the 
defendant. And also the said complainant, pretending to have profit and 
advantage of the fish taken in the said ground, did erect levy and set up 
a new weir upon the ground of the said defendant, which was erected at 
the costs and charges of Sir William Fitzwilliam, Knight, by the means 
of the said complainant. Whereof the said defendant sued the said 
Sir William Fitzwilliam, desiring to know whether the said weir '* sett 
wholly oppon the grounde of the seid defendant or not." Whereupon 
the same Sir William Fitzwilliam, as well by consent of the said 
complainant as of the defendant, directed letters in the nature of 
commissions to William Chetwyn and Thomas Kynnersley, esquires, 
desiring them to view the said weir and see whether it were upon the 
ground of the defendant or not, and if it stood upon his ground then 
the said defendant was to have the said " mease " and land that was 
given to the ancestors of the said John Marres, or else the weir was to 
be taken up again and the said scluse or floodgate to be kept by the 
said Marres. The said Chetwyn and Kynnersley affirmed the weir to 
be upon the defendant's land, and Sir William Fitzwilliam directed a letter 
to the said complainant wherein he advised him to agree with the said 
defendant as to his costs and charges, copy of which letter is ready to be 
shewn. The complainant x or xij years since took a surrender of the said 
John Marres of the said *' mease and lande " which of old time was 
given unto his ancestors. . .granted the same '* mease" and land 
unto Hugh Marres son of the said John Marres without any such 
condition to keep the said scluse or floodgate . . . that no man now 
living may remember the contrary, have kept and of right ought and 
must needs keep the same, or else all the meadow ground against 
. . . shall utterly be destroyed with water " when shall fortune any 
flood to be." And so that the meadow ground of the said defendant 
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lying next . . . was and is utterly destroyed by the setting of the said 
weir thereupon, the defendant "pursewed" a suit in the common pleas 
at Westminster against the said . . . whereunto complainant's attorney 
pleaded non est informal ^ by force whereof a writ to enquire of damages 
was awarded against the said complainant . . . direct to the sheriff of

damage, who found that complainant had done damage to the said 
defendant to the value of iiij//, which they assessed for his costs and 
charges ; and defendant saith that Doctor Cantrell, Strete, Moreton, and 
Sprott . . . xvjth day of September in the (sic) xviijth year of the 
reign of the King that now is, made an award between the said complainant 
and defendant, that the said complainant should only have all the 
copyhold land that some time was one Henry Co . . .in Yoxhall ; 
and it was also agreed that complainant should pay the defendant nU, 
This sum not being paid in full, the defendant sued an account of 
'Mett," whereupon the complainant assaulted him, and defendant 
complained to the Justices of the Common Pleas.

The Replication of \Robert Ardern\ to the Answer of Edtnond IVarde. 

The said Robert saith that his said bill of complaint and the matter 
therein concerning is good and true and sufficient in the law to be 
answered and " not fayned Imagyned " for any such intent and purpose 
as said defendant hath alleged and that the defendant hath brought 
various malicious suits against him to the great impoverishing and utter 
undoing of himself, his wife and children in this world. Further the 
said Ardem says that for xx years and more he has been by lawful 
conveyance " Fermor " of the lordship of Yoxhall in co. Staff, with 
all profits and advantages thereto belonging while the same was in the 
hands of " o*" most now dread sovereign lord kyng Henry the eyght " 
and also by the space of . . years while Sir William Fitzwillyam was 
owner thereof and during the time that he the said Arden was 
" Fermor " thereof a certain cow " of a man unknown " came withui 
the precinct of the said lordships as a stray which was lawfully 
proclaimed according to the King's laws and because no man claimed it 
the said Ardem as farmer of the said lordship made his profit thereof, 
said cow was under the value of xxs. said Ardern committed no felony 
and had no need to have the benefit of the general pardon of the king. 
As to the taking of the said colts^ iij of them were the proper colts of 
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the said complainant, and iij colts residue of the said vij colts went 
astray within the said lordship and no man claimed them or any of them 
within a year and a day, wherefore after proclamation made according to 
lawe they were sold, denies that the said defendant is or at any time 
hath been lawfully seized in his demesne as of fee by good and just 
title, of and in divers acres of land lying in Newhey specified in the said 
bill of complaint, whereof one acre mentioned in the said bill is parcel, 
or that the said Ardem or any other by his commandment did any 
trespass to the said defendant upon the said acre of land, or that the 
defendant had any just cause to sue an account of trespass before the 
King's justices, and the said Ardem saith that by the verdict of xxiiij 
honest men the said acre is parcel of the lord's ground of the said 
manor and not the ground or freehold of the said defendant, the said 
Ardem also denies that he broke the defendant's ground in '^Morres 
breke " for any such purpose as has been alleged " but for the comen 
welthe of the seid cuntrey " and the great ease of the said defendant, and 
the flood gate in " Morres breke " was made upon a little piece of ground 
unlawfully claimed by the defendant who had great commodity by

such award as the said defendant untruly by his answer has alleged, or 
that he had any just cause to pursue any account of debt upon the 
demand of x// against the said Ardem or that the said Ardem was 
content to have the said William Chetwyn and Thomas Kynnersley 
arbitrators in the said matter. Further the said Ardem averreth all and 
everthing in his bill of complaint to be true. 

The Rejoinder of Edmond Warde to the Replication of Robert Ardem. 

Saith that his said Answer is true. And not only in the said bill of 
complaint but also in the replication are contained matters of untruth 
" groundyd of malice and evyll " and that it cannot be lawfully proved 
that the defendant has wrongfully and unjustly troubled the said 
complainant or that the said complainant has any wife or child or that 
the defendant hath wrongfully slandered him the complainant is a 
malicious and evil disposed man for so much that he as well said he 
would cause the child that was unborn to curse the time that ever he 
came to Yoxhall and of truth so shall the child have cause to do inso- 
much the same Ardem ought of right and hath been ever accustomed 
for the farmer there so to do to bring every year ending to the lord and 
to ... . tresory cofer standing in Yoxhkll Church the Court rolls 
of that year. And said Arderne hath brought in no Court rolls these 
30 years and more as also further openly said in the Churchyard of 
Yoxhall that he would cause the tenants and inhabitants of Yoxhall that 
had ij plowes should have but one, and they that had vj oxen should 
have but iiij, and they that had iiij should have but ij, and they that had 
ij should have no ox, which saying indeed by his extortion oppression and 
ill demeanour among them, because he had the whole lordship of Yoxhall 
in farm he has brought to pass " the more petie hit is to knowe and see " 
without that the said cow mentioned in the said Answer and feloniously 
taken by the said complainant came into the lordship of Yoxhall whereof 
the said complainant was farmer as an estray or that the said cow was 
lawfully proclaimed or that the said complainant as farmer of the said 
lordship made his profit thereof by cause no man came and claimed the 
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same or that it was lawful to the said complainant to do what he pleased 
with the said cow or that it was taken by the complainant for any other 
cause or consideration than that expressed in the said answer or that the 
taking of the said cow was not a felony. Defendant further saith that the 
taking of the said cow as it was by the complainant was felony and had

Arden for dread of judgment was brought again, and is in the keep- 
ing of Robt Bonde of Rolston and the residue of them sold at Penkeriche 
feire, or that it was found that the acre rehearsed in the said replication 
is parcel of the lords ground or manor of Yoxhall, and said defendant 
saith that the said acre is his freehold and that the lord hath ij acres in 
Newhey, and defendant saith that the parcel of land whereupon the said 
weire was set was and is his land, and denies that he had any profit by its 
setting as is untruly surmised in the said replication, but that parcel is 
wholly lost and much more is like to be by reason thereof or that the said 
defendant did recover anything against the complainant unlawfully upon 
any account taken against him, or that defendant was not damnified by 
the setting of the said weir or that the lord of the manor of Yoxhall time 
out of mind hath had or used to have a weire or kedall in the said place 
whereof the defendant now complains or that the said weire was lawfully 
erected and made to the use of Sir William Fitzwyllyam, Knight, lord of 
the manor of Yoxhall or that he wrote any letter to the complainant 
to any such purpose as is alleged in the replication or that Doctor 
Cantrell, Strete, Moreton and Sprot made award 28th September in the 
28th year of the present King which day is not (sic) yet come but the 
same person made award 26 September in the i8th year of his reign or 
that Reynold Cart named in the replication was considered with the said 
defendant to bring the complainant in damage to the defendant as is 
untruly allied or that the complainant was condemned by any craft 
between the defendant and the said Cart, defendant saith that if he were 
such a man as the complainant has alleged as he is not he might have 
shewed that the same Ardern about four or five years ago took a bullock 
of one . . . Columball of Derbyshire and hired one William (?) Somer 
of Yoxhall to kill and sell the same and before it was all sold said 
Columbell came to Yoxhall and found and knew it and was agreed 
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therefore by Ardem as also at the More Hall in Warwickshire the same 
Ardern about the feast of All Saints two years past took a tame Crane 
and brought him to Yoxhall and there secretly kept him till Christmas 
when he sent it to Sir Edward Aston Knight as a present all which 
matters defendant is ready to prove.

Complainant thereupon sued said Brasebrigge to appear before the late 
King Henry VII. and his Council on a certain fixed day when both the 
said parties appeared and made their titles answers and replications 
whereupon it was directed that they with the said Cornysshe and Elyn 
should be examined before Commissioners at Walsall when the latter 
deposed that they had granted the complainant all the right and title 
they had in the said lands and tenements by reason of the said Kateryn, 
whereupon it was decreed that complainant should enjoy all the said 
lands and tenements during the interest and title of the said Cornysshe 
Coke and Elyn in and to the same. After the decease of the said 
Kateryn Sir William Bothe her son and heir made a new lease to 
complainant for the term of thirty-seven years twenty years of which are 
yet to come. Complainant has been peaceably possessed of said 
premises by the space of eighteen years until such time one Edward 
Willoughby Esquire, Richard Cokkis, William Bawdon, John Grace, 
John Rolston, Robert Blewe, Cutbert Langton, Thomas Sherman, three 
carters and other evil disposed persons to about the number of twelve 
with bowes arrows swords bokelers and bills in Lent twelve months last

past, entered the said mease and other premises in riotous manner and 
forcibly expelled the tenants and took possession thereof. \Vhereupon 
complainant sued said Edward to appear by writ of Privy seal when he 
answered that he had a lease of the said Sir William Bothe of the 
premises for term of years long time after complainant's lease, where- 
upon both parties were agreeable that Master Justice Brudenell should 
decide which of the said leases was good in law, who shewed that the 
former lease made to complainant was good and effectual and the 
second of none effect, and complainant was again put in possession of 
the said premises when the said Edward Willoughby, Bawdewyn 
Willoughby, Cutbert Langton, William Egerton, Elys Scyrley, gentle- 
man, John Rolston, John Thakker, and Robert Blewe with other 
persons to the number of twenty-three, the Monday next after the 
Assumption of our Lady last past with force of arms entered the 
premises and expelled complainant's tenant, asking him where his master 
was, he said he was not there they answering that if he were it should 
cost him his life and so sought him in other houses in the town 
intending to have slain and murdered him by reason whereof he dare 
not abide in that country, said Edward appearing again before the King 
and Council made a new answer that he had bought the title and right 
of the said Cornysshe and Elyn. Which matter hanging before the 
King's Council undiscussed the said Edward sued complainant, John 
Rudyngs, John Hardyng, John Harryson, and Raufe Vicars, his tenants 
and unknown to him caused twelve innocent men not instructed in the 
matter to be forsworne for lack of perfect instruction and evidences to 
the great displeasure of God and to the most perilous example of all 
other the King's subjects. And by cause it appeared the matter was 
craftily handled, judgment was respited thereupon, and the said Edward 
is yet in possession with force and arms and has made several leases 
thereof to several persons. Prays writ of subpoena may be issued to 
the said Edward Willoughby to appear in the Star Chamber. 

The Answer of Edward Willoughby to the bill of complaint of 

Martyn Ardem, 

Saith that the said bill is uncertain insufficient and untrue and 
slanderously imagined to vex and trouble said Edward and the matter 
therein contained determinable at the common law and not in the Court 
whereunto the said Edward prays to be remitted with his costs and 
charges and further saith the same Kateryn Bothe was seized of the 
said messuage lands and tenements specified in the bill and demised the 
same to Cornysshe Cooke and Elyn for term of their lives paying to her 
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certain rent and they being so seized by indenture dated 4th June 
II Henry VII. for certain money to have been paid them by the said 
Marten let the same to him for ten years but he intending to defraud 
the said Cornysshe and Elyn and being in possession of the premises 
by subtle and crafty means untruly affirmed unto Sir William Bothe 
Knight son and heir of said Kateryn that the said Cornysshe and Elyn 
had no title in the premises but for the term of life of the said Kateryn 
and obtained a new lease for term of " moo " years by colour of which 
he occupied the same after the end of the said ten years by the space of 
seven years or more and the said Cornysshe and Elyn not being able 
to sue against the said Martyn bargained and sold all their title and 
interest in the premises to the said Edward upon which he went to the 
said Sir William and shewed him the said lease made to the said 
Cornysshe and Elyn which was sealed with the seal of arms of his 
mother, desiring he might occupy the same and Sir William perceiving 
that he had done contrary to justice in making the new lease to the said 
Martyn sent his servant to the tenants of said Martyn and discharged 
them of the occupation of the said land and tenements and then 
commanded the said Edward to enter the same by force whereof the 
said Edward and one Robert Blewe, aged about seventy years, and one 
Elizabeth Couper peaceably entered the premises and drove the tenants' 
cattle off the ground whereupon the said Martin complained to the 
King. Said Edward saith that if the said Martyn had had the title and 
interest of the said Cornyshe and Elyn he would never have obtained a 
new lease without shewing to the said Sir William his further title ; 
without that, that the said Edward Richard Cockys, William Baudon, 
John Grace, John Rolston, John Thakker, Robt. Blewe, Cuthbert 
Langton, Thomas Sherman, and three carters forcibly entered the 
premises and expelled the tenants of the said Martyn as alleged ; and 
without that, that the said Edward and other persons named in the bill 
be guilty of any riot or other misdemeanour done against the King's 
peace as is surmised ; and without that, that the said Edwarde Baidewyn, 
Willoughby, Cuthbert Langton, William Egerton, Elys Scyrley, John 
Rolston, John Thakker, and Robert Blewe entered the lands and 
tenements and expelled the tenants of the said Martyn as is surmised, 
or that they sought or enquired for the said Martyn at any time or 
intended any damage to his body as is alleged ; and without that, that 
the said Edward craftily sued out the said assise unknown to said 
Martyn and his tenants or that he caused twelve innocent men to be 
forswome for lack of perfect instruction. And upon the sight of the 
titles of both parties the jury gave their verdict 
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T?u Replication of Marty n Ardem to the Answer of Edward Wittoughby^ 

Esquire, 

Saith that every thing contained in his bill is good and true 
and that the answer of the said Edward is untrue and that if the said 
Kateryn Bothe had made any such lease to the said Comyssh Cooke 
and Eleyn his wife yet their right and title was given to the said 
Martyn by decree before the Council of the late King Henry VII. in 
the thirteenth year of his reign for certain sums of money paid to 
the said Cornysshe by the said Martyn, which decree was ten years after 
the demise made by the said Kateryn to the said Cornysshe and Elyn if 
any such had been, by force whereof the said Marten was peaceably 
possessed thereof by the space of eighteen years during which time they 
never pretended title thereunto but came divers times to the said place

to bolster the matter against complainant, and he yet with force and 
armes keeps possession of the premises and has driven complainant out 
of his natural country where he was born for dread and fear of his life. 
And further the said Marten saith that the said Edward contrary to the 
King's commandment refuses to put complainant again in possession of 
the premises and says he will not obey the King and his Council. 
All which matter the said Martyn is ready to prove. 

The rejoinder of Edward Willoughby to the replication of Martyn 

Ardem ; 

Saith that his said answer is good sufficient certain and true and that 
the said bill of replication is insufficient and that he is ready to prove 
everything contained in his answer and that it plainly appears by the 
replication that the said Martin never had the whole title and interest in 
the premises of the said Comyssh and Elyn insomuch as he utterly 
denies the lease whereby the freehold of the premises passed the said

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Kateryn Bothe unto said Cornyssh and Elyn for term of their lives. 
And without that that the said Cornyssh and Elyn were privy to the said

First, for the part of Martyn Ardem complainant, and for the 
examination of his proofs and witnesses as touching all causes for the 
party of the said Mdrten to us the said commissioners touching such 
wrongs as be comprised in the commission hereunto annexed, to said 
Marten by one Edward Wylloughby, Esquire, for the " ferme " of the 
Heygate within the County of Staff. Imprimis John Ferrour, late husband 
to Kateryn Bothe, who was late of the said farm of Heygate aged fifty 
years dwelling in Anston in co. Chester affirmeth and saith that there 
was certain communication between him and his said wife of the receipt 
of her rents and how they came in that the rent of the Barre came no 
better than other rents and that Cornysshe Coke had her scale to make 
certain quyttances for the receipt of her rent at Brystowe and had falsely 
made a lease to him and to Ellen his wife of the Heygate for term of 
said Kateryn's life paying yearly a red rose, that she never knew the 
making of such indenture or ever sealed it and that women might 
beware by her not to deliver their seals to such a false man, that he had 
made divers scales under her seal that were found in his house in red 
wax upon which the aforesaid John went to said Cornyssh and Ellen 
and put them out of the said Heygate and desired one James Halle 
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then parson of Elford to overse the said ground which he did until such 
time that said Cornysshe got out a privy seal against the said Sir James 

and in the negligence of the said Sir James was put 

again in possession unto the time that Martyn had bought the lease of 
the said Cornysshe, he never knew any other lease but the one paying a 
rose flower and he would have paid 5 marks yearly as the said Cornish 
says he has a lease so paying and would have been content to have 
received it. 

Sir Hugh Lempster, late prior of the monastery of Seynt John 
of Canwell, aged sixty years, says that everything in the said bill is 
true. 

Hewe Scotte, aged forty years, dwelling in Barr, co. Staff: says that 
he heard that Comysh Coke made sale of his goods and made payment 
to one Colmon of Coventry for the debt of Kateryn Both for which 
payment the said Cornysh had the Heygate farm during the life of the 
said Kateryn without paying rent, and that he knew John Ferrour cast 
Comysh Coke and his goods out of the farm, and that said Cornysh 
Coke called John Ferrour before the King's Council at Kylyngworth 
and afterwards made Badewen Brasebrigge his servant, and after Kateryn 
Bothe died, Sir William Bothe Knight entered and gave possession to 
Marten Ardern. 

Richard Fremon, aged forty years, dwelling in Barre aforesaid, says 
that he knows that the saying of Hugh Scotte was good and true. 

John Cookys of Aldweych, aged about forty years, John Ruddyng of 
the same aged forty years, John Persall of the same aged fifty years, 
Roger Colmon of the same aged fifty years, Thomas Walter of the same 
aged fifty years, all particularly examined upon the saying of said 
Hugh Scotte and Ric. Fremon, say they were not by " at nothyng doyng 
of the premisses " but as touching the sale of the goods of the said 
Comysse that they know. 

Robt Byrcote, servant with the said Martyn, aged twenty-two years, 
saith that he was put in possession of the farm of the Heygate for the 
title of his master by the undersheriff of Staffordshire and was there till 

the time that one John Grare and one Blewe and divers other 

persons were put out, after the said Robt Byrcote was " eftson " put in 
possession by the sheriff, and " eftson " put out again by the said 
John. 

Jone Byxton, widow, servant to Hardyng of Lichefild Capper, tenant 
of the same farm of Heygate, aged thirty years, saith that the Wednesday 
before Whitsunday she was at Welmond that Edward Wylloughby 
entered with his goods into the farm of the Heygate and with him

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Badewen Willoughby, John Graron, William Leycet', three men that 
came with his father's cart Richard Cookys, John Thakker, Thomas 
Hargreyve, and two women also, she says that the Saturday after the 
assumption of our lord she was at Welmond after the Sheriff had put 
Marten Ardem in possession the same day the servants of the said 
Edward entered, and broke both the walls and the door and cast out the 
same Jone and three children and all her goods, William Chetwyn being 
then Sheriff, and on the Monday next the said Edward and twelve 
persons with him came to the house of the Heygate with " soundys & 
huntyng of Cours syngyng & blowyng of homes." 

Witnesses for the part of Edward Wyllaughby defendant. 

First Bawdewyn Brasebrigge, of New Eyeton, co. Warwick, aged 
seventy years, says that he saw a lease made by Kateryn Bothe to 
Comyssh Coke and Elen his wife but knows not what rent he paid the 
said Kateryn, and that the lease was but for the term of her life, and 
that he knew of no other but by hearsay that another lease was made to 
them for term of their lives paying 5 marks yearly by the saying of John 
Reddell of Barr, John Newman, William Freman, Thomas Chylteron, 
Thomas Burglyn, and William Shelfold all of same place and he heard 
the said men that were at the possession of the said leasetaking say that 
they had a good dinner at the Heygate as ever they had. 

Henry Bygge, of Water Orton, co. Warwick, yeoman, aged seventy- 
six years, saith Sir Homfrey Stanley, Knight, and William Harper, 
" Squyar," sent to me desiring me to go with Cornysh Coke unto his 
cousin Sir George Holford, Knight, and examine him whether the said 
Cornyss Cok held a lease from Kateryn Bothe truly sealed or not, and 
he said that he was by when she made and sealed a lease of her land at 
the " barr " called the Heygate to the said Cornysh but for how long 
he could not tell. 

Cornysse Reddell, of Handsworth, aged sixty-six years, says that the 
said day there was a lease made to Cornysee Cok and his wife for term of 
their lives there was a certain variance between Ferrour that had wedded 
the said Kateryn, and Cornysh Cok the said Ferrour saying that the seal 
by which the lease was claimed was counterfeited and that he heard Sir 
Homfrey Stanley bid Henry Bygge to go with said Cornysh to Sir 
George Holford, Knight " and when thowe art theyr bryng thy message 
w^ thee and forgett nott whether that Kateryn made such a lesse to 
Cornysh to his knolege or nott," and when Bygge came home again the 
parson of Elford asked me rent as I was tenant of parcel of the ground 
and I would pay him none and afterwards said Cornysh had the said 
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parson before the Council at Warwick where he was imprisoned and 
Cornyshe remitted to his possession. 

Sir Hugh Lempster, late prior of Saint John of Canwall, aged sixty 
years, says the lease was made to Cornysh and his wife for term of 
their lives, and so he heard it read and delivered to said Cornysshe 
at Chester, and that he should have it as he supposes paying iij//. yearly 
and Sir George Holford was present at sealing. 

Ric Fremon dwelling in Barre, aged forty years, saith that he was 
never present at any lease making but heard his father say that he was 
present in Chester when Mistress Kateryn Bothe made a lease to the 
said Cornysh. 

This letter hereunto annexed made by Thomas Porter servant to 
Sir Henry Willoughby father to said Edward. 

The foresaid Cornysshe Coke, aged seventy-seven years, dwelling in 
Frankelen, in co. Worcester, saith that Kateryn Bothe gave him the 
Heygate first for term of his life paying a red rose yearly, and afterwards 
he went to her and desired the same for term of his wife's life, and she 
sealed an indenture for him and his wife they paying 5 marks yearly and 
there were present Thomas Burglyn of Barr, William Fremon, William 
Shelfold, of same place, John Lee of Alryche and Thomas Jorden of the 
same. 

William Hopkyns, dwelling in Walsall, aged seventy-seven years, saith 
he knew Cornyssh Coke was in possession of the Heygate but knew not 
by what lease, that said Cornyssh exchanged one farm with Bawdewyn 
Brasebrige " that ys to say the realle for the Heygate and that I was 
tenant of the Heygate to the said Brasebrigge and paid him rent " and 
knows of no other lease but has heard by reason of Sir George Holford 
the said Cornysh after the variance between him and the parson of 
Elford was again put in possession. 

Thomas Chapmon, dwelling in Barr, servant to Henry Wylloughby, 
aged forty years, examined upon delivery of the certificate of Sir William 
Bothe, Knight and of the letter of Sir George Holford, Knight, say that 
they delivered them to him sealed with their seals of Arms. 

All whereof matters truly examined we the said commissioners have 
put this our present examination our seals the xx'^ day of January the 
viij'^ yere of the reign of our soueyn lorde Kyng Henry. (15 17.) 

Be it known to all men that I Hugh Lempster, late prior of Canwell, 
certify that there was certain variance between Kateryn Bothe, widow, 
and Comes Cooke for an indenture of a farm called the Hayegate in 
the parish of Alryche co. Stafford that the said Kateryn granted to said 
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Comes and Helyn his wife during the life of the said Kateryn for a 
certain sum of money paid to said Kateryn beforehand, upon which 
variance said Cornes Cooke desired me to go with him to Sir George 
Holforde for a true record of the grant, and at our coming thither the 
said Sir George remembered the grant right well as he w^rote a bill unto 
Sir Humfrey Stanley, Knight, signed with his hand and seal certifying 
that he stood by when Kateryn Botha sealed the grant to the said 
Comes and Helyn during her life, and that letter I delivered to Sir 
Humfrey Stanley, upon sight of which said Comes Cooke occupied the 
same farm in peace until there was a variance between Baldwyne 
Brasebreygge and Marten Ardem insomuch that they both claimed it by 
the grant of the said Comes whereupon a commission was directed to 
enquire into the matter at Walshali, and the said Comes Cooke and 
Helyn his wife deposed that they released all their right in said farm 
to Marten Ardern upon condition that he should pay yearly to them 
Ixvj* viij*^ twice in the year as appears by the indenture of the said 
Kateryn which the commissioners certified to the Kings Council and 
the said Council gave judgment that the said Marten should have the 
said farm in possession and so the said Marten had it peaceably during 
the life of the said Kateryn Bothe, after whose decease William Bothe, 
Knight came to the same farm and entered as heir to said Kateryn and 
made another grant unto the said Marten by indenture, all which 
premises I write as my deed the 15th September vii Henry VIII.

Bill of complaint of Edward Aston, Esquire : 

To the King our Sovereign lord, 

Sheweth that about the 3rd of June in the 22nd year of your most 
gracious reign divers Welshmen conveyed certain cattle as " oxen kyne " 
to the number of 35 or thereabout from Wales toward the mansion 
place of the lord Ferrers called Charkley in county Stafford at which 
time the Welshmen brought the cattle to a certain town called Heywood, 
CO. Stafford, pertaining to the Bishop of Chester, and also to the said 
complainant which is within " too " miles of Charkley, and in the night 
time left all the said cattle in the corn fields belonging to the said town. 
Whereupon the inhabitants perceiving the cattle " doyng hurt in their 
seid come " and not knowing to whom they belonged, took and put them 
in a certain " pound " belonging to complainant, and the next day it 
coming to the knowledge of one John Edwards, farmer to said 
complainant, by the relation of the Welshmen that the cattle belonged 
to lord Ferrers and knowing he was a man of honor, liberally and freely 
caused them to be delivered to the servants of the said lord Ferrers 
without " payeing off any recompence or amends for the hurtes which 
they had doon in the seid corn feldes." Whereupon the following day 
early in the morning one James Baskerfeld, esquire, who had married 
the daughter of the said lord Ferrers with six other riotous and ill 
disposed persons with "bowes, arrowes, swerdes, boklers and other 
wepons " came to Heywood and there called one Thomas Wolfnam, a 
poor husbandman inhabitant of the town of Heywood, who was one that 
had found the said cattle in the cornfield, and desired him to come out 
of his house to them, saying that he should truly be paid for the pains 
he had taken in putting the said beasts in the pound, and the poor man 
thinking no manner of hurt opened his door, and one of the said riotous 
persons " strake hym so sore on the hed with a swerd wherby he was in 
grett jeopardye off his lyf long after," and at the same time sore hurt one 
Thomas Bromley, another poor inhabitant of Heywood, who was at the 
same time going to the fields to his husbandry having his plough irons 
on his neck, thereupon the said men made complaint to your said 
servant being one of the lords of the same town, and also one of your 
justices of the peace within your said county, of the said riotous 
misdemeanour of the said Baskerfeld and his company, whereupon your 
servant acquainted lady Ferrers, wife of lord Ferrers, she being then at 
Charkley and her husband not at home, desiring that she would give 
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" monycon " to Baskervile and her other servants that they might live in 
peace without making any " assauts or affrays " ; whereunto the lady 
Ferrers answered that she was not privy of the said " assauts " but that 
she was very glad that it was done, and she wished " itt had ben myche 
more then itt was," and because of the message sent by your servant to 
the said lady Ferrers, the said Baskerfeld privily bare great grudge and 
extreme malice towards him intending utterly his destruction ; for so it 
is that about the feast of St. Laurence next after the said riotous 
misdemeanour, lord Ferrers sent for your servant desiring him instantly 
to come to Charkley and there to dine with him, which he did, and the 
said Baskerfeld, so that your suppliant should not suspect him made him 
good countenance and friendly cheer, and after dinner your servant took 
his leave of lord Ferrers to depart to his own house leaving the said 
Baskerfeld in the chamber, where lord Ferrers then was, and when your 
servant came down into the hall and would have gone out to have taken 
his horse to have ridden 10 his house he was so extremely desired and 
entreated by lord Ferrers servants to the Buttrye to drink before his 
departing that he agreed ; and while he was in the said Buttrye the said 
James Baskerfeld and another James Baskerfeld his kinsman, 
Thomas Harper and John Chambleyn, unknowing to your servant, not 
without the consent of the said lord Ferrers as it is verily thought and 
supposed, privily went out of the said house of Charkley ; and when your 
said servant, being on horseback with a white styck and certain of 
his servants " beying a Foote by hym," were going toward his house the 
same James Baskerfeld accompanied with the said riotous company with 
defensible weapons as "swerds, bokelers, bowes and arrowes" came 
suddenly down a back narrow lane and there met your said suppliant 
with three of his servants who "in gentyll maner salutyd the seid 
Baskerfeld and putt off their hattes to hym," whereupon he and his 
company drew their swords and the said James Baskerfeld son in law to 
lord Ferrers struck one Humfrey Mynors a servant of your suppliant on 
the head with his sword, the said Mynors having his hat in his hand ; 
from which stroke he was long time after very like to have died ; and 
they also struck two other of your suppliant's servants in like manner, 
and one of them was then maimed and at the same time one of the said 
persons was shooting at your said servant intending to have slain him, 
but as God provided, one of the said Baskerfelds servants by fortune 
against his will in drawing the sword, cut the string of his " felowes " 
bowe in two pieces whereby he could not accomplish his mischievous 
purpose and so the said Baskerfeld with all his company departed as 
fast as they could out of the said country into the marches of Wales 
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where the said lord Ferres hath great authority ; also at the time the 
offence was committed many of the household servants of the said 
lord Ferrers were in a croft adjoining the lane, and some others were then 
in an ale house within a stone*s cast to the said place ready to help said 
Baskerfeld and his company if need had required. Of which matter 
they be lawfully and truly indited before your justices of the peace in 
your said county of Stafford, and the said Baskerfeld son-in-law to 
lord Ferrers is daily in the house of his father in law at Charkley, who 
maintains him in his mischievous demeanour whereby he takes great 
boldness to continue the same, unless condign punishment be shortly 
provided by your most gracious highness. In consideration whereof 
and also insomuch as the said James Baskerfeld is now near to the city 
of London may a writ of subpana be directed to him commanding him 
to appear before your Highness and Council in the Star Chamber at 
Westminster. 

The aunswer of James Baskervyk to the by II of Complaynt of 

Edward Aston Esquyer. 

Saith that the said bill of complaint is insufficient in law to be 
answered and the matters therein contained devised upon malice and evil 
will, which the complainant long time hath bom and yet beareth against 
the Lord Ferreys, and that as to any riot force and unlawful assembly 
contained in the said bill of complaint, defendant says he is not guilty 
and that the third day of June mentioned in the said bill tw^o Welshmen 
and no more conveyed certain catde but not so many as is alleged in said 
bill from Wales towards the mansion place of the said lord Fereys called 
Charkley, which were brought to the town of Heywod the night of the 
said day, and because by reason of the driving they were weary, the 
Welshmen put them in a certain waste ground or common belonging to 
the said town and then repaired to Heywood to refresh themselves with 
meat drink and other necessaries and the cattle were incontinently taken 
by certain of the inhabitants of the said town of Heywood and put into 
a " pownde " where they were all night and most part of the next day 
without meat or drink whereby the said beasts were much hurt and the 
Welshmen could not have them delivered to them again, unless they 
paid a certain sum of money which they refused to do, but at last 
promised to certain of the said town that at their return homewards to 
Wales they should be recompensed as right should require, whereupon 
the cattle were delivered to them and conveyed to Charkley to the 
lady Fereys in the absence of her husband, and shortly after the two 
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Welshmen departed from Charkley towards Wales accompanied with the 
do'fendant James Baskervyle cousin to the said defendant and two or 
three more, who came in a peaceable manner to the town of Heywod at 
whose coming variance and strife began between certain of the inhabitants 
and the said Welshmen, and had it not been for the defendant and his 
company there was likely to have ensued mischief, murder or some other 
inconvenience ; and further the defendant says that about Saint Lawrens 
day mentioned in the bill of complaint the defendant dined with lord 
Fereys at Charkley where the complainant was also entertained, and 
used after as good and loving fashion as could be, at which time the 
defendant as he many times " doyth " waited upon lord Fereys at his 
table during all the said dinner, and after dinner before the departure of 
the complainant the defendant accompanied with one John Farmer 
keeper of the park of Maston Muguber (Marston Montgomery) in co. 
Stafford, who had before that time done many pleasures to the defendant 
and two or three others went from Charkley to a place called Stowe to 
the house of one Richard Gryme being a common tavern and not one 
mile distant from Charkley where they drank together and tarried about 
an hour and then the said John Farmer departed to Maston Muguber 
and the defendant with two with him and no more were going home to 
Charkley and by chance met the complainant riding from Charkley 
towards his dwelling house distant two or three miles having seven or 
.eight of his servants with him with their swords and bucklers upon them, 
and because a certain person had informed the defendant that the com- 
plainant had reported that if he had been at Heywod at the departing of 
the said Welshmen he would have set the defendant in the Stocks, he 
there demanded of him whether he had said so or not, and without any 
answer being made one of complainant's servants having his sword drawn 
struck one Thomas Bedward, and with the same stroke he hurt him in 
his left hand and almost cut through a bow which the said Bedward had 
in his hand and certain other of complainant's servants intending 
mischief and murder struck with their drawn swords James Baskervyle 
defendant's cousin who was like to have been slain, and some of 
complainant's servants with drawn swords struck to the said defendant^ 
proposing to have mischieved and murdered him, who for safeguard 
defended himself as well as he could, and if any of complainant's 
servants were then hurt it was then of their own assault and in self- 
defence. It is not in defendant's knowledge that the said Welshmen 
left the cattle in the cornfields in Heywood or that they were again 
delivered to them by John £dwards so liberally and freely as is alleged in 
the said bill, or that he or any of his company spoke such words to 
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Thomas Wolstman or beat or wounded him as is allied, or that Thomas 
Bromley was hurt, or that the defendant James Baskervyle, his kinsman 
Thomas Harper, and John Chamberlayn named in the bill went out of 
the house of Charkley to any such purpose as is alleged, or that the said 
Lord Fereys was privy to their going, or that they came by any back narrow 
lane, or that the defendant did otherwise than is alleged in this answer, or 
intended to have murdered the complainant, or that any of ihem departed 
out of the country into the marches of Wales where the said lord hath 
authority, or that there were any servants of the said lord Fereys in any 
croft or other place adjoining the affray or that defendant is maintained 
in his mischievous demeanour by the said lord. 

The Replication of Edtvard Aston Knyght to the Ansiver of /amy s 

Baskerveld : — 

Saith that the said bill of complaint is true and sufficient in law to 
be answered and not devised upon any malice or evil will but truly 
declaring the riotous and unlawful demeanour of the said Baskerveld

Deposeth and saith how he came to the same place at the same 
time having no riotous persons with him but only one man and iij 
boys. 
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Saith he came ihither only at the desire of two Welshmen to help 
them to go safely through the town of Heywood. 

Saith how he himself had a sword by his side as he is accustomed 
to wear daily, and his lad a bow and arrows and another a wood knife 
and another " a waukkyng staff." 

Saith how he only came thither " for the cause afore written." 

Saith he spake no such words to the said poor man. 

Saith how there was no arrow shot at the same poor man. 

Saith how one of the same Welshmen struck the same poor man a 
flatlyng with his sword at such time as the same poor man struck at the 
same Welshman, and saith to his knowledge how the other man was not 
"striken nor hurt." 

Saith how at the same time this deponent took the said Aston by 
the hand at departing. 

Saith how incontinent after that the said Aston went down, how this 
deponent went down after. 

Saith how he intended "nor bare no malice unto the same 
Aston."

Thomas Whilibur, late bellman of the town of Lichefild, sworn 
and examined the day and year above written says that in the month of 
May last past he knows that divers of the inhabitants of Lichefild and 
of other places thereunto adjoining did rise and assemble themselves 
and then and there cast down certain hedges and ditches of certain 
ground that was inclosed near unto the said town, says that he knows 
divers of them that did so, and to his judgment there was in number 
about one hundred persons, but by whose commandment they so 
assembled themselves he knows not. 

Says the cause of the rising as he has heard was to go to pluck up 
and cast down certain hedges and ditches of certain ground which 
Hill had inclosed to the intent to let in their cattle into the same ground 
wherein they claimed to have common for their cattle.

To the first, second and third, he confesses that this deponent and 
Richard Holder, each of them having a bill, went together about the 
time specified to the parcels of ground named and put cattle into the 
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same, to the number of four score sheep and certain lambs, and 30 
kine, nine beasts of two years old, and one horse. 

To the 4th and 5th, he denies that ever he spake the words or any 
such. 

To the 7 th and 8th, he says that Holder being in company with this 
deponent, cast down one gate and pulled up divers gaps about the same 
ground, and set open another gate there. To the last, he saith he 
confessed before the justices at the Sessions holden at Stafford that 
Holder broke up the gate and certain gaps about the same ground, 
this deponent being then present. 

Lewes Russheton, sworn, etc. 
Denies that he was in company with any of the persons named upon 
any of the parcels of ground specified. 

To the 4th and 5th. Did not hear any such words spoken. 
Denies that he pulled down any gates or hedges. 

Griffith ap Morgan, sworn, etc. 
Denies that he was at the grounds, or broke up any gaps, hedges or 
gates. But says that he passed by the highway side between the parcels 
of ground on the day specified, having a "javeling" in his hand, and 
there found William Colman and Richard Holder breaking up a gap on 
one of the parcels of ground, whom he asked what they did there, and 
they answered that they cast it open to put in their cattle, and that 
their counsel said they might lay it open to common. Says he is not 
guilty of any pulling down of hedges or breaking of gates. 

John Jackson, sworn, etc. 

Denies that he was with the persons named.

" The answere of James Hyll and David Tailour to the hyll of complaynt 

' of Michaell Brasbrygge,^^ 

The said James and David and every of them by himself saith that 
the bill is uncertain and insufficient and untruly imagined for vexation, 
and of no truth. For, as to any riot or unlawful assembly against the 
King's peace, they be thereof not guilty. The said James and David 
say that whereas the said James is collector of the said ward by the gift 
of the Earl of Shrewsbury and Keeper of the said ward, the said Michael 
" presumptiously " and against the King's peace came the Sunday next 
before the said Friday into the church of Tutbury and there made open 
proclamation that if any man would " bye any woode wythyn the Parkes 
of Castalhey or Hanbery " that they should come to him and he would 
make them sale thereof; which thing "longyd" to the said James to do 
as collector of the same ward, and not to the said Michael. Howbeit 
the same Michael the said Friday next after, well harnessed with a " cote 
of fense" upon his body, a "stolle" on his head, sword, buckler and 
short dagger by his side, with bow bent and an arrow in his hand ready 
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to shoot, and others by his side, came into the said park of Hanbery 
where the said David is keeper ; and when the said David perceived the 
said Michael riding with his bow bent, he went and locked the gate that 
he should not depart till he knew whether he had done any hurt to the 
King's game there or not, and asked him " what he made ther in suche 
arrey," and he answered, " to make sale of the wood." And the said 
David said that he knew him not "for noe such officer." And thus 
arguing together they went forth at the said gate, " where the said James 
Hyll as he hadd onded hys walke in the said warde by soden adventure 
mett with the said David and Michaell and was nott content wyth the 
proclamacion that the seyd Michaell had made at Tutbury nor that he 
medeld in hys seyd office." Howbeit the said Michael said that he 
would " take noe discharge of them nor of the Erie of Shrovesbury ther 
master yff he were ther present, and yff the seyd Michaell any hurt hadde 
hit was in hys owne defance and uppon his owen misdemeanour ageynst 
the Kinge's lawe and usage of the cuntrey." All which matters they are 
ready to prove. 

Sir John Forrest, knight, examined upon his oath the 30th day of June 
the 3rd year of Henry the Eighth upon his answer to a bill of 
complaint put in against him by Michael Brasebrige, saith. 

First, whether this deponent was privy, party, aiding or comforting 
to any riots or riot made on the said Michael, at Hanbiuy, without the 
park there or within any other place in the shire of Stafford the 30th of 
May last or not this defendant never knew nor heard tell of any such 
thing done or to be done till one Baker of Yaksale came to Wichenore 
to Sir Walter Griffithes, where this defendant was at dinner, and showed 
Sir Walter and this deponent " when ther had been affray in Needwoode 
ther," and that the said Michael said that he had " ridd " one of them, 
naming no man, and that thereupon the same Michael took the church 
of Yoxsale.* 

This deponent came from his own place at Tamworth. He came 
out of his house the same morning between five and six, and hunted in 
a ground of Sir Walter Griffithes, called " Beres hay," and was there till 
nine o'clock " afore the noon," and so went to dinner to Sir Walter's, 
and came thither about eleven o'clock. And as for the park of Han- 
bury this deponent came not nigh it by three miles that day. Whether 
this defendant knew that any of his servants were there the same day at 
the affray, this defendant saith that Baker, Russell, and Coton, as this de- 
ponent heard say afterwards, were in Yocksale, but not at the said affray.

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What this deponent did after he heard that Michael had " taken the 
church " this defendant saith that he did or said nothing, saving only to 
the constable of Yokesale, who came to Sir Walter's to ask counsel. To 
whom this defendant gave counsel to see the said Michael kept safe, for 
the safe guard of the town there, lest, peradventure, any of them that 
Michael had hurt should die, and then " within a while " this deponent 
departed homeward to Tamworth. 

John Baker, gentleman, examined, saith. 

First, whether this deponent was at the park of Hanbury on the 30th 
of May last, this deponent saith that about noon of the same day he was 
without the said park. 

Whether he was there when the assault was made on Michael 
Bracebrige ? He saith he was not then there, nor saw Michael there till 
the afternoon of the same day that the same Michael had " taken the 
chirche " at Yoxsale. 

Whether David Tailour sent for this deponent, he saith " ye." 

For what cause he sent for him ? He saith that the keeper sent one 
Warmyngham to this deponent in the morning of the same day to pray 
him to come and speak with him, showing no cause why, saving that the 
messenger " of his owen heed " said to this deponent being in his bed, 
that Michael was there in the park of Hanbury. 

Whether this deponent was any of them that blew the two horns 
before Michael was hurt, he saith " nay." 

Whether this deponent sent anybody to the same assault ; saith that 
after David had sent to this deponent he sent thither James Hill and 
Hugh Sherard to demand of the said Michael what he did there, and to 
entreat him to go off the ground, and if he would not that they should 
compel him. 

Whether this depontent assaulted Michael ; saith that Michael after 
the affray came to Yoxsale and made his boast that " he hadd ridd oon 
and toke the churche ther." Whereupon this deponent accompanied 
only with David Tailour's fellows, James Hill, Edward Lee and 
W. Crany, his servants, came by the churchyard to speak with the baily 
of the town there to counsel him to see the said Michael lawfully kept 
in the church till it was known whether he had committed any murder 
or not. 

David Tailour, keeper of the park of Hanbury, examined ist July 3 
Henry VHI upon his answer to the bill of complaint of Michael 
Bracbridge, saith : — 
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The same Michael came to the said park, the 30th day of May last. 
Michael told him he came to fell wood.

The answer of Christopher Egge. 
The bill of complaint is untrue. Lord Fitz Waren, now Earl of 
Bath, was seised of a wood called "Rayclyffe," within the manor of 
Horton, in fee, and by one William Rysdon his surveyor, for 20J. paid 
by this defendant about five years past bargained and sold to the 
defendant all his wood and trees growing in "Rayclyffe," except Ix. 
oaks, and it was agreed that the defendant should have four years to cut 
the same wood. By force whereof the defendant cut and carried away 
parcel of the said wood, and afterwards was wrongfully interrupted and 
" letted " by the complainant from cutting the residue, so that he could 
not accomplish his purpose within the said four years, wherefore he 
complained to the said Earl and his officers. Whereupon the said 
William Rysdon upon the " conseyence " and equity of the said matter, 
by his deed indented, dated the last day of June 30 Henry VIII, 
authorised this defendant to cut and carry away the residue within two 
years. By force whereof the defendant in quiet manner set to work, 
the other defendants beings his servants and labouring workmen, to cut 
and carry away the wood in " Rayclyff," two or three in one day.

Never knew that Hugh Bagnall should enter into the said messuage 
and lands before John Hollyns, being constable, told this deponent that 
the said Hugh had entered. 

Cannot tell who was in the messuage at the entry of Bagnall " moore 
than the same John Masse." 

Immediately after the entry, as he was going to Lyeke (Leek) market, 
having a bill in his hand, as he is accustomed to go with, John Hollyns 
called this deponent to come to him to see the King's peace kept, to 
whom this deponent came, and there saw Bagnall and Masse hurt and 
bleeding, to whom this deponent said, " Mastres, I wold advise you to 
take sum other waye, for this is noo good waye," and further meddled 
not. The forest bill was his own. 

Saw no more wounds that John Masse had but his finger that bled. 
Who hurt him, this deponent knoweth not. 

Cannot tell what number of persons were at the entry. Saw 
nobody with Bagnall save his boy. Saw no harness nor weapons but 
staves. 

Thomas, Abbot of Deulencrese, examined. 

Had no knowledge that Bagnall and the others made or should 
make any entry. 

Did not command Draycote's servants to plough, nor was privy 
thereto. 

Had no knowledge that the persons named should lie in the wood. 

Philip Draycote, being justice of the peace in Staffordshire, hearing 
tell that " Herry " Broke had entered into the manor of Chedylton and 
that there was an affray, desired this deponent, John Brereton, and 
Thomas Rudyerd to desire Broke to suffer Draycote to go to the said 
house to see how he kept the same, and to see the peace observed. 
Whereupon this deponent and the others, this deponent having, as he 
usually has, two or three servants with him, and Brereton having one 
servant, went to the said manor and there said to " Herry " Broke that 
Mr. Draycote desired him to " knowe " whether he would be content 
that he should come and see how the house was kept, and see the 
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peace kept Whereunto Broke said that if he came there he should 
come at his peril. After this Draycote desired this deponent and the 
others to go again to Broke and desire him to come to the church of 
Chedylton and commune with him. To which Broke said that he would 
keep the peace but would not " come at hym " at that time. Per me 
Thomas Whytney, Abbot of Deulencres. 

John Brereton, esquire, of the age of forty-two, examined. 

Never was consenting to anything contained m these interrogatories. 

Never commanded that the servants or tenants of Philip Draycote 
should plough, but heard Philip give leave to certain of his tenants to 
plough the said lands etc. 

Philip Draycote, esquire, sworn. 

As Bagnall has reported to this deponent, he had a lease first of 
John Egerton, the elder, for twelve years, and after that the feoffees of 
John Egerton made a new lease to the said Bagnall after the first 
years expired for Bagnall's life, and had the lease confirmed by John 
Egerton, lately deceased, for which he paid fourteen nobles. 

Bagnall being put out of the manor of Chedylton by Chetwyn and 
not being able to have his ploughs and necessaries to plough his lands 
with, came to this deponent praying him to suffer some of his tenants 
to help him in ploughing. Whereupon this deponent said, if Bagnall 
could entreat any of his tenants so to do, he was content. And so 
Bagnall went to two or three of this deponent's tenants and got their 
help, and so had amongst them three ploughs, but who were the 
persons this deponent knew not till after they had ploughed part of 
the lands. 

The said Hugh Bagnall and his son came to this deponent, 
having their heads broken and bleeding, and said that Broke had 
entered into the house of Chedylton with fifteen persons, (etc., as in 
the Abbot's depositions). 

Roger Femehawe, of the age of forty and above, sworn. 

Saith that on the day mentioned this deponent having money owing 
him in Chedylton by one Richard Newton for a horse that he had bought 
of him, went to Chedylton to the said Newton's house having Richard 
Burgh with him, and when they came there the servants said that Newton 
was at a wood of his own lying fast by the highway, to which place this 
deponent and Burgh went, and there found Newton and fell into com- 
munication with him, and as this communication was between them 
Arthur Nedam and John Burgh came' into the highway and sat down

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with them and talked with them saying that they did not lie in wait for 
any man, this deponent bearing a staff in his hand and Richard Burgh 
for his pastime a bow and shafts. Is not servant to any man but to the 
Kling only and tenant to one Master Sachaverell. As to the entry into 
the messuage, he was not at it. 

Arthur Nedham, of the age of 34, sworn. 

Saith that he was not at the entry, nor was privy that such should 
be made. On the day mentioned it chanced this deponent to go in 
company with John Burgh towards Chebsey, there to have spoken with 
the commissary, and on the way met the commissary's summoner, who 
" shewid " them that the commissary was not at home. Whereupon they 
returned back again bearing their bows and shooting by the way, and as 
they came through a wood of the Abbot of Deulecres, called " Monke 
Woode," they espied one Newton, Richard Burgh, and Roger Femyawe 
sitting together. They asked them if they would go home, and the 
others answered that they were " a lytyll busyed " and could not so soon 
go. Whereupon this deponent and John Burgh went home, saying that 
they lay in wait for no man. 

Hugh Wyllowghby, gentleman, of the age of nineteen, sworn. 
Saith that at the time of the entry he was thirty miles from Chedylton. 
Mores was not there by this deponent's commandant. 

John Burgh, of the age of thirty-three, sworn. 
Cannot answer as he was not there nor was privy to such entry. 

John Burgh, of the age of twenty. 
Answers as Roger Fernyawe, saving that John Burgh and Arthur 
Nedeham had bows and shafts. 

William Hoode, of the age of thirty-two, sworn. 

Saith that he is tenant to Mr. Draycote, and that Bagnall, being but 
a poor man, desired him to help to plough his land, and so this deponent 
did help. 

There were six ploughs and fourteen persons. Never had knowledge 
that there should be any such entry made. 

Had no weapon at the time of his ploughing, " but only a lytyll suche 
as he beryth when he goth to the church." 

Henry Fourde, of the age of forty-seven, sworn. 
Saith that he is tenant and servant to Mr. Draycote. He ploughed 
there only at Bagnall's desire. 

There were six ploughs and with every plough two men. 
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Knew no farmer there but Bagnall, who at that time had paid for 
midsummer quarter. 

William Taylour, of the age of forty-two, sworn. 
Saith he is tenant and servant to Mr. Draycote, and was desired by 
Hugh Bagnall only to plough. 

Richard WuUeston, of the age of thirty-two. 
Saith he is tenant to Mr. Draycote. Came thither only on the poor 
man's saying he and others had helped Bagnall ofttimes before. 

John Bagnall, of the age of sixty, sworn. 
Saith that he was and is tenant to him that was and is lord of 
Chedylton at the same time. He came only at the poor man BagnalFs 
desire.

In most humble wise complaineth, your orator Thomas Browne, 
dwelling in Careswall, co Stafford, that whereas one Thomas Gyfford, 
esquire, is seised of a certain moor, called " Watley More," lying near 
Caryswall, in his demesne as of freehold as tenant by the courtesy of 
England after the decease of Dorothy, late wife to the said Thomas 
Gyfford, which Dorothy was daughter and one of the heirs of Sir John 
Mongomery, knight, deceased.

At which time one John 
Benteley of Watleymore, and Humfrey Benteley, of Hulme, and John 
Mylnys, of Weston Cuny, by the commandment of Robert Cuny, esquire, 
the elder, and Robert Cuny, son to the said Robert, having bows, arrows, 
bills etc., the nth of June in the said 31st year, " in the nyzth tyme by 
cause they wolde not have ther cruell and malicius dede knowyn," 
destroyed all the said turves. In consideration whereof and also inso- 
much as the said Robert Cimy and his son are gentlemen of great lands 
and substance, and also have many kinsmen in the said country so that 
your poor orator is not of ability to sue against them after the course of 
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your common laws, " that hit wyll pleyse " your grace to grant writs to be 
directed to the said Robert etc., commanding them to appear in the Star 
Chamber to make answer to the premises.

Stafford, whereof the 
said " severall parke " and " Wynemyldefeld " now in contention were 
and now be parcel, and she being solely seised, with the Earl of Bath 
next in reversion, to whom all the premises appertain and belong after 
the death of the said now Countess, about three years past did demise 
and let the said tenements called " Bourchiers Woode," " Wynnemylne. 
feld," " Edmoundes Medowe," and " Iron Smythe " to the said Robert 
Cowper named in this bill, for his own life. By force whereof the said 
Robert Cowper, in his own right, and the said William Cowper and 
Thomas Cowper, the said 3rd of August in the 34th year of your reign, 
as servants of the said Robert Cowper, peaceably entered into the premises 
now in variance and occupied the same. The said defendant is ready to 
prove that the hurt and damage that the said Ralph Hoole has sustained

The 
said complainant the last day of July specified in the bill unlawfully

William Phillips of the Grene near Stafford, of the age of forty 
years and above, sworn and examined, saith that on Saturday next 
before Michaelmas was twelvemonth John Chillton "wolde have 
pynnede kien of Robert Dorington and Richard Damport and Robert 
Dorington, Richard Damporte and Roger Pikin were betwene him and 
the folde apon the tope of Stafford grene, and wolde not suffer John 
Chillton to pin none there, but as John Chillton dide dryve the beistes 
towarde the folde they dide drive backwarde and Richard Damporte 
stroke at John Chilton, and then cam Robert Dorington and Roger 
Picken with either of them a bill holding hit up in theire hands redye to 
strike and drove him backewarde unto Henry Phillips howse that he 
cowde not go no farther, and ever Richard Damporte stroke still at 
John Chilton and then John Chilton stroke one stroke at Richard 
Damporte, and as John Chilton stroke at Richard Damporte, Robert 
Dorington stroke at John Chilton and smote of his thombe of his lifft 
hande that hit hanged by the skin so that the staffe fell oute of his hande. 
And when John Chilton toke Henry Phillipes howse, Richard Damporte 
stroke still and stroke the dore, and after he had taken the house he 
ponchede him the said John on the backe that hade he not taken 
the howse he had ben by likely hode slagne." All which he saw. 

Richard Cholmeley, of the Grene near Stafford, " furberer," of the 
age of forty years or thereabout, says that he saw John Chilton driving 
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certain cattle of Robert Dorington's and Richard Damporte's to the 
fold on the said " grene," and the said Robert and Richard and one 
Roger Picken, servant to the said Robert, met the said John Chilton 
every of them having weapons in their hands. The said Damporte 
first struck at John Chillton, and Robert Dorington then struck John 
Chillton with a bill on the thumb. 

Richard Gibbons, of Stafford, "Capper," forty-nine years of age. 
Richard Damporte about Holyrood Day 32 Henry VIII said to him 
that John Chilton was a coparcener with Robert Dorington and him in 
the " Ner Deane filde," near Stafford, and Robert Dorington desired 
him to mend a stile in the said field. Who so did, and then came to 
the said Robert for his wages, who payed him one penny and bade him 
to go to John Chilton and Richard Damporte for another penny. This 
deponent went to John Chilton, who paid him an obole. As to 
Richard Damporte's part, he never asked it. Heard say that such affray 
was made. 

Robert Bockeley, of Stafford, "shereman," of the age of thirty-two 
years or thereabout. Being in his own house he heard Richard 
Damporte say to John Chilton that he should no longer occupy the said 
" Ner Deane felde," said Chilton said he would. Damporte desired this 
deponent to bear record that he had given John Chilton warning to 
leave the occupation of the said field. 

John Griffen, of Forbridge near Stafford, labourer, of the age of 
56 years or thereabout. Robert Dorington desired this deponent to 
mend the hedge and fence in the " Nar Deane felde." Robert 
Dorington paid him one half, and bade him go to John Chilton and 
Richard Damporte for the other half. Who paid him. 

Dorothy Haltam, servant of Robert Dorington, of the age of 
eighteen years or thereabout, saith she saw John Chilton strike first 
at Richard Damporte. 

Joan Smith, daughter of John Smithe, of Stafford, of the age of 
twenty years or thereabout, saith she was servant to Richard Damporte. 
Heard Agnes Bowbett, servant to John Chilton, say to John Chilton, 
" Alas, master, will yew smite and have so many against yew ? " 

Agnes Bowbette, servant of Agnes Dorington, of Stafford, of the 
age of eighteen years or thereabout, saith that she then being servant 
to John Chilton, saw her master driving kine to the fold on the top 
of Stafford Grene, where Robert Dorington, Richard Damporte, and 
Roger Piking were, and when Robert Doringtpn " was ware " of John 
Chilton he said, "Loke where the thiffe is." Then said Richard 
Damporte, "Ye I tolde you what a thiffe he was." Then Robert

Dorington asked John Chilton, "Whether dryvest thoue those beistes?" 
And John Chilton said he drove them to the fold. " Nay," said Robert 
Dorington, "thou woldest have stolen them and we had not ben 
here." Then said John Chilton he was as true as he was, and said 
he never did so false a deed as he, for he was fain to steal forth of 
London in the night. And Robert Dorington said, " thou liest false thiff, 
thou shalt dryve no beistes here " ; and said to Roger Piking, " take the 
beistes and put them into the felde agayne." John Chilton drove the 
beasts still, and Richard Damporte struck at Chilton with a staff. 

The commissioners send copies of the Court Rolls where this 
affray was made, and also the deposition of Matthew Bill, clerk.

The confession of Matthew Byliy clerk and sacristan of Stafford^ the 
10th day of June in the ^^thyear of King Henry VIIL 

He, the said John Chylton and Richard Damporte, of Stafford, 
walked together in the " Foryate fyld" near Stafford, on the first 
Sunday of September 31 Henry VHI, and then and there the said 
Richard Damport showed to me the said Matthew that he had set 
half his part of the " Ner Dean fylde " for three years to John Chylton, 
and the first of the three years the said John Chylton occupied the 
said field peaceably. The second year the said John Chylton paid 
his portion for the reparations of the said field to one Richard Gybbyns, 
of Stafford, and one John Gryffyn of the Grene. When the said John 
Chilton was at London Richard Damport and one Robert Doryngton, 
of Stafford, mercer, with divers others carried away and converted to 
their own use all the corn and hay out of "Ner Dean fylde," the 
fourth part of which John Chylton should have had. Insomuch that 
I, the said Matthew, at the desire of the wife of the said John Chylton, 
took with me the bailiff of the Grene and caused the said bailiff to 
take with him two honest men of the said Grene, the one called 
William Mithnall and the other Fenton, and I took with me Sir 
Richard Home, priest, and one Thomas Rompton, of Stafford, and 
then and there at "Ner Dean fylde" caused the said bailiff, called 
Robert Gyller, to make attachment upon the said corn in the "Ner 
Dean fylde," and moreover caused the said bailiff to take with him 
Thomas Crompton, and so the said bailiff and Thomas went to the 
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house of Richard Damport and charged the said Richard in pain of 
j£io that he should not remove any corn out of the said "Dean 
filde." And likewise the said bailiff charged Robert Doryngton in 
pain of ^10 that he should not carry away any corn, I, the said 
Matthew, and Sir Richard Home, priest, being present and bearing 
witness to the same. Moreover, on All Souls day the same second year 
it pleased Lord Stafford at the desire of Mr. Tyxall, chaplain to the ^ 
Lady Cleves, and perceiving by his lordship's Court Roll and witnesses 
then present, to command the said Richard Damport to give know- 
ledge to John Chylton when he "dyd throsche*' the com there 
growing to give one half to John Chylton and take the other half to 
his own use.

Stafford, parcel of the manor of Chedelton, in fee, 
to the use of the said John Egerton and of his heirs males of his 
body lawfully begotten. And the said William Chetwyn so being 
thereof seised, the said John Egerton died. After whose death the 
use of the premises descended to one Ralph Egerton as son and 
heir of the body of the said John Egerton lawfully begotten. By 
force whereof the said William Chetwyn then was and yet is seised 
of the premises to the use of the said Ralph and of the heirs males 
of his body. And for that the said Ralph is about the age of one 
year, the said Henry and Agnes by the sufferance and at the will of 
the said William Chetwyn continually since the death of the said John 
Egerton, late husband of the said Agnes, have lawfully taken the 
revenues etc. of the premises until the 23rd of March in the twenty- 
first year of your reign, one Hugh Bagnald, late of Westwoodgrange, 
CO.

Thomas Bothum, of Prestwode, not half a mile from the land in 
"travers," of the age of sixty years and above, at Roucettur, the 13 th 
day of January last past sworn and examined upon all and singular 
articles severally put in issue before the King's Council by reason of 
complaint of the said John Madeley etc., saith that as long as he 
remembers, Thomas Madeley, father of the said John Madeley, has had 
the lands now in traverse as his proper lands and set the same to farm. 
Never heard say during the life of the said Thomas Madley that any 
claim or title was made thereto by any other person than by the said 
Thomas Madeley only ? 

The said day etc. one John Doughty, of Uttoxather, of the age of 
56 years and above, sworn. Saith that John Doughty, his father, dwelled

Humfrey Walker, of Abbottesbromley, of the age of 46 years and 
above, saith he heard his father say that Katherine Hauley was daughter 
of one John Vemey, a younger son of one Roger Verney, of Bromshulff, 
which John was not inheritor to any lands ; for the said Roger was seised 
in fee of divers lands and tenements as well in Bromshulf as in other 
places, but of no lands in Quixsyll. The said Roger had issue by one 
wife one William, his elder son, and the said John, his younger son. 
William the elder son had issue Ellen, grandmother to this deponent, to 
which Ellen this deponent's father was heir.

Depositions for John Fitzherbert^ esquire, 

Nicholas Knyfton, the elder, "squier," chief lord immediate of the 
lands in traverse, he having thereof X5. of chief rent yearly, and being of 
the age of 60 years and above, saith that Katherine Hauley was seised 
in fee of the said "mese." The said Katherine had no issue. 
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Wherefore she gave the same to the Abbot of Roucettur, last predecessor 
of the Abbot now being, ** to dispose for her sole," and this deponent 
entered into communication with the said Abbot for to have bought 
the lands, and had a promise of the said Abbot. And afterwards the 
Abbot bargained with Ralph Fitzherbert for the said lands. 

The said day at Roucettur, one Richard Jenner, dwelling in Quixhill,

this deponent being present at the delivery. And he saith that after the 
'said seisin received, " the same Rauff went openly throw the town of 
Quixhill with a white wodcok openly in his hand callyng forth of the 
houses there olde folke and also childer showyng openly to heym that 
he had then receyved season of the seid londes prayeng them to 
remember the same and theraftur to beyre recorde therof by that 
remembraunce and tooken that they had seyn that whyte wodecok." 
The said Ralph nor John Fitzherbert his son ever paid any money for 
the said lands. 

Richard Wollaston, of Roucettur, of the age of 50 years and above, 
saith that one Harry Clerk, of Eyton, as attorney of Katherine Hauley, 
delivered seisin of the said messuage and lands in traverse to the said 
Ralph Fitzherbert, this deponent being present, and for the remembrance 
thereof the said Ralph took forth of his bag hanging by his side "a 
white wodcok," and gave the same to this deponent. 

One Harry Jenoure, of Quixhill, of the age of 30 years and above, 
was present and saw the white woodcock showed by Ralph. Notwith- 
standing the seisin by the said Ralph the said John Madeley dwelt still 
in the said *^ mese," claiming the same for his proper lands. As to the 
horse which was impounded by John Fitzherbert, after the impounding 
John Madeley had the said horse in his possession, insomuch that after 
the impounding John Madeley or One of his servants put a " clogge " to 
him and put him into a close of the said John Madeley. 

The Prior of Calwyth, of the age of 50 years and above, sworn, saith 
that two letters testimonial which he showed for the part of 
John Fitzherbert, one made by the Abbot of Roucettur, last predecessor 
of the Abbot that now is, Sir Nicholas Mountgomery, knight, deceased, 
and others, the date of which is 4th August 2 1 Edward IV., and the effect 
of the contents of the same is to certify that such labour as was made by 
the said Harry Clerk to Katherine Hauley for the sale of her lands in 
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Quixhill to be made to Ralph Fitzherbert was not good or true. And the 
date of the other, which was made by the said Klatherine, is 8th August 
21 Edward IV., and the effect of the same is to certify that the said 
Katherine annulled and revoked the grant made by her to Ralph 
Fitzherbert of her lands in Qubchiil. 

Thomas Russell, of Combrygge, of the age of 6o years and above, 
saith that he heard say that Katherine Hauley was very owner of the 
land now in traverse. In the lifetime of Katherine Hauley he hath seen 
a man of Worcestershire, called " bayly " to Katherine Hauley, who came 
divers years to Staffordshire to Thomas Madeley to fetch rent "at hym " 
for the said Katherine for her lands in Quixhill, and it was at that time 
said plainly in the country the rent was for the lands now in traverse. 

William Netcham, tenant of the said John Fitzherbert in Rossynton, 
of the age of 40 years and above, saith that he was tenant of a cottage, 
parcel of the lands now in traverse by lease of John Madeley during 
nine or ten years, and he paid to John Madeley the rent thereof, except 
a year and a half which he paid to John Fitzherbert by command of 
Sir Nicholas Mountgomery, knight. And as to the " cornes " taken, he 
saith that John Fitzherbert caused to shear one year all the " cornes " 
that were growing on the lands in the occupation of Madeley, which 
were " inned " and housed on the ground in the occupation of Madeley. 
As to the hay, John Fitzherbert caused part thereof in the occupation of 
John Madeley and part thereof in the occupation of this deponent to be 
mown. The whole hay amounted to four wain loads which was inned on 
the ground in traverse in the holding of this deponent. John Fitzherbert 
gave to this deponent as much of the said hay as grew on the ground in 
the holding of this deponent. 

John Clederowe, priest and monk of the monastery of Crokesden, of 
the age of 50 years and above, saith that the said season when John 
Fitzherbert began to shear the " comes *' of John Madeley at Quixhill, 
Sir Nicholas Mountgomery, knight, took displeasure against John Fitz- 
herbert for shearing the com. Which displeasure came to the knowledge 
of his master the Abbot of Crokesden, whereupon the Abbot dreading 
lest any further inconveniences should grow thereof, made labour and was 
the " meyen " between the said Sir Nicholas and John Fitzherbert to 
appease all grudges amongst them, and it was agreed that the corn then 
growing on the ground now in traverse should be indifferently shorn and 
" inned " by the Abbot upon the ground now in traverse at the charges 
of the said Abbot, the corn there to remain indifferently unto the feast 
of St. Michael the Archangel next ensuing, and part thereof to be 
delivered to the wife of the said John Madeley to the sustenance of her and 
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her children, and if any good end were made between John Fitzherbert 
and John Madeley for title of the lands then in traverse before the said 
feast, then the same end to be observed and kept, *' and elles aftur the 
seid fest the seid parties to be at their libertes lykewise as they were 
before the seid direction taken by the seid Abbot." And further he 
saith that after the said feast John Fitzherbert caused to take away 
the said com, and then paid the Abbot his costs. 

John Neteham, of Quixhill, saith he hath dwelt there about seventeen 
years, and is of the age of forty years. Was tenant to John Madeley of 
a ^* mese " in Quixhill, parcel of the land now in traverse, paying him 
the rent during four years. And then he understood that the land was 
in traverse between John Fitzherbert and John Madeley, and departed 
from his said tenure. The Abbot of Crokesden hired the " comes " one 
year growing on the ground now in traverse to be shom and " Kytt " 
down, and the Abbot hired this deponent and one Thomas Batte to 
carry and " inne " the said " comes." Afterwards John Fitzherbert sent 
wains and carried away eight wain loads of wheat and one load of 
"peyse and ootes." Afterwards John Fitzherbert sent for this deponent 
to come to his place, called Norbury, and there he delivered to this 
deponent xiijs. iiij^. and above to repay the said Abbot for shearing 
the corn etc. 

Richard Rossell, of Combrigge, of the age of 50 years and above, saith 
that Kathenne Hauley sent one William Sherd, her "bailly," to John 
Madeley to Quixhill for her rent divers times, and in especial one time 
at which time the said John Madeley " lakked " money. Whereupon 
he came to this deponent, then being one of the church reeves of 
Roucettur. The deponent then sent for one John Clerk, his fellow 
church reeve, and then this deponent delivered to the said John 
Madeley forth of the church box there, a parcel of money to pay his 
rent, and John Madeley, then delivered to this deponent a spoon in 
pledge for the said money. Knows not for which lands the rent was 
paid to Katherine Hauley, but supposes it was for the lands now in 
traverse. 

Thomas Botte, of Qubchill, who has dwelt there twenty years, and is 
50 years old and above, saith that as long as he hath known the land 
in traverse the said John Madeley and his father have occupied the same. 
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Bundle XXV J, No. 294. 
The exceptions on the part of Richard Cholmeley^ esquire^ against the 
tvitnesses examined oh the part of Randulph Maynwaring^ gentleman} 

As to the deposition of Edward Lodge, it ought not to be accepted, 
for the said Edward was undersheriff to one Sir Richard Maynwaring, 
knight, which Sir Richard is very nigh of kin to the said Randulph, 
and is one of them that most supports him, " except his maister " in 
his unlawful suit against the said Richard. 

To the deposition of Roger Maynwaring, it is not to be r^arded, 
for he is nigh of kin to the said Randulph, and also at divers times 
since the said affray has been about as much as in him was to have 
been revenged of the said quarrel. 

George Lyster is servant to one John Nedham, gendeman, which 
John is near of kin to Sir Robert Nedham, knight, which Sir Robert 
hath married Sir Randulph Mainwaring's aunt, "whiche is maister 
unto the said Randulph now compleynant." By reason whereof all 
the servants, adherents, and tenants of the said Sir Robert Nedham 
" berith ther favour " and be partakers with the complainant. 

John Holden, minstrel, is household servant to Sir Randulph 
Maynwaring, master to this complainant. 

Randulph Wright is belonging and appertaining to Sir Philip 
Draycotte, knight, who is a great favourer and supporter of this com- 
plainant in this and all other his "besinesses." 

Richard Vuvyon is appertaining to the said Sir Philip, and by his 
means was brought to depose in this matter. 

To the deposition of Agnes Dycons there is no certainty of truth. 

To the deposition of Humfrey Maynwaringe, the same is nothing 
certain, for he is nigh of kin to the complainant, and was his servant 
and in his company at the time that he supposes that he was hurt. 

To the deposition of Thomas Fydler alias Rooder, he is belonging 
to the said Sir Philip Draycotte, and his most comfort and help is by 
the said Sir Philip and Sir Randulph Maynwaringe. Wherefore no 
credence is to be given to his deposition. 

To the deposition of Sir Gilbert Lyghtfoote, priest, it ought not to 
be regarded, for the said Sir Gilbert is priest at Ore by the means and 
preferment of Robert Maynwaringe, gentleman, who is one of the 
heads and chief of the parish, and is nigh of kin to the said com- 
plainant, and the deposition that the said Sir Gilbert made was by the 
procurement of the said Robert Maynwaringe.

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The notes on the Liber Niger of the Exchequer which were 
printed in the first volume of these Collections dealt only with 
the military tenures of the county ; but besides these tentures, 
there were others held by an hereditary right, of which account 
must be taken if a full history of a county is to be written. 
These, which are technically known as Sergeanties, consisted of 
services due to the King of a vQry miscellaneous character, many 
of them even of a grotesque nature ; but being services due to the 
Crown and held by an hereditary tenture, they appear always to 
have been very highly esteemed and in most cases were performed 
by men of knightly rank. In the following pages it is proposed to 
deal with the Forest Tenures of Staffordshire. 

Richard Chenvin, who, under the name of Ricardus Forestarius, 
occurs as Chief Forester of Cannock at the date of the Domesday 
Survey, affords one of the few instances of a man of English 
birth who was appointed by the Conqueror to an important 
Ministerial office, which he held during the whole of his life and 
transmitted intact to his descendants. The Staffordshire Domes- 
day, under the head of Terra Ricardi Forestari^ shows he held 
the following manors : — 

Turvoldesfeld (Thursfield), 
Witemore (Whitmore), 
Normancote (Normicote), 
Heneford (Hanford), 
Hancese (Hanchurch), 
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Claitone (Clayton Griffith), 

Dulmesdene (Dimsdale), 

Clotone (Knutton), 

Redbaldestone (Rodbaston), 
and a waste hide in Estendone, which cannot be identified. 

The same survey states, that Chenvin, a king's thane, held 
Codeshale, and that he had held it in the time of King Edward. 
Under Warwickshire, Domesday names the following manors 
held in capite by Ricardus Forestarius, viz. : — 

Herdeberge (Harborough), 

Brancote (Bramcote), 

Grenebei^e (Granborough), 

Sucheberge (Shukburgh), 

Morton (Morton), 

Radweia (Radway), 
and the following manors held also in chief by Ricardus Venator, 
viz., Sowa (Sowe) and Cestertone (Chesterton). To prove the 
identity of Chenvin with Richard the Forester, we have the 
evidence of the Testa de Nevill, which states, under Warwickshire, 
that the Rex Willelmus Bastardus when he acquired England 
^^ quando perquisivit Angliam'^ gave to Richard Chenvin, his 
Sergeant {senne7iti ejus), rhree parts of Cestreton (Chesterton) for 
the custody of the Forest of Canoe, for which he was to render 
ID marks annually for the Bailiwick of the Forest, and for other 
tenements therein. The account then goes on to describe the 
alienations made by various possessors of the fee, all of which 
would be illegal according to the law then in force. It appears 
from these that Richard had founded and endowed a church at 
Cestreton with 2 marks of rent yearly, and afterwards one William 
Crok had come and married the daughter of the said Richard, 
and William gave the church to the Priory of Kenilworth ; and 
then one Robert de Broc had married the daughter of William 
Crok, and afterwards one Hugh de Loges had married the 
daughter of Robert de Brok, and from Hugh it had descended 
to Hugh his son, who was living at the time of the Inquest. 

Under Sowe, the " Testa " states that Hugh de Loges held 
four virgates of land, of which his predecessor Richard Chenvin 
had been enfeoffed from the Conquest of England, by William 
the Bastard, together with other lands, for the custody of the 
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Forest of Canoe. Richard had held it all his life, and it then 
descended to Margery his daughter and heir, and from Margery 
to William Crok as her son and heir, and William Croc had 
been hanged, and his land had been taken into the King's hands, 
and afterwards given to Robert de Brok with Margery the sister of 
the William Crok who had been hanged ; and from Robert it 
descended to one Margery as daughter and heir who had married 
Hugh de Loges. The account then goes on to name the 
alienations which had been made of parts of the fee, and 
amongst these it states that Robert de Broc had enfeoffed one 
Robert de Codeshall in half a virgate of land in the same 
place, viz., in Sowe. This last circumstance is of interest, for 
Domesday shews that Codeshall was held in 1086 by Chenvin 
a King's thane and that he had held it in the reign of King 
Edward. It thus appears that Richard Chenvin was of English 
birth, and had been appointed to his office of chief Forester of 
Cannock by William the Conqueror. 

Under Suckeberge (Shuckborough) the "Testa" states that 
King William had enfeoffed Richard Chenvin of three virgates 
of land, and it gives the same account of the descent of the 
manor as under Sowe, but in the account of Greneberge 
(Granborough) it mentions that tKat place had descended from 
Richard Chenvin to Walter Crok. This is shewn to be the 
correct version by the Warwickshire Pipe Roll of 31 H. 1.(1130), 
in which it is recorded that Walter Croc owed three marks of 
gold to have back his office {pro rehabendo ministerio sua) and he 
owed ;f 13 lis, Sff, for the land of Richard Chienewe (sic). It 
appears therefore that at a previous Forest Iter Walter had been 
convicted of some malpractices and had been deprived of his 
office, and the same Pipe Roll shews that he owed ten horses, 
106 beasts and 200 pigs which he had removed from the Forest, 
and which had belonged to the Forest and not to him. 

The family of Croc must have been Hereditary Foresters 

under the Crown at other places, for the Abingdon Chartulary 

has the following grant by Henry I. : — ^ 

Henricus Rex Anglorum, Willelmo filio Walteri Croc Venatoti, ct 
Ricardo servient!, et omnibus ministris de foresta de Windesore, salutem. 
Sciatis me concessisse Deo et Sancte Marie de Abbendon tota decima de 
venatione que capte fuerit in foresta de Windesore, Teste Roberto Episcopo 
Lincol : Eudone Dapifero etc. apud Burhelle.

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The Hampshire Domesday also shews that Crock Venator 
held two manors in capite in that county in 1086, which seems 
to point to the fact that Croc the father was the chief Forester of 
the New Forest. 

From Walter Croc the Stewardship of Cannock descended to 
his son William, who became a monk of Radmore about 1 1 50,^ 
and from this William, the Bailiwick descended to his son 
another William, who was hanged by Henry II. circa 1174. 
The latest appearance of the last William Croc is on ihe Pipe 
Roll of 16 H. II. (1 169-70) when he pays a fine of one mark for 
a forest trespass.* In the following year the Sheriff accounts 
for ID marks, the ^^ census*' of the forest of Cannock.* The 
Bailiwick had therefore been in the Sheriff's hands for a twelve- 
month previous to Michaelmas 1171, and William Croc must 
have been deprived of his office in the year 11 70. This date 
coincides with the Forest Iter of Alan de Nevill, when many 
offences against the Forest Laws had come before him, and 
the Justiciary had inflicted a heavy Fine on the whole county 
in consequence of sundry encroachments on Forest lands.* It is 
extremely unlikely that William Croc should have been hanged 
for such offences as these, and we must look elsewhere for the 
cause of his downfall. 

Five years later, viz., on the Pipe Roll of 21 H. II. (ii7S) the 
Sheriff, Hervey de Stretton, makes a charge for procuring the 
services of three Knights and a Sergeant (serviens) by whom 
justice had been done for the death of Gilbert Pincerna.* A 
subsequent entry shows that this Gilbert was one of the Foresters 
of Cannock. On the Roll of 22 H. 11.(1175-76) Edelina, the 
widow of Alan de Coven, who was a near neighbour of William 
Croc, pays a fine to have the land of her husband who had 
been Jianged? On the Pipe Roll of 21 H. II. Robert de 
Broc also makes his first appearance as liable for the " census " 
of the Forest' Putting all these facts together, which coincide

Robert de Broc was a member of the 
King's Household, and was doubtless identical with the Robert de Broc, who 
with his brother Ralph had been excommunicated by Gilbert a Becket on 
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in a very remarkable manner, it seems probable that William 
Croc, harbouring perhaps some resentment against one of 
the Foresters who had been instrumental in depriving him of 
his office, had been a party to the murder of Gilbert. The 
murder must have been committed by influential people, for the 
Sheriff had been forced to levy a special force to enable him to 
bring the perpetrators of it to justice. 

Robert de Broc, who succeeded William, retained the Forester- 
ship of Cannock till 1 193, when he must have died, for on the 
Pipe Roll of 6 Ric. I. (i 193-94) he is returned as owing 5dy. Sd. 
for the census of the Forest for the half-year only,^ and on the 
same Roll Peter de Brock is returned as owing ;£'20 annually for 
the land, which had been Robert de Brock's, and for the Forester- 
ship of Cannock.* 

At the date of Robert's death, his chattels were seized by the 
Escheator, probably on account of a Crown debt, for the Pipe Roll 
of 3 John states that Hugh Bardulf owed 20 oxen, 4 horses, 100 
sheep and 5 1 lambs of the chattels of Robert de Broc, but he was 
not to be summoned at the Exchequer for them, as he had 
accounted for them in 6 Ric. I, on the Roll of Escheats.' 

Peter held the Forestership for a very short period, for on the 
Pipe Roll of 7 Ric. I. (1194-S) he is returned as owing ;Sio for 
the Farm of the Forest for the half year, and ;£"io for the Fine 
he had made to have the land of Robert de Broc and the Forester- 
ship of Cannock.* On the same Roll Hugh de Loges is returned 
as owing 60 marks for the custody of the Forest of Kanoc 
and for his house at Rembaldeston (Rodbaston) together 
with the land of Robert de Broc, whose daughter and heir he had 
taken to wife.* 

Peter is shewn by a subsequent entry on the Pipe Roll of 
2 John (1200) to have become a monk. His debt to the Crown 
is entered on several Pipe Rolls subsequent to this date, and 

Christmas Day, 1170. Amongst other insults, Robert had cut off the tail 
of Gilbert a Becket's horse, as he rode through Stroud.

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appears never to have been recovered by the Exchequer. It is 
difficult to see how a debt could have been enforced against a 
monk who had divested himself of all his temporal possessions. 

On the accession of Hugh de Logcs to the Forestership, the 
census or ferm of the Forest had been again reduced, and it now 
stood at ID marks yearly.* 

On the Pipe Roll of 2 John (1199-1200) Hugh de Loges 
fines two marks to obtain possession of Robert de Broc's muni- 
ments relating to the Forestership which apparently Hugh 
had to produce at the commencement of the new reign, and he 
stated that Peter de Broc had taken them away with him when he 
became a monk.* This Fine was not paid till 9 John** ( 1 207), when 
Hugh is returned as quit, and it may be presumed that he obtained 
the writings he asked for. Hugh de Loges I. lived throughout 
the reign of King John, but must have been dead in 5 H. IH. 
(1220), for the Pipe Roll of that year states he owed 2^ marks for 
the Farm of the Forest of Canoe for the fourth part of the year^ 
and on the same Roll Hugh de Loges (his son) is returned as 
owing 5 marks to have the custody of the Forest. 

Hugh de Loges n. 
1 2 20- 1 268. 

There is clear proof of the death of the first Hugh before June, 
1224, for on the De Banco Roll of Trinity, 8 Henry HI., Hugh 
de Loges sued Nicholas Duredent to carry out the provisions of 
a Fine which had been levied between Hugh de Loges the 
father of Hugh and Margaret his mother, and William Duredent 
the brother of Nicholas, respecting a hide of land in Fisherwick.* 
Subsequently Hugh remitted all his claim to this land in favour 
of the Bishop of Coventry and Lichfield by a Fine levied in 
1236.* 

This Hugh de Loges was subsequently found by Inquisition 
to be a lunatic, and the office of Forester was taken away from 
him. A writ on the Patent Roll of 52 H. HI. (1268) shews that 
he was dead at that date, and in 54 H. HI. (1270), the King 
sued Richard de Loges, his son, for the manors of Rodbaston,

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Great Wirley and Cestreton, alleging they had been granted 
to Hugh his father for his life only. 

Richard pleaded that Richard le Venur his ancestor had held 
the tenements in the time of St. Edward the King, by Sergeanty, 
and from the said Richard the tenements had descended from heir 
to heir to Hugh de Loges his father, and the said Hugh his 
father, after the death of Hugh, grandfather of the defendant, had 
entered into the tenements, and held them by Sergeanty of the 
present King, as his son and heir, and he asked that it might be 
shewn how within the same reign his status in the said lands 
and tenements had been changed. 

Thomas de Weseham, who appeared for the King, replied 
that Hugh de Loges, the father of Richard, had held the custody 
of the Hayes and of the Royal Forest of Kanoc, and had been 
convicted of a misdemeanour committed by him within his own 
Bailiwick, in the time of John Byset, the Justiciary of the Forests 
citra Trent, and the said tenements had been taken into the King's 
hands and the King had held them for a year and a half, and 
had then re-granted them to the said Hugh for his life only for 
a fine of 120 marks, and therefore after the death of Hugh the 
lands should revert to the King. 

The King's attorney was then asked by the Court whether 
he could not verify his statement by the Rolls of the Chancery, 
because the King should not subject his claim to a jury if it 
could be proved by other methods, and the said Thomas then 
stated that the grant to Hugh had been enrolled, but the R,olls 
had been burnt 

Richard de Loges denied that any Rolls of the reign of the 
present King had been burnt, and Thomas de Weseham then 
stated that he was ready to shew that the King had only granted 
the manors to the said Hugh for his life, by the writs sent to the 
Sheriff to put him into possession of them. 

Richard replied that for a Fine of ;f 100 which Hugh de 
Loges had paid, the King had granted the lands to him without 
any reservation excepting the Bailiwick of the Forest of Kanoc 
and the wood of Gauleye (Gailey) which the King had retained in 
his hands in consequence of the said delinquency {delictum)^ and 
he appealed to the Rolls of the Exchequer in support of this. 
Afterwards at Trinity term 55 H. HI. a scrutiny was made ot 
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the Rolls, by which it appeared that Hugh de Loges had been 
fined ;£^IOO for a misdemeanour committed in his Bailiwick of 
the Forest of Kannoc, and a mandate had been sent to the Sheriff 
of Staffordshire to take security for the said Fine, and to retain 
in the King's hands the Bailiwick of the Forest of Kannock, and 
the wood of Gauleye, which the said Hugh had lost by a 
judgment of the Curia Regis, as appeared on the Originalia of 
24 H. III. and on the Great Roll of the Pipe of 25 H. III." {here 
the Record stops). 

It appears from the Quo warranto Pleas of 21 £. i. that the 
crime of which Hugh had been guilty was the killing of a stag for 
his own use. Such a delinquency under ordinary circumstances 
would have been met by a heavy fine, but the proceedings at the 
Forest Iter must have shewn that Hugh was unfit for any 
ministerial office, and he was deprived of the Forestership. The 
story is told from some proceedings of a later date, which are 
detailed as follows on the Curia Regis Roll of Michaelmas 
53 H. III. (1269). 

Wanv. William Bagod was summoned to shew by what 
warrant he had entered into a messuage and a carucate of land in 
Sowe, which Hugh de Loges who was lately dead had held of 
the King by Sergeanty and which had been alienated without 
the King's licence. William Bagod took exception to the form 
of the writ by which the King was made to sue for a third party 
who was of full age, but afterwards at Trinity Term 55 H. III. 
(f27i) he withdrew his objection and pleaded that Hugh de 
Loges had enfeoffed him by a charter which he produced, and 
which testified that Hugh had granted to William Bagod and to his 
heirs all the land in Sowe, which he had recovered by a writ of 
novel disseisin against Richard his son, and which grant the 
King had confirmed by an " Inspeximus " dated 16 February, 54 
H. 1 1 1. ( 1 270). Richard de Loges stated that long before that date 
Hugh his father had been found to be non compos mentis sue in 
the King's Court {Coram Rege\ and tlie King then for a Fine of 
;^I20 had committed to the said Richard the custody of all the

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lands and tenements of the said Hugh, with power to sue for all the 
lands, etc., which had been alienated by the said Hugh, who was 
to be decently and honourably maintained by the said Richard, 
and he asked for judgment, whether the confirmation by the 
King of the grant of Hugh de Loges ought to avail against the 
grant of the King to him. The Court adjourned the suit, and 
afterwards a mandate from the King and Council ordered that 
notwithstanding the " Inspeximus" the Court should proceed to 
do justice.' Subsequently at Hillary term 56 H. HI. (1272) a 
verdict was given in favor of Richard, the jury stating that 
Hugh de Loges had been for several years out of his mind, 
before his death, and the King had given the custody of his 
lands to Richard his son, and whilst of unsound mind, Hugh 
had enfeoffed William Bagod of a messuage and a carucate of 
land in Sowe, and he had also granted the manor of Cestreton to 
the Templars.* 

It was probably in connection with the same story that a 
writ was issued in 40 H. HI. (1256) to enquire by the oaths of the 
Verderer and Foresters of the King's Forest of Canoe what lands, 
etc., pertained to the Bailiwick which Hugh de Loges had held 
in the said Forest. 

The jury, consisting of Hugh de Weston, Richard de Grendon, 
William de Timmor, Thomas de Thomenhom, Richard de 
Thikebrom, Richard de Hintes, Thomas de Essington, William 
de Derlaston, William de Bentley, William Trumwyne and two 
others, stated that the manors of Cestreton, Rodbaldestone 
and Wirle (Wirley) [excepting one virgate of land] and the 
views of frankpledge and suits of Court were appurtenant 
to the Bailiwick which Hugh de Loges had held, also 
an assart and a meadow at Hopwas and a quarter virgate 
of land in Frodesle (Fradley), also all birds in the Hayes 
of Alrewas and Hopwas, and the Eyries of Hawks in the 
same Hayes and in the Haye of Gauley, also the herbage of 
the said Hayes excepting during the hay season which lasted 
one month, and during the time of pannage which lasted six 
weeks, also the retro-pannage of the said Hayes which was after 
the Feast of St. Martin, also the oaks blown down by wind, and

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the bark and the loppings of all the oaks g^iven away by the King 
in the said Hayes. He had also the right of chasing the fox and 
the hare, but without brockets {i,e., hounds of scent). There also 
pertained to the same Bailiwick the annual Perm of 2 marks 
from tthe Bailiwick of Teddesley, i mark from the Bailiwick 
of Chestlyn, and i mark from the Bailiwick of Bentley. 

It is plain that sometime about this date Hugh was quite 
out of his mind and it had become necessary to place him 
under restraint What brought matters to a climax, was his 
alienation of Cestreton (Chesterton in Warwickshire) to the 
Templars, for a writ on the Patent Roll of 51 H. III. states that 
whereas Hugh de Loges had given Cestreton to the Templars 
which was held by Serjeanty of the King in capitBy the King had 
refused to ratify the grant, and had taken the manor into his own 
hands, but had restored it to Richard de Loges, the son of Hugh, 
for a fine of 180 marks, and the King engages not to ratify any 
grants made by the said Hugh, who is feeble and old and not in his 
right mind, Richard engaging on his part to maintain his father 
decently and honorably. Within a year from this date Hugh was 
dead, and a writ on the Patent Roll of 52 H. III. states that the 
King had granted the manors of Rodbaldeston and Wyrele3e to 
Peter de Champrent, if these manors were his Escheat by the 
death of Hugh de Loges. 

Richard de Loges I. 
1 268- 1 293. 

At the date of Hugh's death his manors were in the hands 
of Thomas Corbet owing to the rebellion of Richard de 
Loges, the rightful heir of Hugh, who had played a prominent 
part in tlie rebellion of Simon de Montfort, and whose lands had 
been forfeited and granted to Thomas. Richard subsequently 
redeemed his lands at five years purchase under the provisions of 
the Dictum of Kenilworth. This must have taken place about 
the year 1168, but Richard had not paid his full redemption as 
late as 1272 and at Michaelmas term of that year Thomas Corbet 
sued him for the balance of it Coram Regt\ Thomas in his 
plea stated that the King had given to him the redemption, 
according to the Dictum of Kenilworth, of all the lands of Richard 
in Rodbaldeston and Wirlegh, on account of the delinquencies of 
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Richard during the late disturbances in the kingdom, when 
Richard had been the King's enemy and an adherent of Ralph 
Basset in all his enterprises, and had led the army of the said 
Ralph and taken with it the town and Castle of Bridgenorth, and 
the town and Castle of Radnor and the town and Castle of Salop, 
and he had adhered to the said Ralph all his life, and after his 
death' had committed many other robberies and delinquencies, 
and although he had redeemed his vill of Getyndon for lO marks, 
he had refused to pay any redemption for his other lands. 

Richard pleaded he should not be forced to redeem his lands 
at five years value because he had never been in arms against the 
King himself in any of the sieges and battles, although he did 
not deny he was of the Household and company of Ralph Basset. 
As Thomas admitted this plea, it was decided that Richard should 
redeem his lands at two years* value. This was afterwards fixed 
by a jury at ;^22 6s. 8^., but a suit of 12 E. I. (1293) shews that 
Richard had paid nothing up to that date. Without any power of 
distraint, it was practically impossible to enforce a debt at this 
period. 

At the Staffordshire Assizes of 56 H. III. (1272) the Jury of 
the Hundred of Cuttlestone presented that Hugh de Loges had 
held a carucate of land in Rodbaldeston by Sergeanty, viz., by the 
service of the Custody of the Forest of Kanok, but in consequence 
of a trespass committed by the said Nicholas (sic) the King had 
taken the Bailiwick and the land into his hands, and the said 
Nicholas (sic) had given the King 200 marks to hold the land 
without the Bailiwick for the term of his life, and the King after- 
wards gave the Bailiwick to Sir Thomas de Washam (Wesham), 
who now holds it of the King's gift in fee, and it is worth 20 marks 
yearly, and Richard de Loges now holds the land, but they don't 
know by what warrant. Enquiry is therefore to be made into 
the matter. It was afterwards testified that the King was 
impleading the said Richard for the land before the Justices of 
the Bench.'

The grant to Thomas de Wesham seems to 
show that the Bailiwick was taken into the King's hands before 1257, 
which was the date of the death of the Bishop Roger de Weseham. 
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At the same Assizes sundry presentments were made against 
Richard de Loges for trespasses and delinquencies of various kind, 
but most of the suits against him were subsequently withdrawn 
on its being shown that the acts had been done during a time of 
war/ the compensations, however, which he had to pay to obtain 
the withdrawal of these actions had landed him deeply in debt, 
and on the Patent Roll of 3 E. I. (1275) there occurs a license for 
Richard de Loges who held of the King in capite^ and was 
greatly in debt, to let his lands to farm for a reasonable term, 
and shortly after this date Great Wirley was let to William de la 
More. In 5 E. I. (1277) Richard had letters of protection for 
the war in Wales. 

Two suits in Banco of 1 278 and 1 289 are rather puzzling. In 
the first of these Richard de Loges sued Richard de Stretton for 
land in Hillmorton, Co. Warwick, which had belonged to his 
ancestress Margaret in the reign of King Richard and from her 
he gave the following descent

It will be seen the pleadings make the plaintiff Richard to 
be the brother of the last Hugh,* but there can be no doubt he 
was in reality his son. 

A suit of Mich. 1289, again repeats the plea that Richard de 
Loges was the brother of the last Hugh de Loges, but as it also 
names one Muriel as his grandmother,* there must obviously be 
a mistake. The error may have arisen from the fact of the last 
Hugh having left a younger son of the same name, so that 
Richard was both son of a Hugh and brother of a Hugh ; see the 
suits at pp. 59 and 62 of Vol. VI of the Collections. 

After Hugh had been deprived of the Office of Forester it had 
been bestowed on Sir Thomas de Weseham, the same who in

the name of the King had sued Richard de Loges for the manors 
of Rodbaston, Great Wirley, and Cestreton in 54 H. Ill, (1270)/ 
on the ground, no doubt, that these manors were legally appur- 
tenant to the Bailiwick ; in fact, without these manors, the office 
must have been a burden upon the holders of it, and it will be 
seen later on that they recouped themselves by withholding the 
ferm of ten marks and by various encroachments upon the 
holders of land in the vicinity of the Forest. In 12 E. I. (1284) 
Thomas de Weseham, tired of the business and advanced in life, 
obtained the King's permission to transfer the Forestership to 
Philip de Montgomery, a Squire in the King's Household ; the 
deed by which he effected this is in the Dugdale Collection and it 
was confirmed by the King on the 20th of July, 1284*. In 1292 
Philip and the King's attorney sued Richard de Loges for 
Rodbaston on the plea that the manor was appurtenant to the 
Bailiwick of the Forest. The trial which occupies considerable 
space will be found at pp. 205, 206, and 207 of Vol. VI, part I. of 
the Collections, but the only new facts contained in it are that it 
styles the first Hugh de Loges, the King's Butler {Botilarius 
Regis). It also states that Hugh, the father of Richard, had 
been convicted of taking a stag to his own use by John Byset, 
the Justice in Eyre of the Forests, and had been put into prison, 
and the manor and Forestership had been forfeited, and that 
Thomas, Earl of Warwick, had stood bail to produce Hugh 
before Parliament, at which Parliament Hugh had made a fine 
with the King of ;tioo, and his lands had been restored to him, 
but the Forestership had been retained in the King's hands. The 
defendant in this suit was Richard, son of Richard de Loges, 
whom his father had enfeoffed in the manor and who called his 
father Richard to warranty. The trial also mentions that Philip 
had been imprisoned for some cause and had been released from 
prison for the purposes of the suit 

The family of de Loges must have had powerful friends and 
supporters at this period, or they must have lost the three manors 
which were without doubt appurtenant to the Forestership, for the 
only service due from these manors was the custody of the 
Forest of Cannock ; the younger Richard had married Elizabeth

the daughter of Ralph Basset, the Baron of Drayton, a distin- 
guished soldier of this era, and his father had very wisely jointly 
enfeoffed his son and Elizabeth in one of the nnanors.* 

The result of these suits was to leave Philip without any 
means for the maintenance of the Forest, and he appears to have 
recouped himself by omitting to pay the yearly ferm of lO marks 
to the Crown, and to have taken into his own hands the four 
Bailiwicks of Alrewas, Hopwas, Ogley, and Gauley. At the Quo 
Warranto Pleas of 21 E. I. (1293) the King sued Philip de Monte 
Gomery the Seneschal of Canok, for fraudulently appropriating to 
his own use for twelve years past 10 marks annually, which ought 
to have been paid into the Exchequer, viz., from the Sergeanty of 
Benteleye i mark, from William Trumwyne i mark, from Walter 
de Elmedon 2 marks, and from four Bailiwicks which the said 
Philip held, viz., from the Hayes of Alrewas, Hopewas, Uggheley 
(Ogley), and Gauley, 6 marks. Philip stated he held the Bailiwick 
and Stewardshire of Cannok by the service owing for it, by the 
concession of Thomas de Wesenham, who had held it in fee, and 
this concession had been confirmed by the King, and he produced 
the King's Charter dated from Kaernavan, 12 E. I., granting to 
him and to his heirs the Bailiwick and Stewardship of Cannok, 
rendering the service appurtenant to it. 

Richard de Bentley, who sued for the King, stated that Hugh 
de Loges had formerly held the said Bailiwick, rendering 10 
marks annually to the Exchequer, and afterwards Ralph de Coven 
held it in the same way, and after him one Geoffrey fitz Warine, 
and that the said Thomas de Wesenham had held the Bailiwick 
charged with the said payments, and Philip had accepted the 
Bailiwick from Thomas charged with the said service of 10 marks, 
and by an Inquisition taken by command of the Justices, it 
appeared that Thomas de Wesenham had held the Bailiwick for 
24 years, and afterwards Philip had held it for nine years. It 
was therefore adjudged that the King should recover the arrears 
of 10 marks annually for the above periods, viz., ;f 200. Philip 
was " in misertcordia,*' and judgment was to be given later on 
respecting the Bailiwick. 

The oppressions and extortions of Philip de Montegomeri

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whilst acting as Steward of the Forest fill several pages of 
Vol. VI. of the Staffordshire Collectiotis, In this year he was com- 
mitted to prison, and all his lands within Staffordshire, North- 
amptonshire, and Bedfordshire were taken into the King's hands.^ 
He died shortly afterwards in 1295, leaving an only daughter 
Anne, who married John dc Swynnerton who is stated to have 
been a younger son of Roger de Swynnerton of Swynnerton. 
An account of him and of his descendants will be found in Canon 
Bridgeman's" History of the Swynnertons of Hilton " in Vol. VII. 
of the Staffordshire Collections. The Stewardship of the Forest 
passed to the Swynnertons as an hereditary office, but being 
bereft of the lands appurtenant to it, it appears to have been 
more of a burden than a privilege. 

In 21 E. III. (1347) John de Swynnerton the son and heir of 
John de Swynnerton and of Anne his wife the daughter and 
heir of Philip de Montgomery, was summoned at the Exchequer 
to answer for his relief for the Bailiwick of Cannock. He had 
performed homage on the 30 March 14 E. III. (1340) and had 
been attached to answer for his relief, and on the ?4th of 
October following he appeared by attorney at the Exchequer 
and payed 6s, Sd. for his relief and prayed that an extent (i.e.y 
a valuation) might be made of the value of the Sergeanty. 
An extent was thereupon ordered to be made of it 

The Escheator of co. Staftord, who calls himself John de 
Swynnerton the son of Roger de Swynnerton,* states in his 
return that the Bailiwick was worth nothing, that John de 
Swynnerton, the father, had held it by the courtesy of England 
of the heirs of Anne, and he had also held half a virgate of land 
in Fradeleye, held of the King in capite by the service of the 
Custody of the Forest, and it was worth only 2j. yearly 
because the land was sandy and lay ** frisca." He held also an 
assart and meadow in Hopewas, of Lawrence de Hastynges Earl 
of Pembroke, as of his manor of Wiggington by fealty and 
three appearances at his Court yearly, and it was worth 4^. and 
the meadow was worth \od. The whole extent therefore 
was only 3J. 2rf. per annum.

'It would appear by this that Canon Bridgetnan was in error when he 
described John de Swynnerton of Hilton as the Escheator. 
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It was no doubt owing to this circumstance the Ferm of the 
Forest ceased to be paid by the Steward. In 45 E. III. (1371), 
another Inquisition was ordered on the state of the Forest, and 
was taken before Ralph de Monthermer, the Warden of the King's 
Forests citra Trent. The jury stated that 10 marks were due 
yearly to the Exchequer from the Bailiwick of the Stewardship 
of the Forest, and they were in arrear since the last Iter of 
Roger le Strange Justice of the Forests in 14 E. III. (1340), vix., 
from the time of Philip de Montgomery who was Steward for 
nine years after the said Iter, and ought to answer for 90 marks, 
and John de Swynnerton, who is now Steward, holds the land 
W^hich formerly belonged to Philip in Cos. Lincoln and Derby, 
and that Robert de Bures, Kt, Lord of Chartley, was afterwards 
Steward for eleven years and ought to answer for no marks, and 
he has lands in Co. Stafford, and John de Swynnerton was after- 
wards Steward for ten years and is still Steward, and ought to 
answer for 100 marks, and he has lands in Cos. Stafford, Lincoln 
and Derby, etc. (Here follows an account of various forest 
delinquencies by John de Whethales and others.) 

Canon Bridgeman in his History of t/ie Swynnertons of 
Hilton^ quoting the Inquisitions p.m. held on the various members 
of the family, shews that the Stewardship of the Forest passed 
through female heirs to Anne Mytton, who died in 1470, seised of 
the Office of Bailiff or Steward of the Forest of Cannock, but at 
this date no Forest Courts were held and the office must have 
been merely nominal. On the ist June 8 E. IV. (1468), the 
King appointed by Letters Patent, John Stanley and Humphrey 
Stanley his son to be joint Rangers (Rangiatores) of the Forest 
of Cannock, and as has been shewn in the History of the Giffards^ 
King Henry VIII. in the first year of his reign appointed John 
Giffard of Chillington to be Ranger of the seven Hayes of the 
Forest of Cannock. It is difficult to reconcile these appointments 
with the existence of an Hereditary Steward of the Forest. 

To return to the family of De Loges who were left in 
possession of the lands of the Bailiwick. 

Richard de Loges I. died in 1293, for the Coram Rege Roll of 
Easter, 21 E. T. states that the suit of the King versus Riehard de 
Loges for the manor of 'Great Wiriegh was -adjourned to >the 
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morrow of All Souls, and a postscript adds that the King's 
attorney appeared on that date and testified that Richard was 
dead, the writ was therefore discharged and the King's attorney 
was ordered to continue the suit against the new tenant of the 
manor.* 

In the following year, viz., in 22 E. I. (1294), the usual 
Inquisition p.m. was held on his lands. It states that Richard 
had held the hamlet of Great Wyrley of the King by Sergeanty, 
and that Hugh the father of Richard had held it with the Bailiwick 
of the Forest of Cannock rendering 10 marks yearly to the 
Exchequer, and the said Hugh dc Loges had committed a 
misdemeanour in hunting within the said Bailiwick in the time 
of King Henry the father of the King, for which the King had 
taken the Bailiwick into his hands, with all the lands and chattels 
of the said Hugh, and Hugh had made a fine with King Henry 
for which the said King had restored to Hugh and to his heirs 
all the lands and chattels, but had retained the Bailiwick of the 
said Forest in his own hands. Richard de Loges the son of the 
said Richard was his nearest heir and was 28 years of age and 
upwards. 

Richard de Loges II. a.d. 1293 to 1300. 

Richard the son of the last Richard survived his father for 
seven years only for he was dead before the 4th of July, 28 E. I. 
(1300), when a writ of diem c/austt extremum was issued ordering 
an Inquisition on his lands. This Inquisition is extant and states 
he held at Wirley a rent of 30J. 2\d, from free tenants and 
37J, I irf. from customary tenants, and that these tenements were 
held of the King by Grand Sergeanty because one Hugh de 
Loges the grandfather of. the said Richard had held the same 
tenements by the Grand Sergeanty of keeping the King's 
Forest of Canok, and rendering yearly for the same 10 marks, 
and the said Hugh was indicted for taking a stag, and convicted 
before the Justices of the Forest, and afterwards he paid a fine 
of 200 marks for which the King restored his lands and tenements, 
but retained the custody of the Forest in his own hands, and

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Richard performed no other service for the said lands except 
homage, and wardships and reh'efs when they happened to occur. 
Elizabeth, the daughter of Richard, was his nearest heir and was 
four years of age. 

The jury also said that Richard and Elizabeth his wife had 
been jointly enfeoffed of the manor of Rodbaston by Richard de 
Loges the father of the said Richard, and they had been enfeoffed 
for one entire year before the said Elizabeth had been married to 
Richard and they had been seised jointly of the m^nor up to the 
death of the said Richard. 

On the 28th July of the same year the King by a writ dated 
from Kirkcudbright in Scotland, assigns dower to Elizabeth the 
widow of Richard de Loges in Wirlegh and other places, and as 
she had been jointly enfeoffed with her late husband in Rodbaston, 
she was left a well-endowed widow. 

Under these circumstances there was the usual competition 
for her marriage amongst the courtiers who surrounded the King ; 
the successful applicant was Sir Adam de Staneye, a knight of 
some distinction and who was, I think, in the Household of the 
King. By Letters Patent dated 20th September, 28 E. I. (1300), 
the King granted to Adam the marriage of Elizabeth, late 
wife of Richard de Loges, and also her forfeiture if she married 
without the King's license.* This grant left the widow entirely 
at the mercy of Adam, who after some demur eventually obtained 
possession of her. This must have taken place before 1301, for 
in that year the representative of the infant daughter and heir of 
Richard de Loges was suing Adam de Staneye and Elizabeth his 
wife for causing waste and destruction in the woods, etc., which 
they held in Wyrleye of the inheritance of Elizabeth, the 
daughter and heir of Richard.* At the Assizes held at Stafford 
in 1306, the jury of the Liberty of Lichfield presented that Adam 
de Staneye had come by night and had abducted from Rodbaston, 
Elena {sic) formerly wife of Richard de Loges, and had married 
her against her will.' As assizes were rarely held at this epoch 
at less than intervals of seven years this presentment may relate 
to any period between 1300 and 1306. The forcible abduction

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of widows at this period was often made with the connivance of 
the widow in order to save the forfeiture of their dower if they 
married without the King's permission, but in this case Adam 
had obtained the license of the King, and this presentment of a 
jury of independent burgesses of Lichfield is likely therefore to 
be true, and it sheds a curious light on the manners and customs 
of the period. 

In 3 E. II. (1309), Elizabeth the daughter and heir was over 
fifteen years of age and claimed her inheritance. A feudal heiress 
if married obtained her patrimony as soon as the marriage 
could be consummated, and an Inquisition was held on the 
4th of September of that year to prove her age. The witnesses 
called for this purpose showed she was born on the Feast of Pente- 
cost 21 E. I. (1293) and was baptized the same day.* She would 
therefore be over 16 years of age at this date, but notwithstanding 
this, three years elapsed before she obtained her lands. On the 
2Sth January, 1301, Nicholas de Warwick, who is styled the 
King's Sergeant, had obtained Letters Patent granting him the 
custody of two parts of the lands of Richard de Loges deceased, 
during the minority of the heir, for which he was to render 
£14 lis. $d. to the Exchequer, and on the 13th of May following, 
the same Nicholas obtained from the King the marriage of Eliza- 
beth. The probability is that the young lady, like her mother, 
had proved recalcitrant : but if so it was to little purpose, for a 
writ on the Close Roll of 6 E. IL (13 12) directs the King's 
Escheator to deliver to Elizabeth the daughter and heir of Richard 
de Loges and to Nicholas de Warwick her husband, all the lands 
which had belonged to the said Richard which were held in capite 
of the King, the said Elizabeth having proved her age. 

According to the well-known dictum of Mrs. Malaprop, " it is 
safest in matrimony to begin with a little aversion," and in this 
case it appears to have been successful, for their son John was 
bom in the following yean* 

The De Banco Roll of Hill : 8-9 E, 1 1 1. ( 1 335) shows that Eliza- 
beth was dead at that date and mentions her son John. It states 
that John son of Nicholas de Warwick was summoned by Magister 
Stephen de Bromley to carry out a covenant respecting the

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manor of Chesterton, co. Warwick, and John' appeared and 
produced the King's Letters Patent, granting permission to him 
to convey the said manor which was held in capite^ and which John 
de Saundrestede held for the life of Nicholas de Warwick by a 
demise of the said Nicholas, who held it by the courtesy of 
England of the inheritance of said John son of Nicholas (and 
which after the death of the said Nicholas should revert to the said 
John and his heirs) should after the death of the said Nicholas, 
remain to M agister Stephen and his heirs, and likewise permission 
to the said Magister Stephen to grant the said manor after the 
death of Nicholas, to John de Saundrestede of Rodbaston and 
Elizabeth his wife for their lives, with remainder to the said John 
son of Nicholas and Margaret his wife, and the heirs of their 
bodies, and failing such, to the right heirs of John de Saundrestede 
of Rodbaston, and a F'ine was engrossed in the above terms.' 

Elizabeth the wife of John de Saundrestede named in this 
Fine is without doubt the widow of Richard de Loges who had 
died in 28 E. I.* She died in 1337, and an Inquisition was taken 
at Cannock after her death. The writ ordering the Inquisition 
was dated 2 Nov. 11 E. III. (1337), and the jury consisted of 

Roger de Cavereswell, William de Engleton. 

Robert de LynhuU, William de Bromshulf 

John de Covene, Robert de Congreve. 

Richard de Bourgh of William Childe of Knygteley. 

Halweton. 
John atte Brok del Leecroft, John Trumwine of Cannokbury. 

John de Bikeford, and Adam de Lamslou of Aston. 

They stated that Elizabeth the widow of .Richard de Loges 
held in dower when she died a rent of 6oj. \od. in Wirlegh, and 
a messuage, 60 acres of land, 10 acre3 of meadow, and a rent of

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40^. lorf. in Sowe, which were held of the King in capite by the 
service of presenting to the King a barbed arrow, as often as he 
should pass by the high road through the villsofWirleghorSowe 
on his way to Wales for the purpose of hunting, and that her 
nearest heir was John de Loges the kinsman and heir of Richard 
de Loges, and he was 24 years of age and upwards. 

The John de Loges here mentioned must be John the son of 
Nicholas de Warwick who was the grandson and heir of Richard 
de Loges and who had evidently assumed his grandfather's sur- 
name ; but now arises a very puzzling point. In 16 E. III. (1342) 
an Inquisition ^"^ ad quod damnum " was held, to enquire if it would 
be to the King's detriment if John de Loges granted the manor of 
Great Wirlegh to John son of John de Loges and Isabella his wife. 
The jury returned that the manor was held of the King in capite 
by the service of a barbed arrow whienever the King should come 
into those parts, and there remains to John de Loges the manor 
of Chesterton, which was held of the King iii capite and was 
worth ;^ 10 annually. Two years afterwards, viz., in 1344, a Fine 
was levied with the license of the King, by which John de 
Loges conveyed the manor of Great Wirley to John son of John 
de Loges and Isabella his wife and the heirs of their bodies, and 
failing such to revert to John de Loges and his heirs.^ As John 
de Loges was only 24 years of age in 1 1 E. III. (i 337), as stated 
in the Inquisition on the death of Elizabeth the widow of 
Richard de Loges (see ante^ he could not have had a son of age 
in 1344, It would appear therefore that the settlement by 
Fine in 1344 was made on the occasion of an infant marriage. 
Isabella was certainly an infant when the Fine was levied for she 
appeared by her custos. 

This difficulty however does not affect the story of the 
descent of the manor, for both father and son appear to have been 
swept away by the Great Pestilence of 1 349, and the ultimate 
heir was Alianora the daughter of John de Loges the elder. 

At Easter term 18 E. II. the "de Banco" Roll shows that 
John de Loges the son and heir of Elizabeth de Loges appeared 
in Court and asked that a deed might he enrolled, by which he 
released to Ralph the Baron of Staflford and his heirs all his

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right in the manor of Rodbaston.* This was doubtless executed 
in connection with the alienation of this manor to John de Weston 
in 15 £. II. (^See note, p. 210.) Ralph de Stafford at this date 
was Steward of the King's Household, and one of the most f)Ower- 
ful men in the Kingdom. John de Loges was a tenant by Knight's 
service holding under the Stafford Barony at Otherton, and had 
served at Crecy and Calais under the banner of his superior lord.* 
Rodbaston, however, was not held of the Barony of Stafford, and 
the object of the feoffment of Ralph was clearly to give the latter 
a locus standi in the dispute. This interposition of Ralph must 
have been successful, for Rodbaston is subsequently found in the 
possession of the descendants of John de Loges. 

John died during the prevalence of the Black Death in 1 349, 
and a writ of diem clausit extremum on his death was issued 
from the Chancery on the 25 th September of that year. The 
Inquisition is missing but an entry on the Fine Roll of the same 
year, dated 26th October, states the King having learnt by an 
Inquisition that John de Loges had died seised of certain lands 
and tenements in Great Wirleye, by the service of the custody 
of the Forest of Cannock, and that Alianora the daughter of the 
said John, and wife to John son of William de Peto, was his 
nearest heir and was of full age, the King had accepted the 
fealty of the said John and Alianora, and the Escheator, John 
de Swynnerton was commanded to give them seisin accordingly.* 

The representation of this line of the descendants of Richard 
Chenvin the chief Forester of Cannock now devolved on the 
Peytos or Petos, whose history has been written very fully by 
Dugdale under Chesterton in his History of Warwickshire. The 
name is derived from Poitou in France, the original ancestor 
being styled " de Pictavia " in ancient Latin documents. Dug- 
dale's pedigree ends with Edward Peto, who married the daughter 
of Greville Verney of Compton, and died in 1658.* 

Richard Chenvin had two daughters besides Mai^ret Crok, 
and these inherited his other possessions, but their lands were 
held by a different tenure and do not come within the purview 
of this paper. It is now proposed to deal with

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The Ancient Hayes or Bailiwicks of Cannock 

Forest* 

These were originally nine in number, viz. : — 

Teddesley, Cheslin, 

Hopwas, Alrewas, 

Ogley, Bentley, 

Gauley, Ruggeley and Cannock, 

but they were reduced to seven by the grant of the two last to 
the Bishop of Lichfield and Coventry by King Richard in 1189. 

The story of the Bishop's Chase of Cannock is fully set forth 
in some proceedings relating to the Church of Cannockbury in 
10 E. lU and by the perambulations of the Forest* which took 
place in 28 E. I. (1300). 

It was formed in the first instance by encroachments upon 
the Forest in the reign of Henry I., but these were legalized 
by a grant of Henry H. made in 11 5 3. before he came to the 
throne. After this King Richard, wishing to raise money for 
his Crusade, sold to Bishop Hugh the two vills of Rugeley and 
Cannock in the first year of his reign.' Bishop Hugh's successor 
Alexander, on the strength of this grant, appropriated to his 
See, apparently without any warrant at all, the two Bailiwicks of 
Cannock and Rugeley, and the effect of this is described by a 
presentment made by the Foresters of Cannock and a jury of 
Knights and others associated with them in 1286. This states 
that within the metes of the Forest, the Bishop of Coventry and 
Lichfield held a part of the Forest in the very heart of the 
Forest, which is fifteen leagues or more in circuit, within which 
he takes venison at his pleasure at all times of the year, to the 
destruction of the Forest, and there are within the said circuits 
two Foresters who formerly held of the King by Sergeanty 
for the custody of the Bailiwicks and the woods ; and one of 
the Bishops, Alexander by name, had appropriated these foresters 
to himself, it is not known by what warrant, except that King 
Richard had given to Hugh de Nonant, then Bishop, the manors 
of Ruggeley and Cannokeburi, and who had held them during his 
time, but had never appropriated to himself the wood or venison,

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nor did any of his sucessors before the time of Bishop Alexander. 
And King John had resmned possession of the said manors, 
and they were held by him and by King Henry until the Bishop 
Alexander in 13 H. III. had obtained from the King a con- 
firmation of the grants of King Richard, and the Bishop then 
appropriated the covert of the Forest of High Cannok as per- 
taining to the said manors, and commenced to take the venison 
there; and at that time Hughde Logeswas Seneschal of the Forest, 
and he and his men prevented the Bishop and his men from taking 
the venison as much as he could, and the Bishop excommunicated 
him for this cause, and by his power, and by his excommunication 
so vexed the said Hugh that at length Hugh could no longer 
resist him. And there was at that time a forester named Richard 
Puis (de Puteo) who held of the King in capite a virgate 
of land in Ruggeley for the custody of his Bailiwick, as his 
ancestors had formerly held it, and he rendered yearly to Hugh 
de Loges the Seneschal half a mark, and the said Bishop appro- 
priated to himself the said service and Bailiwick by force and by 
his excommunications. And Robert Trumwyne held a virgate 
of land in the vill of Cannockbury of the King in capiie^ as his 
ancestors had held it before him for the custody of his Bailiwick, 
and the same Bishop had appropriated to himself this Bailiwick in 
the same manner. Nevertheless the said Robert always held the 
said land of the King as William Trumwyne now holds it, and 
renders a mark to the Seneschal of the Forest, but. the said 
Bishop retains in his own hand the said Bailiwick and the 
Haye of Chistlyn, but King Henry afterwards recovered them 
by a suit at law.^ 

Wherever the tenure of land did not conflict with the Con- 
queror's policy of placing the military supremacy of the country 
into the hands of the Normans, he seems to have left the native 
English in possession ; thus we find nearly all the forest offices 
still in the hands of the English at the date of Domesday, which 
is 20 years later than the Conquest* Ken win, it has been shown,

Willelmus Rex Anglorum, Nicolao Vicecomiti et Ricardo Caramag sic 
(Chenwin) salutem Sciatis me reddidisse huic le Filede et filio ejus Tnimwine 
terram Lewini patris sui qui mortuus est et ministerium quod ipse tenuit 
sicut ipse tenuit et nullus ei injuriam faciat Teste Roberto filio Hamonis apud 
Kannoc. 

These deeds have been badly copied, but it seems clear from them 
that Trumwine was confirmed in a Forest office which had been 
formerly held by his father Lewin, in the reign of the Conqueror. 
This Trumwine gave his name to a knightly family of consider- 
able importance who held the Bailiwicks of Cannock and Chestlyn 
Hay by an hereditary tenure and whose history can be followed 
very closely by means of the Staffordshire Collections which have 
been printed. The best account of them is given by the late Canon 
Bridgeman in his history of Blymhill. In this he carries down the 
descent of the Trumwyne Bayly to Sir John Salewey, who died 
in 1518.' The Trumwine male line ended with William Trum- 
wyn of Cannock, who left a daughter Elizabeth, who died in 
1357. The Inquisition on her death states she held a messuage 
and a virgate of land in Cannockbury by the service of keeping 
the King's Hay of Chistelyn in the forest of Kannok and the Baili- 
wick of Hyghe Cank (High Cannock), which is called Trum- 
wyn's Baillie. Her heir was her aunt Isabella, who had been 
married to John Salewey of Leacroft, by whom she had issue, 
which inherited the two Bailiwicks and was the ancestor of the 
John Salewey above mentioned. The last John Salewey left 
three daughters who were his coheirs ; the eldest, Joyce, married 
Richard Biddulph of Biddulph ; the second, Margaret, married 1st, 
William Ashby, and 2ndly, Ralph Wolseley ; and the third 
married Thomas Coningsby. All three daughters left issue, 
amongst whom the Bailiwick may be said to be in abeyance.'

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The Rugeley Bailiwick. 

The earliest known keeper of this Bailiwick is a William de 
Puteis— de Puis or de Puteo, who is named in some legal 
proceedings of 9 H. III. which will be subsequently described. 
This William must have been a contemporary of King Stephen, 
for he was succeeded before 11 65 by his son Roger, who is 
returned as owing 2 marks for his relief on the Pipe Roll of 
12 H. II. ( 1 165-6).* Roger had two brothers, Richard and 
Reginald. Of these Richard occurs as witness to the deed of 
Hervey de Stretton, which is printed in Vol. Ill of these 
Collections, and which is dated by Eyton as having been 
executed between the years 1161 and 1165,^ Reginald is 
returned on the Pipe Roll of 6 Ric. I. (1193-4) as owing 
10 marks for a confirmation of a grant of land in Ruggeley, 
which had been made to his father by Henry II.* The above 
facts are mostly taken from the suit of 9 H. III., mentioned 
above, which gives this pedigree.*

The Reginald of this Pedigree is without doubt the 
ancestor of the family, who subsequently styled themselves de 
Ruggeley, for they held their land in Rugeley in capite^ sine 
medio ; the elder branch retained their French name of de Puiz, 
and this branch inherited the Bailiwick. 

Roger was dead in 1 199, in which year a Fine was levied, by 
which Agnes his widow, at that time remarried to Walter de 
Eisse, released her claim for dower to Richard de Puteo, for 
which release Richard granted to her the third of a virgate of 
land in Ruggeley as her dower.* This line of De Puiz ended in

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the reign of Edward L with a William de Puis, whose daughter 
Agnes married William de Tomenhorn (Tamhorn).* The 
attempt of the Bishop to deprive her of the Bailiwick in 1301 on 
the ground of her illegitimacy will be found in Volume VII ot 
these Collections. William left a brother Richard who had issue, 
and this branch of the family can be traced for some generations 
later holding land in Rugeley, Colton and Milwich, but the 
Bailiwick rested with the descendants of Agnes. 

The family of Tamhorn, or Thomenhorn as it was anciently 
written, were military tenants of the Bishop at Tamhorn and 
Rideware. Their descent can be clearly made out from the 
printed Collections from the reign of Henry II. to the extinction 
of the male line in the reign of Henry IV. In 22 Rich. IL 
(1399) Thomas de Thomenhorn and Alice his wife conveyed by 
Fine the reversion of the manors of Tomenhorn and Ruggeley 
after their deaths, together with the Bailiwick of Puysbaillie in 
Cannok to Sir Adam de Peshall.* From the family of Peshall 
it passed to their heirs the Myttons, and the latest mention of the 
Bailiwick occurs in the Inquisition on the death of John Mytton 
in 1500, which states that he held a messuage and other 
tenements in Hagley and Rugeley by the service of keeping 
the Rugeley Baillie in the King's Forest of Cannock. 

Passing now from the Bishop's Bailiwicks to those held im- 
mediately of the King, I come first to that of Teddesley, which 
under the names of the Bailiwick of Cannock, Huntingdon or 
Teddesley appears to have been the most important of them all. 

The Teddesley Have. 

The first known possessor of this Bailiwick is the Alured 
de Canoe, who occurs as a witness to deeds in the Rideware 
Chartulary, one of which is dated 11 82,* and he is probably 
identical with Alured the Archer who was excused his Danegelt 
in the Pipe Roll of 31 H. I. (1130), his name immediately 
following that of Walter Croc, the chief Forester of Cannock. 
His name also occurs as witness to deeds in the Burton 
Chartulary, and the Abbot Bernard between 1160-75, granted

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Pillatonhale to him in fee and inheritance for a rent of 
i6s. annually.^ Alured left no issue and was succeeded by a 
brother Brun, for somewhere about 1183 the Abbot Richard 
conceded to Henry de Brock the land in Pillatonhale to be held 
in fee and inheritance as his predecessors Alured de Huntedon 
and Alured's brother Brun had held it^ According to Dugdale, 
Henry de Broc had married Constance, the daughter of Geoffrey 
le Brun.* He occurs under the name of Henry de Piletehale on 
the Staffordshire Pipe Roll of 2 Ric. I. (1190) when he is fined 
20s. for a forest misdemeanour,* and he witnesses a deed of Hervey 
Bagot in Vol. H. of the Staffordshire Collections to which the 
date of 1 197 has been assigned by Eyton.* 

At the Staffordshire Assizes of S John (1203) Hugh de 
Huntedon appealed him and his man Robert for the death of 
his brother Adam, but afterwards retracted his appeal and was 
committed to prison. During the proceedings it came out that 
neither Henry nor his man Robert had been apprehended, and 
the Sheriff being called to account for this, called to warranty 
Geoffrey Fitz Piers, the Justiciary; and his warranty was 
allowed.* At the same assizes Henry occurs as a knight juror in 
the suit between Ralph Hose and Nicholas Malvoisin respecting 
Colton.* 

Henry was succeeded by Robert de Broc his son. This 
Robert, who must not be confounded with the Chief Forester of 
the same name, commenced his career inauspiciously, for by 
an arbitrary act of King John he was sent to prison with most 
of the other Foresters of Cannock in 12 12. The Pipe Roll of 
15-16 John shews that Jordan de Canoe, Robert de Sardon 
and their associates {socit) owed 100 marks that they might 
be released from prison,' and the Oblata Roll of 16 John 
states that the undermentioned Foresters of Canaco who were 
imprisoned for forest delinquencies paid 100 marks for their 
release, viz., Jordan de Canaco, Robert de Serdon (Sardon), 
Henry Druerie {sic) (? Trumwine), Richard de Puteo, Roger de

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Puteo, Richard de Huntindoiij Robert le Broc, William son of 
Roger de Reueleg sic (Bentley),* At Michaelmas f H. III. 
(1223) Hugh de Loges sued him for a hide of land in Cestreton 
(Chesterton), co. Warwick, whicH had been formerly held in fee 
by his ancestor William Croc. This must be the land which 
had been alienated to the Templars by William Croc, for 
Dugdale, quoting from the Chesterton evidences, shews that 
Geoffrey fitz Stephen, the first master of the Templars in 
England in the reign of Henry H., granted to Henry le Broc 
and Constance his wife four messuages and four vii^tes of land 
in Chesterton, for which they were to pay 20s. annually to the 
Knight Templars.* As the alienation of land held by Sergeanty 
was unlawful, this re-conveyance was probably made to conceal 
the illegality of the original grant, for an Inquisition talcen in 
32 E. I. (1294) on the death of Gilbert le Harpur, the 
descendant of Henry de Broc, states that Henry de Broc, the 
great grandfather of Gilbert in the time of King Richard, had 
given to the Master of the Knight Templars in England 28s. 
annually for the support of one Brune whose daughter he had 
married. This appears to be another version of the sanie 
transaction. 

At the Staffordshire Assizes of 12 H. III. (1228), Robert, son 
of John de (Admundeston) sued Robert de Broc and Sibilla his 
wife for land in Admundeston (Admaston) which had been 
given to Robert in marriage with Sibilla the daughter of John, 
but the verdict was in favour of Robert* 

On the Pipe Roll of 25 H. III. Robert de Brok, Forester of 
Kannok, pays a Fine of 1 5 marks for various misdemeanours and 
is quit Shortly after this date he was dead, for a writ in the 
Fine Roll of 26 H. III. dated 14th April (1242) states that the 
King had granted to the Abbot of Evesham the. custody of 
the Bailiwick and the lands pertaining to the same, which had

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belonged to Robert de Brok, who was Forester in fee of a Baili- 
wick in the Forest of Kannoc, together with the custody of the 
heir of the said Robert until the full age of the heir, together 
with the marriage of the said heir. 

Robert was succeeded by a son of the same name, who was 
dead in 48 H. III. (1264) and left no issue. The Inquisition on 
his death shews he held the vill of Huntedon, the Teddesley Hay, 
Pilatenhale in co. Stafford, and a third of Chesterton, co. Warwick. 
His heir was his cousin Walter, son of Walter de Elmedon, son of 
Hawise, the aunt of Robert, Walterus filius Walteri de Elme- 
don filius Hawisie amite Robertu By a writ in the Fine Roll of 
48 H, III. the King accepts the homage of Walter de Elmedon, 
the kinsman and heir of Robert de Broc, for the Bailiwick of Ted- 
desley in the Forest of Cannock. At the Staffordshire Assizes of 
56 H. III. (1272) the Hundred of Cuttlestone presented that 
Walter de Elmedon held the vill of Huntidon by Sergeanty for 
the service of guarding the King's Hay of Teddesley and he 
renders to the King Jfld. yearly.* Walter next occurs in a 
suit on the De Banco Roll of Mich. 7-8 E. I. (13 14) when 
Richard de Loges was suing Gilbert le Harpur for land in Ches- 
terton in CO. Warwick. Gilbert had pleaded that he held the 
tenements in purparty with one Walter de Elmedon, and he could 
not answer to the writ without him. Walter now appeared, and 
they pleaded jointly that King Henry, the great grandfather of the 
King (viz., Henry II.), had granted to one Henry de Brok the 
ancestor of the said Gilbert and Walter, and whose heirs they 
were, all the lands and tenements which one Brun had held with 
the daughter of the said Brun as freely as any of his ancestors 
had held them in the time of King Henry his grandfather (viz., 
Hen. I.) and with a clause that none should molest him either in 
his Forest office (inforestarid sud) nor in his lands and tenements 
and they produced the King's Charter to that effect" 

The Staffordshire Assize Roll of 21 E. 1.(1293) names Walter 
as tenant of the Haye of Teddesley* and as lord of Pilatonhale.^ 
At the same Assizes Walter de Elmedon, Rector of the Church of

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Weston, occurs as deputy of the Bishop in several criminal ciases 
in which he claimed the defendants as Clerks* when they had 
pleaded benefit of Clergy. I conclude the two Walters to be 
identical, for in this year Walter de Elmedon levied a Fine by 
which he acknowledged a messuage and a carucate of land, 
20 acres of wood and 20s. of rent in Pilatenhale to be the right 
of Stephen de Elmedon, for which Stephen conceded the same to 
be held by Walter for his life, rendering I2d. yearly and to remain 
after his death to Stephen and his heirs for ever' and at Hillary 
term 22 E. I. (1294) Stephen de Elmedon sued Walter de Elme- 
don for a messuage and lands and rents in Huntedon. Walter 
appeared by attorney and gave up the tenements. Stephen was 
therefore to have seisin of them and Walter was in mtsericordia 
because he had refused to give them up in the first instance.* 

The Forest Rolls printed in Vol. V of the Staffordshire 
Collections shew that Walter de Elmedon was Forester in fee of 
the Haye of Teddesley and lord of Pilatonhale and Huntingdon 
in 1286, and Stephen de Elmedon is named as Forester in fee at 
the date of the Perambulation of the Forest of Cannock in 
28 E. I. (1300).* At the latter date he also held Huntingdon 
of the King in capite. The same Roll states that Walter de 
Elmedon held Pilatenhale, which was in the Purlieu of the 
Forest, of the Abbot of Burton. It seems plain therefore that 
Walter, who was a rich ecclesiastic and Rector of Weston, 
had resigned the Bailiwick into the hands of Stephen during his 
lifetime, 

Stephen seems to have been a contemporary of Walter for he 
occurs as early as 51, H. HI. (1267) as plaintiff in a suit respect- 
ing land in Penkridge. On the Patent Roll of that year Justices 
were assigned to take the Assize which Stephen de Elmedon had 
arraigned against William de la More respecting a tenement in 
Penkerige. I conclude therefore he was Walter's brother. 

Stephen was dead in 30 E. I. (1302) leaving a son and heir, 
William, 28 years of age. The Inquisition on his death states 
he held of the King in capite the following tenements by the

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service of keeping the King's Hayeof Teddesley, viz., a messuage 
in Huntindin, i8 acres of arable land, i| acres of meadow, and 
26s, lo^d. of rent from free tenants, viz., 2s, from Adam de Monte 
for one virgate of land, 5^. 4//. from William de Monte for another 
virgate, I2</. from Richard de Bosco for half a virgate, I2d. from 
Walter de Bosco for half a virgate, I2rf, from Adam le Hayward 
for half a virgate, 2s, from Richard son of Ralph for half a vii^ate, 
2s, from Allan le Bloomer for half a virgate, 2s, from William, 
son of Ralph, for half a virgfate, 2s, from John de Somerby for 
half a virgate, 2s, from Roger de Marisco for half a virgate, 3^. 
from Alan, son of Richard, for half a virgate. And the same 
Alan pays also a pig or I2d. ; Robert, son of Ralph, held one plot 
of land and paid 6^d., and Roger in la Lone paid 1 2d^ for half a 
virgate. The said Stephen held also of Walter de Elmedon by 
the service of 2s. annually a messuage in Pilatenhale and 80 acres 
of land. William, son of the said Stephen, was his next heir 
and was aged 28 years at the last Feast of St. Michael.^ 

William, the son of Stephen, succeeded to Pilatonhale on the 
death of Walter, and relinquishing the name of Elmedon, was 
known as William de Pilatonhale. He married Rose the daughter 
of Sir William de Wrottesley, in 1295,* and in 13 10 he levied a 
Fine by which the manor of Pilatonhale was settled on himself and 
his wife Rose and their issue.' The whole of this issue, however, 
was swept away by the Great Pestilence of 1349 called the 
Black Death, and the ultimate heirs of William and Rose were 
two grand-children, who were only a few weeks old at the date 
of the Plague in 1349. These were John, son of John de 
Kenilworth, and William son of Richard de Engleton.* William 
de Engleton proved his age in 44 E. III. (1370) and John's 
relief for his moiety of the Bailiwick occurs on the Pipe Roll of 

45 E. 111.(1371). 

William de Pilatonhale had a son of the same n^me, who 

died in the lifetime of his father and left a widow Joan. At 

Michaelmas term 2 Ric. II. (1378) Joan 3ued John de Pilatonhale 

for a third of 200 acres of land, 20 acres of meadow and ;£'io of

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rent in Huntyndon, and at the tome time she sued William de 
Engleton for a third of 200 acres of land, 26 acres of meadow, and 
;f 10 of rent in the same place as her dower. The defendants in 
this case were evidently the coparceners of Huntingdon, and John 
de Kenilworth had assumed the name of Pilatonhale. They 
pleaded that Joan had no claim for dower as her husband had never 
been seised of the premises.* This suit, taken in connection 
with the evidence previously quoted, shews that the elder William 
had survived his son and had died during the Great Pestilence of 
1 349. At this date, however, he would have been over 74 years 
of age. 

Walter de Elmedon, the Rector of Weston, like most of the rich 
ecclesiastics of this era, left a family of illegitimate children, who 
took the surname of Walters, and to whom he made feoffments of 
land in Elmeden, co. Warwick, and in PeTikridge and Pilatenhale, 
CO. Stafford.* Such grants of land would not be conducive to 
family peace, and the Gaol Delivery at Stafford of 21 E. III. 
(1347) states that WilKam de Pilatonhale, who had been indicted 
for feloniously killing Geoffery, son of William Walters of 
Pylatonhale, in the previous year, was acquitted, and James de 
Pylatonhale his brother, Joan wife of the said William, John de 
Ky Ineworth, and William, son of Thomas de Pilatonhale, who had 
been indicted for aiding and abetting him in the felony were 
therefore discharged. 

William de Engleton, the other coparcener, must have married 
Avice, the daughter and heir of John de Otherton, for on the 
De Banco Roll of Mich. 49 E. III. (1375) Joan the widow of 
John de Otherton sued him and Avice his wife for a third of a 
messuage and a carucate of land, 4 acres of meadow, 30 acres 
of pasture, 6 acres of wood and 26s. of rent in Othurton as her 
dower.* In the Returns for the Poll Tax of 1380-81 he occurs 
with Alice (sic) his wife as one of the principal inhabitants of 
Penkrich, and on the same Return John de Pilatonhale and 
Alice his wife are returned as the largest tenants in Pilatonhale.*

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William de Engleton's prosecution of John de Wynnesbury, of 
CO. Salop, for abducting his daughter and heir Joan from 
Pencrich in 17 Ric. II. will be found at p. 30 of Volume XVI of 
the printed Collections. The quarrel appears to have been 
made up three years afterwards.* The marriage, in fact, was no 
disparagement to the young lady, for the Wynnesburys were 
a family of some importance, holding considerable estates in 
CO. Salop.* 

The issue of John de Kenilworth, the senior coparcener of the 
Bailiwick, appears to have failed, and John de Wynnesbury must 
have succeeded to Pilatonhale before 11 H. IV. (1409), when he 
occurs as defendant in a suit respecting a trespass in that place.* 
We may also conclude that William de Engleton was dead 
at this date. The Bailiwick of Teddesley and the Manor ot 
Pilatonhale remained in the possession of the family of 
Winnesbury till the reign of Edward IV., when Richard Littleton, 
the second son of Sir Thomas Littleton, the famous author of 
the " Tenures," married Alice, the daughter and heir of William 
Winnesbury. A suit in Banco shows this Richard Littleton to 
be in possession of Otherton in i R. III., 1484.* 

Richard Littleton had issue Edward, who was afterwards 
knighted and was Sheriff of Staffordshire in the years 1523 
and 1539. A quarrel between him and his neighbour, John 
Wolseley, respecting the right of hunting in Wolseley Wood, 
was the cause of the following proceedings in the Star Chamber 
of date circa 1 544 : — 

To the King our Sot^raygne lorde. 

In most humble wyse shewethe and complaynethe unto your 
Hyghnes, your trewe and faythfull servunte and daylie orator Edwarde 
Lytyllton, of Pylletnalle, in the Countye of Stafford, esquyer, that where 
he and hys auncestors tyme owt of mynde be and have ben one of the

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foresters of the fee of your grace's forest of Cannocke, in the sayd 
Countye, by reason of whyche theyre sayd offyce they of lyke lymes 
have had the vew oversytyt and savekeeping of the deare aswell redde 
as falowe, and other your game in your sayd forest for the preservation 
twytyon and defense of the same. So hytt ys moost dredde Soveraygne 
lorde that where the ryght reverend father in God, Rychard, nowe 
byshoppe of Coventre and Lychefeld, and presydent of the Marches of 
Wales,* uppon leyfull and just occasyon dyd of late complayne unto the 
lorde Chauncellor of this your grace's realme that one John Wollseley, 
of Wollseley, gentleman, of the countye aforesaid, did usually hunt in 
the woode called Woolseley Woode within your Majestye's sayd forest of 
Cannocke not onely to the hurt and dystruction of the sayde reverend 
father's game theyre, but to the lyke domage of your Majesty's game 
within the said forest, wheruppon the sayd lorde Chaunsellor dyrectyd 
owt your Majestyes Commyssion to certen persons to your grace's 
servaunt unknown wherbye they hadde in commaundment to call before 
them the seyd John Wollseley and hym to examyne by what warrant or 
auctorytye he dyd accustomably use to hunte in the sayd wood, who 
havynge knoledge of the said Comyssion before the Comyssyoners 
hadde or could have opportunytye of tyme and place to sytt by vertue 
therof, of his malycyous and naughty mynde being accompanyed for 
the performaunce of his lewde enterprise with one John Brymeley of 
Woolseley, yoman, John Hasulton of Byshton, husbandman, and 
Wyllam Wryghte, of Ryggeley, yoman, in the Countye aforesaid, with 
dyvers other malycyous ryotouse and yll dysposyd persons, whoes 
names to your sayd orator as yet be unknowyen, the 12th day of 
September last past in a ryotous wyse and maner assembled them sellfes 
togyther att a place called Woolseley Woode within your sayd forest 
and then and theyre in ryotous wyse agaynst your lawes and peace with 
force and armes that ys to say with swerdes, bukkelace, staves, bowes 
and arrowes and other weapons ryotouslye entred into your sayd forest 
and then and theyre aswell contrarye to dyvers and sundry estatutes 
made in your hyghnes dayes as also in your progenitors* times vyolently 
with bowes and arrowes, six brace of grehounds or mor without warrant 
auctoritye or lycense dyd hunt in the aforesayd woode name Woolseley 
woodde, within your sayd forest, and then and theyre kylled one Bukke 
and as man lyberall of your grace's game devyded the same in dyvers 
places amongst hys complyces and parteners of that his nauhtye facte 
to the playne and manyfest contempt of your hyghnes sayd estatutes

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and to the perylous and pemycyous example of all other lyke breakers 
of your peace and offenders of your lawes and estatutes yf dire 
punysshment and correction accordyng to your lawes should not shortly 
be provided in this behalfe. In tender consideracion whereof yt may 
please the same your highness of your most noble and abundaunt grace 
to graunt your graces wrytt of subpctna to be dyrectyd to the said John 
WoUesley, John Brymley, John Hasulton, Wyllam Wryghte, and every of 
them commanding them by the same personally to appere before your 
highness at a certeyne day and place and uppon a certen payne by your 
highnes to be lymyted and assygned there to make answere to the 
premysses and thereuppon to stond and obbey suche fiirder 
punyshment order and dyrecion as by your highnes and the lords of 
your most honnorable Councell sbalbe in that behaulf ordred and 
adjuged, and your sayd besecher shall dayly piay to God for the 
preservacion of your most noble estate long to endure.

The answer of John Wolseley^ esquier^ John Brymley^ John Hastdtan^ 
and William Wright to the Bill of Complaint of Edward Lytylion^ 
esquyer. 

The said defendants seyn and everye of theme sathe that the said 
bill of complaint is uncerten and insufiycent in the law to be answered 
unto and the matters therein conteyned be only faynyd procuryd and 
sett forth of malyce by the said complainant, a man busy and troboluse 
without any just or honest ground (namyng him selfe one of the 
forestres of the forest of Cannocke) wher of trothe he nor none of his 
Auncestors had any soche office or intermedeling in the said forest, 
Saving in one haye called Toddysley, except now of late having the 
Rydershepe under the byshope of Coventre and Lychefeld, And kepinge 
of Haywoode bayley and for declaracion of the trothe herin, they and 
every of theme further sathe that the said John Wolseley is seased in 
his demeane as of fee of and in the manor of Wolseley in Wolseley 
in the Countye of Stafford and that the said Woolseley Woode is in 
Wolseley aforesaid and parcell of the said manor of Wolseley wiche 
manor and woode be owt of the limyts and bownds of the said forest 
by reason wherof the said defendants seyn that the said John Wobeley 
and his auncestors hathe rightfully had the only pastyme hunting and 
kylling of the game in the said wood called Wolseley Woode tyme out 
of mynde without lett or interupcion of any person, and that the said 
John Wolseley myndyng to take his pastyme in the said wood as he 
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and his auncestors hath done heretofore and of right may do, the said 
1 2th day of September or thereabout as in the said bill of complaint 
is alegged with the said John Brynley and other the said defendants 
being his sarvants and tenants lawfully and in peaceable wyse enteryd 
into the said woode and then ther peaceably huntyd and kylled one 
bucke in his said wood wich he the said John Wolseley gave to dyvers 
his friends as lawful! was for him to doo without that the said nowe 
bysshop of Coventrye and Lychefeld to the knowledge of the 
defendaunts made any complent to the Lord Chancelor of the said 
John Wolseley for hunting in the said Wolseley Wood, Or that the 
said bysshop had any lefull or just occasyon to doo as in the said 
bill is imtruly alledged, Or that the said John Wolseley or any of the 
said defendants had any knowledge of any comyssyon dyrected to any 
person for or concemyng the premisses. And without that the said 
John Wolseley and other the said defendaunts in any ryotous manor 
assembled theme selffes at the said Wolseley Wood with force and 
armis, that is to say, with sowerds, buckkelers, staves and bowes and 
arrowes or other wepons defensable, or in any other riotuse maner or 
ageynst any lawe or statute made entred in the said wood and huntyd 
the same, Or that theis said defendaunts entred or hunted in the 
said forest as in the said bill is also untruly surmysed, And without 
that the said wood or any parte of it is within the said forest of 
Cannocke or lymyts or bowndes thereof as is also untruly surmised as 
doth apeyre by a charter grauntyd to the byshope of Coventre and 
Lychefeld by the King's most noble progenitors. Or that any other 
thing in the said bill conteyned materyall or answerable, not by theis 
aunswers suffycyendy aunswered unto, confessed avoydyd or traversed, 
is true, aU wiche matters theis defendaunts be ready to prove as this 
honorable court shall award, and preythe to be dysmyssed owt of the 
same with there costs susteyned in this wrongful! Suyt. 

Also the said John Wolseley hath appowntyd Tavemer to be his 
Attorney in the premisses.^ 

The sequel of this prosecution is not shown, but the right of 
hunting in Wolseley Wood seems to follow from the grant of 
Edward IV. to Ralph Wolseley, which is printed in Vol. V, 
Part I, of these Collections. 

The above proceedings show Edward Littleton in undisputed 
possession of the Bailiwick in the reign of Henry VIIL, but

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previous to this the Littletons appear to have been numbered 
among the victims of the rapacity of Dudley, the unscrupulous 
favourite and agent of Henry VII., who, under the pretence of 
reviving dormant claims of the Crown, had either taken 
possession of, or had exacted heavy fines for the restitution of 
many of the smaller tenures in capite. In 7 Elizabeth (1565) 
Ambrose, Earl of Warwick, and Robert, Earl of Leicester, the 
grandsons and representatives of Edmund Dudley, release their 
claim to the Haye of Teddesley within the Forest of Cannock, to 
Richard Hunt and two others who were probably the feoffees 
for uses for the Littleton family,* and in 1 1 Elizabeth the two 
Earls release their rights in Galey Haye to Sir Edward 
Littleton, Kt., and his heirs for ever.* 

The male line of the Littletons became extinct in 18 12 by 
the death of Sir Edward Littleton, the fourth Baronet, who left 
no issue, and the representation of the family devolved upon his 
great nephew, Edward John Walhouse, the descendant of an 
ancient family of freeholders long resident in Stretton and 
Brewood. Edward John Walhouse was raised to the Peerage 
in 183s under the title of Baron Hatherton, and was the 
grandfather of the present Baron. The present Lord Hatherton, 
therefore, by virtue of his descent from Henry de Broc, is 
Hereditary Forester of the Haye of Teddesley, if such an office 
can be said to exist at the present time. The early part of the 
descent, put into a tabular form, is as follows : —

The earliest custodian of this Haye who is mentioned in the 
Records is one Gervase, who was dead in ii H. II. (1164) when 
William de Ruisahale (Rushall) is returned on the Pipe Roll of 
that year as owing five marks for the custody of the sons of 
Gervase de Benetlea, and of their land and office. This fine 
was paid in the following year and William is returned as quit^ 
Gervase was succeeded by his son Roger, who is named on the 
Pipe Roll of II Rich. I. and i John (1198-99) as party to a Fine 
with Hugh des Loges,* and at the Assizes of i John (1200) he 
pays loy. for his Sergeanty,' an arbitrary Fine levied by the 
Justices and entered amongst the amerciaments of the Iter. 
He is shown to be the son of Gervase by the following abstract 
of a deed which is taken from the Huntbach MSS. in the 
William Salt Library : — 

Roger the son of Gervase of Bentley grants to Roger his son and 
to his heirs all Bentley with the custody of the Hay of Bentley ^ with 
its appurtenances except the land of Richard the son of Simon and 
of Robert the son of feffrey and the land of Hyndebadeshully and 
the land of Hutcheberge and the Bailiwick of Wolverhampton 
which he kept for his own use for his life. Witnesses : Willo : filio 
OdoniSy Willo, Ruffo et aliis. 

The second Roger was dead in 12 H. III. (1228) leaving a 
widow, Juliana, and two sons, William and Richard.^ The 
Hundred Roll of 1255 states that William de Benetlega held a 
virgate of land by Sergeanty of the King for the custody of the 
Haye of Bentley, for which he renders one mark. His predecessor 
had been enfeoffed by King Henry I.* Roger the grandfather 
of the said William had alienated 12 acres of the Sergeanty in 
Wonnesfeud (Wednesfield) in the time of King John, and Giles 
de Erdinton now held the land which had been alienated and 
paid half a mark for it Respecting his perquisites, it states that

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he had a right to all oaks blown down up to the seventh bough, 
{busta\ and he had a Forester on foot under him, who was sworn 
in, and a boy, and the Forester paid annually to William half a 
mark. 

This alienation of part of the Sergeanty would have been 
illegal, and William de Bentley sued Giles de Erdington for it in 
31 H. III. and recovered possession of it in the following year.^ 
Giles however appealed, and the subsequent proceedings will be 
found at p. 122, Vol. IV, of the printed Collections. William 
occurs on the Forest Pleas of 1271, but was dead in 4 E. I. 
(1276); the Inquisition on his death states he held the Bailiwick 
of Bentley, and a messuage and a carucate of land and a mill. 
William his son was his nearest heir and was 21 years of age 
and upwards. 

His son William died in 7 E. I. (1279), and his brother 
Robert was stated by Inquisition to be his next heir and 
24 years of age and upwards. 

A suit of 6 E. I. shows that this William had brothers named 
Richard, Robert and Thomas.' 

Robert was dead before 21 E. I. (1293), for a suit at the 
assizes of that year shows that John son of William son of 
William de Bentley was the head of the house at that date and 
a minor.* This John must have been a nephew of Robert and 
son of the William named in the Forest Pleas later on. 

The perambulation of the Forest 28 E. I. (A.D. 1300) gives 
the boundaries of the Haye and states that it was then in the 
King's hands.^ A deed of covenant enrolled at the Stafford 
Assizes of 21 E. I. (1293) shows that the King had granted the 
custody of the Bailiwick to Magister Adam de Botyndon, who had 
demised it to Robert de Bentley the Rector of Rademore. John 
son of William son of William de Benteley had accused Robert 
of waste and destruction in the Bailiwick, and by the intervention 
of friends it had been agreed that Robert should release to 
John de Benteleye all his right in the Bailiwick, and for which 
release, John, who was under age, and John de Cave and Richard

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de Benteleye, who were of full age, conceded tliat during the 
custody they would pay to Robert 40^. annually.* The Richard 
de Bentley who is here named was an uncle of John and had 
married Matilda, daughter and co-heir of Thomas de Norton 
of Norton under Cannock. He was the founder of a junior 
branch of the house which lasted for some generations and 
ended with an heiress Juliana. 

At the Pleas of the Forest held in 1286, it was presented that 
Robert de Benetleye at the time he held the custody of the 
Bailiwick of Benetleye and Thomas and John his brothers, had 
hunted and taken a buck in the garden of the said Robert in 
I E. I. (1272), and the same Robert, Thomas and John and two 
of their servants had taken four bucks in the Bailiwick of 
Benetleye about the Feast of St. John in 11 E. I. (1283) of 
which Robert gave one to Margaret la Russe and half of another 
was given to the mother of the said Robert, and the other half to 
the widow of William de Benetleye, the brother of the said 
Robert, and the other two he sent to his house at Radenovere, 
for a Feast he gave at his coming into his church there. They 
were convicted of the same and committed to prison.' 

A suit of 6 E. II. (13 1 3) identifies the grandmother of John 
as Petronilla the daughter of Robert de Pendeford. In this suit 
John son of William de Benteleye sued Nicholas le Whyte of 
Hatton in co. Derby for land in Hatton which Ralph Paynel had 
given to William de Benteleye in marriage with Petronilla the 
daughter of Robert de Pendeford, and which should descend to 
him as heir of William and Petronilla, and he gave this descent :

John based his claim on the Statute of Westminster of 
13 E. I., but the defendants pleaded that the tenements had been 
alienated before the date of the Statute. This is one of the 
earliest instances of a writ oiforntedon? John de Bentleye was 
succeeded by a son John whose wife was named Beatrice, but

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little is known respecting either of them.* This last John was 
succeeded by a son also named John, who died in 13 E. III. 

(1339) leaving a wife Agnes, and at Michaelmas term 14 E. III. 

(1340) Beatrice, formerly wife of John de Benteleye the elder, 
sued Agnes formerly wife of John de Benteleye the younger for a 
third of 117 acres of land, 30 acres of meadow, 10 acres of moor 
and £4. of rent in Benetleye, Tresele, and Wolverhampton, which 
she claimed as dower. Agnes pleaded that John de Bentley the 
elder had granted the tenements to her and to John de Bentleye the 
younger by a deed,and she called John the son and heir of John son 
of John de Bentleye to warrant the tenements to her. The last John 
was under age and in the custody of William de Petlyng, Chaplain. 

The two Johns, father and son, appear to have died almost 
simultaneously, and the two widows were disputing over their 
respective dowers. The Inquisition on the younger John is 
extant and states that he had held Bentley by the service of keep- 
ing the Haye of Bentleye, and he paid 13^. ^d, annually to the 
Steward of the King's Forest of Cannock. His nearest heir was 
his son John, who was 10 years of age. 

The last named John, the third of his name, died before he 
came of age during the great Pestilence of 1349. On the Fine 
Roll of 23 E. III. (1349) there is a writ dated 8th of May 
ordering an Inquisition to be taken on the death of John son of 
John de Benteleye a minor, and in ward to the King. The 
Inquisition held in pursuance of this writ gives a vivid account 
of the ravages of the Black Death. 

After the usual statement respecting the Bailiwick, it adds 
that the manor of Benteleye had been granted by the King to 
William de Petlyng together with the marriage of the heir, and 
William had granted the same to William le Champion, who 
held the manor at that time ; the rents of assize were 2s. 6d. only 
because all the tenants had died, John de Benteleye, who was 
named in the writ, had died on the Easter Day last past, and his 
nearest heir was his son William, who was 6 months of age.

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The proof of age of this William was taken in 1369, the writ 
commanding it being dated 26th January, 44 E. III. William is 
described in it as son and heir of John de Bentleye in ward to 
Richard Levesone by a demise made by William Champion, to 
whom the King had committed the wardship. 

Adam Warying,the first witness, described himself as 60 years 
of age and upwards, and deposed that William the son and heir 
of John son of John de Benteleye was bom at Little Sardon, and 
baptized in the church of Shareshull on the 21st November, 
22 E. III. 1348, and William le Champion, Robert Tosty and 
Isolda, the daughter of William le Champion, carried the said 
William from the font, and he recollects the date because he 
married his wife Elena shortly afterwards. 

The next witness, William Levesone, aged 50 years and 
upwards, agreed with the last witness as to the date, and 
recollects it because the day of the birth of the said William was 
written in a missal in the church of Shareshull. Another 
witness, John de Mollesleye, aged 48 years and upwards, gave 
the same evidence as r^arded the date of the birth of the said 
William, and stated that he recollected it because his son John 
died and was buried at Shareshull on the following Feast of 
St. Katherine [2Sth Nov.].* 

The next notice respecting this William is an Inquisition 
ad quod damnum of 51 E. III. (1377) which was held to enquire 
if it would be to the King's detriment to grant license to William 
de Bentleye to enfeoff William Leveson and two others named 
in lands and tenements in Bentleye which were held of the King 
in capite. 

The Jury being sworn stated it would not be to the detriment 
of the King or other person, if the King gave license to William 
de Benteleye to enfeoff William Leveson, Nicholas de Wyghtwick, 
Chaplain, and Clement Leveson of Wolvemeshampton in a 
messuage, a mill, one and a half carucate of land, 12 acres of 
meadow, 16 acres of wood and ys. of rent in Benteleye, to be 
held by them and their heirs of the Lord the King, and that the 
said feoffees may be able to grant the same to William de 
Benteleye and Alianora his wife and Richard Leveson of

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Wolvernehampton to be held by them and the heirs of the 
bodies of William and Alianora, and failing such, to remain to 
the heirs of the said William, and failing such, after the deaths 
of William, Alianora and Richard, to remain to Nicholas de 
Ruggeley the brother of the said William and the heirs of his 
body, and failing such, to remain to the right heirs of the said 
William for ever, and they added that the said tenements, etc.» 
was held of the King in capite^ by the service of keeping the 
King's Haye of Benteleye, in the Forest of Cannok, and they are 
worth by the year 27^., and the said William held in the vill of 
Willenhale a messuage and a carucate of land and 6 acres of 
meadow of Nicholas Burnel in socage rendering 2s, yearly and 
two appearances in his Court at Bilston and they are worth 10^. 
annually. 

This feoffment was evidently made to give a life interest in 
the tenements to Alianora the wife of William, and it probably 
was executed shortly after his marriage to her. Alianora 
without doubt was a Leveson. The deed of feoffment is 
amongst the Huntbach MSS., and contains an additional re- 
mainder to the effect that on the death of Nicholas de Ruggeley 
without leaving issue the tenements were to remain to John Jus 
{sic)y the brother of Nicholas, and to the heirs of his body. 

Shortly before the above proceedings, William de Bentley, 
in a suit which I suspect was collusive, was suing Sir Roger 
Hillary, the Chief Justice, for the manor of Bentley, basing his 
claim upon a feoffment made of Bentley to Edmund de 
Somerville by his great-grandfather John in the reign of 
Edward 11.^ This suit continued for several years, but was 
ultimately decided in favour of William at Michaelmas term, 
3 Ric. II.* Notwithstanding this verdict, however, the suit was 
revived again after the death of William, who had died about 
1390 without leaving issue. At Easter term 14 Ric. II. (1391), 
William Griffith, the cousin and heir of William, sued Roger 
Hillary and Margaret his wife for a carucate of land, 16 acres of 
meadow and 10 acres of wood in Benteleye, which Edmund de 
Somerville had given to John de Bentleye and the heirs of his

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body, and which should descend to him as heir of the said John, 
and he gave the following pedigree : —

Roger and Margaret called to warranty William Blaklowe, a 
chaplain, and the suit was adjourned to the Octaves of St 
Michael.* The object of the feoffment of Edmund de 
Somerville in the manor appears to have been to obtain a legal 
title to the manor which could always be quoted against any 
future claimants, for the manor, being held by Sergeanty, any 
alienation of land within the manor was illegal without the 
license of the King, and the license of the King had been 
formally given and recorded for the alienation of the manor to 
Edmund de Somemlle in i E. 11. (1307). In that year the 
King by his Close writ had granted permission to John 
de Bentlegh to enfeoff Edmund de Somerville in the manor 
and bailiwick of Bentlegh, which was held in capite of the King 
by the service of keeping the Haye of Bentleye in the Forest 
of Cannock. Eight years afterwards, viz., in 9 E. 11. (1316), 
Edmund de Somerville, by deed which was also enrolled, 
granted the manor of Bentlegh and the Bailiwick of the Haye 
of Bentlegh to John de Bentl^h and the heirs of his body ; and 
failing such, to John de Perton, and the heirs of his body, and 
failing such, to his own right heirs.* 

Edmund de Somerville was an ecclesiastic and head of the 
great house of Somerville of Wichnor.* 

William Gryffith must have established his right to 
Bentley, for at Hillary term 9 H. V. (1421) Isabella the widow of 
William de Bentley was suing his son Thomas Gryffith armiger 
for the third of the demesne land of Bentley which she claimed as

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dower. Thomas pleaded that her husband had never been 
seised of the tenements after he had married Isabella, and 
appealed on this issue to a jury* ; the result of this suit is not 
forthcoming, but in another suit in which the same Isabella sued 
Richard Odys of Willenhall for a third of 70 acres in Bentley, 
a verdict was given in her favour.* As over 30 years had 
elapsed since the death of her husband, Isabella must have been 
a second wife, and this is shown to be the case by the Poll Tax 
of 3 Rich. II. (1379) which names William de Bentley and 
Margaret his wife amongst those assessed to it.* 

Bentley remained with the family of Griffith till 8 Hen. VI. 
(1429-30), when Thomas Griffith, armiger, conveyed it by deed 
to Richard Lone de la Hide and John his son, and the heirs of 
Richard, together with the reversion of all the lands and 
tenements in Bentley then held by Richard Harecourt and 
Alianor his wife, for the life of Alianor, and by Richard Pery and 
Margaret his wife, for the term of life of the said Margaret.* 

Richard Lone of the Hyde, who thus became possessed of 
Bentley, was the representative of an ancient family which took 
their name from the lane of Hampton or Wolverhampton, in 
which they had resided for several generations. An account of 
them is given by the late Canon Bridgeman in the first volume of 
these Collections, based partly on Shaw's History of Staffordshire^ 
and partly on transcripts of their deeds which he found in 
the Huntbach MSS. at Wrottesley. Their origin is involved in 
obscurity, but is of some interest, owing to the contrast between 
their homely sobriquet and the position which they undoubtedly 
held as early as the reign of Edward I. In fact, these local 
designations are not incompatible with a certain social position 
or even with high birth, as we know from the analogous cases 
of Townshend (atte tounsend) and Thynne (at the Inn). 

In the reigns of Edward I. and Edward II. Richard de la 
Lone of Hampton was married to the widow of a knight, and 
his son Andrew de la Lone was steward of the King's manor of 
Tettenhall, and seals with a coat of arms similar to that

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afterwards borne by the family of Hampton of Stourton Castle, 
viz., a chevron between three cinquefoils,* As their surname 
* in la Lone de Hampton " was too lengthy for convenience, one 
branch of the family eventually called themselves ** in la Lone," 
whilst another took the surname of Hampton. The latter were 
the ancestors of the Hamptons of Stourton.* The first-named 
branch were the ancestors of the Lanes of Hide and Bentley, 
and of the existing family of Lanes of King's Bromley. They 
obtained the manors of Bromhall and of Hyde near Brewood by 
the marriage of Richard Lane with Elizabeth the daughter and 
eventual heir of Ralph de la Hyde in the reign of Richard H.* 
The manor of Bromhale had been acquired by Thomas de la 
Hyde by purchase from John son of Ralph de Bromhale in 
27 E. I.* Thomas de la Hyde, the son of the last Thomas, 
further increased the patrimony of the family by his marriage 
with Alice, daughter and co-heir of Margaret, one of the 
daughters and co-heirs of John Bagod of Blymhill.* Margaret 
the mother of this Alice had married Ralph de Coven,* and this 
manor was likewise acquired by Richard Lane in the reign of 
Henry V. from his cousin the descendant of this Ralph. The 
family had now risen into a considerable position in the county, 
and from this date their name occurs in nearlyevery Commission 
of the Peace.' They derive, however, their principal distinction 
from the part played by the family in the famous escape of 
Charles H. after the battle of Worcester. Colonel John Lane of 
the Hyde, a distinguished soldier of the period, who had 
fought for the royal cause, conducted the King to his father's 
house at Bentley. After staying there for a short time, the

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King took advantage of a pass which had been obtained by Jane 
Lane, a daughter of the house, and under the disguise of a tenant 
of the Lanes, accompanied her as far as Bristol, Jane riding all 
the way on a pillion behind the King. 

The pedigree of the family is well authenticated. The early 
portion of it is proved by a suit of Trinity term i Hen. V., in 
which Richard Lone sued a tenant in Wednesbury by a writ of 
mordancestor. In this suit he gives this descent :

After the acquisition of Bentley, the Lanes became tenants 
in capitiy holding immediately of the Crown, and the extant 
Inquisitions p.m. materially assist in the proof of the pedigree. 
This is given in full in Shaw's Staffordshire^ and in Canon 
Bridgeman's " History of Blymhill " in Volume I. of these Collec- 
tions.' The Inquisitions show also that sometime anterior to 
the reign of Henry VIII. the tenure of Bentley had been changed 
into one by knight's service, for it was held in 8 Henry VIII. by 
the service of one-third of a knight's fee. There is little to add to 
the account of the family as given by Canon Bridgeman. The 
manor of Halton stated to have been acquired by Richard Lane 
of the Hyde in 6 Henry VI. from the Bishop of Coventry and 
Lichfield, should be apparently Hatton near Brewood,* and the 
Ralph Lane of the pedigree who died in 1474 was son of 
John Lane^ not of Richard Lane as stated by Canon Bridgeman 
on the authority of Shaw. Bentley remained in the family of 
Lane till the reigjn of George III., when it was sold with most of 
the ancient family estates by Thomas Lane. Towards the 
end of the eighteenth century, they acquired the valuable manor

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of King's Bromley by the bequest of a cousin, and that place is 
now the chief seat of the family. 

The Hayes of Alrewas, Hopewas, Ogley and Gauley. 

The Quo Warranto Pleas of 21 E. I. (1293) show that these 
bailiwicks were at that date in the hands of the Seneschal or 
Steward of the forest, the hereditary' keepers of them, if such 
had ever existed, having been suppressed, see ante, p. 204. 

I suspect, however, that the Ricardus Forestarius of 1 193,^ 
Ivo de Kanoc of 1194,* and the Jordan del Canoe of £200, must 
have been hereditary foresters of Cannock ; the latter, in fact, 
pays a fine of a mark to have possession of his bailiwick within 
the Haye of Hugh de Loges on the Pipe Roll of 2 John,* If 
this was the case, these offices had probably been extinguished 
owing to some malpractices on the part of the holders of them. 
The Hundred Roll of Offlow of 1255 gives the following 
description of the first three bailiwicks above-named, the fourth 
(Gauley) would be in another hundred : — 

In Haya de Alrewas sunt duo forestarii pedites et esse solent per 
JtisHciariis, et dant domino Regi pro ballivis eorum habendis duas marcas. 
In Haia de Hopewas est unus forestarius fier Justiciartis et dat domino Regi 
I marcam per annum pro balliva sua habenda et coUegit garbas graciose. 

Oggele. In balliva de Oggele sunt duo iortsXAnx per Jusiiciariis et dant 
duas marcas domino Regi pro balliva habenda. 

The expression per Jtisticiariis, which I have placed in 
italics, seems to denote that these offices had been created by 
order of the Justices in Eyre of the Forest at one of their 
Iters. 

It will be noted that at the date of the Hundred Roll, the 
foresters of Alrewas are %ty\^A forestarii pedites. They were, in 
fact, foresters of a lower grade, approximating to our modern 
gamekeepers, but with jurisdiction over the woods and en- 
closures and with certain perquisites of office. At the Pleas of 
the Forest of A.D. 1 271, it was presented by the verderers and 
other ministers and by a jury of the Forest of Cannock, that 
when Hugh de Evesham was riding forester for all Kanok under

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Thomas de Weseham the Seneschal, and during the time that 
William Cardon and a stranger called Benedict the Forester 
were the foresters in the Haye of Alrewas, a great destruction 
had been made in the said Haye, and they had sold twenty oaks 
valued at 40rf. each. And afterwards whilst the said William 
was still forester and Benedict had been removed, and one 
Richard Wyz of Lichfield had been put in his place, these two 
foresters had sold twenty oaks, value 5 marks, besides four 
which Richard had taken for his own use.^ 

Another presentment on the same Roll states that the Hayes 
of Alrewas and Hopewas were much wasted through the bad 
custody of the foresters and their gifts and sales, because the 
foresters were frequently removed and others put in their places 
by the Seneschal, who took from each on his entering a large 
sum of money besides a yearly sum for the tenure of his 
bailiwick, and the foresters could not pay these sums unless they 
permitted assarts and waste to be made in their bailiwicks, for 
which they took a large sum of money.* 

The names of many of these lesser foresters who owed their 
appointments to the Seneschal will be found in the Forest Rolls 
printed in Vol. V, part i, of the Staffordshire Collections ; thus 
Richard Muriel of Norton is named as forester in the Haye of 
Gauley in i E. I. (1272),* and Roger de Boey as a forester in the 
same Haye in the time of Philip de Montgomery.* John le 
Twynkler and John de Orreby are named as the foresters of the 
Haye of Alrewas in 1286,* and it is evident that there were no 
longer any hereditary foresters in the above-named Hayes or 
Chaces. 

The Hundred Rolls and the Pleas of the Forest above 
quoted show also that these Hayes had become an appanage of 
the Stewardship before the reign of Edward I., but their 
subsequent history is very obscure — ^the latest mention of an 
Hereditary Steward of the Forest occurs in 10 E. IV. (1470) 
when Anne Mytton the eldest daughter and co-heir of Thomas 
Swynnerton of Hilton is shown by Inquisition to have died 
seised of the office of Bailiff or Steward of the Forest of

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Cannock.^ After her death her husband John Mytton of 
Weston is stated by Canon Bridgeman to have held her estates 
and the stewardship by the courtesy of England, and according 
to the same writer John Mytton obtained the King's pardon 
and an appointment as Steward of the Forest on the 27th 
January, 1469,* but it will be seen there is some discrepancy 
between these dates. 

The stewardship being hereditary, should, in fact, have 
descended to the issue of Anne by her first husband, Humphrey 
Swynnerton of Swynnerton. Humphrey, her eldest son and 
heir, came of age in 1474 and died in 1503.* His mother Anne 
died in 1470, whilst he was a minor, and, as already stated, the 
appointment of Steward was held by John Mytton her second 
husband for his life, and he died seised of it in 1500. After this 
we hear no more of it, and it appears to have been resumed by 
the Crown, and I suspect the Hayes appurtenant to it were 
acquired by Edmund Dudley, the minister of Henry VH., who 
is notorious for the way in which he enriched himself by the 
grant of petty escheats and dormant claims of the Crown? My 
reason for thinking so is that in the reign of Elizabeth we find 
his grandsons and heirs, Robert, Earl of Leicester, and Ambrose, 
Earl of Warwick, dealing with the Hayes of the forest ; thus in 
7 Elizabeth, Ambrose, Earl of Warwick, and Robert, Earl of 
Leicester, release by fine their claim in Teddesleye Haye to 
Richard Hunte and other feoffees.* In 9 Elizabeth, the same 
earls release their claim to Alrewas Haye to Walter Griffith,* 
and in 1 1 Elizabeth, Ambrose, Earl of Warwick, releases his 
claim in the Haye of Gauley to Sir Edward Littleton and 
another.® 

Edward, Lord Stafford, however, who was at this date the 
representative of the feudal Barons of Stafford, seems to 
have laid claim to the soil of the hayes which from their 
situation formed part of the ancient fiefs of the Barony. In 
9 Elizabeth, Edward, Lord Stafford, and two of his brothers

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release their claim in Teddesleye Haye to Sir Edward Littleton,^ 
and in the same year they release their claim in Alrewas Haye 
to Walter Gryffyth of Wichnor, who was at that time lord of 
the manor of Alrewas,' and they released their claim in Gauley 
Haye to Sir Edward Littleton and other feoffees in the same year.* 
In 9 Elizabeth they also released their right in Ogley Haye to 
Thomas Moreton and others,* and finally in 13 Elizabeth (1571) 
they released their right in Cheslyn Haye to John Leveson.* 

It seems clear from these acts that there was no longer a 
Hereditary Steward of the Forest. Such an office, in fact, 
would be incompatible with the appointment of a Ranger, and, as 
already shown, Henry VIII. in the first year of his reign 
appointed Sir John Giffard of Chillington to the office of 
Ranger of the Seven Hayes of the Forest of Cannock.® In 1547 
Sir William Paget, who had been nominated by Henry VIII. 
as one of the Council of Regency during the minority of 
Edward VI., obtained a grant of the forest and chace of 
Cannock, and in the first year of Queen Mary, 1554, having been 
previously summoned to Parliament in 1551 as Baron Paget of 
Beaudesert, he levied a fine of all his possessions in the counties 
of Stafford, Derby, Middlesex and Bucks, which will be found 
in Vol. XII, p. 194, of the Staffordshire Collections. In this fine 
the forest is described as the forest and chace of Cannok, 
otherwise called Cannokbury, otherwise called Canok Chace 
otherwise called Canokwood, and it apparently includes the 
Bishop's Chace as well as the Royal Forest. It still remains 
in the possession of the descendant and legal representative of 
Sir William Paget — the present Marquis of Anglesea.

These Rolls are of exceptional interest and value both on 
account of their early date and on account of the light which 
they throw upon the way in which the inhabitants of a Stafford- 
shire village in the thirteenth century were accustomed to 
manage their own affairs with but little, if any, interference on 
the part of the Lord of the Manor. They also yield a great 
deal of information about the ordinary life, the habits and the 
customs of the rural population in these times. 

The Origin of Court Rolls. 

It was not until about the middle of the thirteenth century* 
that many of the great religious houses and some of the most

No doubt 
these Rolls would be likewise serviceable in checking any 
tendency to fraud on the part of their stewards or bailiffs. 

In short, these Rolls were primarily and principally economic 
documents, and it is due to this fact that the majority of the 
offences are recorded so briefly and that so many details are 
omitted which would have been of great interest to us. They 
did not interest the lord. It was quite sufficient for his purpose 
to record the fact that Richard the son of Hawis had committed 
a trespass and that a fine of 6d, had been paid to the Steward 
(Court of 27 July, 1260). Again, the lord did not care what 
crimes or misdemeanours Henry the son of Richard the Baker had 
committed in the past, but it was essential to keep a note of the 
names of the seven men who pledged themselves to see that he 
kept the peace in future and, incidentally, to pay any fines that 
might be imposed upon him (Court of 16 Nov., 1260). On the 
other hand, all records concerning the inheritance or the alienation 
of land were usually entered in great detail, for it was desirable 
for the lord to have an exact record of his dues from any 
particular virgate or piece of land and to know who was 
responsible for them.^ 

The Alrewas Courts. 

There were two manorial Courts held at Alrewas from a 
very early date, the one being that of the Lord of the . Manor, 
the other being that of the Prebend. The first-named was by

safe to assert that Court Rolls of the reign of Henry IIL are rare. No 
other Staffordshire Court Rolls of this reign are known to be in existence, 
though it is quite possible that some may be discovered hereafter.

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far the most important and enjoyed the extended jurisdiction 
which pertained to the Court of a manor of ancient demesne^ 
while the latter was a very small Court with very few tenants.' 
Still, both Courts transacted much the same class of business and 
each had their own separate soke or jurisdiction. 

The Manor. 

The Manor of Alrewas was situated within the boundaries of 
the King's Haye of Alrewas as given in the perambulation of 
1300.* The latter was under the jurisdiction of the Steward of 
the Forest of Cannock,* but he had no jurisdiction in the manor, 
which consisted of Staffordshire Edingale* and nearly the whole 
of the hamlets of Alrewas, Orgreave and Fradley. Some few 
scattered parcels of land in the three last-named places lay 
within and formed the Prebendal Manor, and one virgate of 
land in Fradley was attached to the Forestership of Cannock.® 

In 1086 King William held the Manor of Alrewas by escheat 
of Edwin, the last Earl of Mercia ; and it remained the property 
of the Crown until 1203-4, when it was granted by King John 
to Sir Roger de Somerville. At the time of these Rolls it was 
held by Sir John de Somerville of the King in capite by the 
service of a quarter of a knight's fee and an annual rent of ;f 15.' 
He had succeeded to the manor in 1245, and died about 1280. 
He also held inter alia the Manor of Wichnor, where the manor 
house was situated^ and in these Rolls he is frequently called 
" Dominus J de Wich : "

All the tenants in a manor of ancient demesne, such as 
Alrewas, who were descended from old tenants in possession when 
the manor was granted by the Cro^n, enjoyed sundry peculiar 
and exceedingly valuable privileges. Although they were 
customary tenants who held in villainage, yet Dr. Vinogradoff 
terms them " villain socmen," and writes : " They are villains by 
nature of their rural services and manorial subjection, but they 
are socmen at the same time because their services are certain 
and safeguarded by law courts. In this way the loss of legal 
protection which is so characteristic of villainage in general, is 
arrested in the case of these privileged villains as a consequence 
of conquest which ought not to apply to the ancient tenants of 
the King."i 

They resembled ordinary villains in so much as they were 
subject to the ordinary villain services such as boon works* and 
also to the usual dues and customs such as heriots, fines on 
admission to land, merchet,' and inability to leave the manor 
without the lord's licence, which could, however, always be 
obtained for a small fine. On the other hand, there was not the 
smallest tinge of servitude in the tenure, and they could sue their 
lord, but only in regard of customary dues or in case of ejectment,* 
and in these cases they had to content themselves with a bill or 
plaint to the King and with the grant of the Lesser Writ of 
Right which was addressed to the Sheriff or to some magnate in 
the country, and sometimes to the President of their own 
Court.* Even cottagers {cottarii) or crofters {bordarit) who were

There was perhaps in Alrewas another lower class of ordinary 
villains. If so, they were the men who had had their land 
granted to them by the Lord of the Manor out of his demesne 
land subsequent to the grant of the manor by the Crown. They 
would hold it by ordinary villain services, whether it was as 
much as a virgate of land or as little as half an acre of land. 

There was another class of residents within the manor, or 
persons who owned land there. These were the freeholders, 
who held their land by deed or livery of seisin,* and who were 
protected by the common law of the land. 

The Court. 

The Court was composed of both the free and the villain 
tenants of both classes. The latter were bound to do suit at 
Court as often as it was held, but some of the free men were 
only bound to attend when specially summoned,' and even 
then were allowed to essoin themselves three times. 

The old Saxon spirit of liberty, and the ancient right and 
custom of the people to govern themselves and to manage their 
own local affairs, is a very striking feature of these Rolls. The

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lord never presided at his own Court, so that there should be no 
appearance of constraint. His steward, who represented him 
and presided in his place, had but little power to interfere with 
the proceedings of the Court It is true that he could remit the 
fines imposed by the Court, as they were payable to his master, 
but he could not decide as to their amount save only in the 
cases of effusions of blood or assaults. In almost every other 
case it is the Court — by which is meant the whole body of 
suitors then present — which decides the amount of the fine 
imposed upon offenders, whether their offence was against their 
neighbours or against the lord. In the former class come such 
offences as stealing, slander, neglecting hedges or ditches, eta, 
and in the latter such offences as non-appearance to do suit at 
Court, non-payment of rent or pannage, detention of the lord's 
escheats, etc. 

It is the suitors* of the Court who really carry on the 
business of the Court. Not only do they levy the fines, assess 
damages, decree the customs of the manor,* with which the lord 
is powerless to interfere, but it is these very suitors themselves 
who often present offenders, and thus the Court, or a part of it, 
will at one and the same time act as our modern prosecutor, 
jury and judge all combined.* It is the Court, too, which elects 
its own local officers such as the Provost or Reeve,* the Ale 
Taster,* and probably the Beadle* and Constable.

As an illustration of the usual procedure in this Court, it may 
be worth while to draw attention to the suit summarized on p. 273, 
which shows the great delay caused by permitting essoins, the 
custom of viewing the land, the right of a free man to be duly 
summoned to enter an appearance, and also his right to be tried 
by his peers. Only free men could form the jury or Court of 
Enquiry to decide as to the rights of a free man, although free 
men and villains sat side by side in Court and acted together in 
all ordinary cases. 

It has been already pointed out that these Rolls are unique, 
inasmuch as they are the earliest Staffordshire ones which are 
known to be in existence, and that they are also of great intrinsic 
value from the vivid picture of local self-government which they 
reveal. Hence it has been deemed advisable to print them in 
full in their original Latin, but it is hoped that the very full 
notes which have been added will enable all our subscribers to 
understand them, even if they should only possess an elementary

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knowledge of the Latin language. It may be added that even 
those entries which appear at first sight to be very dry and 
uninteresting, yet have their value. If only a selection of the 
more interesting items had been printed, it would not be possible 
to realize the usual routine and humdrum character of these 
Courts, nor to follow the way in which suits were continually 
being postponed from one Court to another, perhaps for a year 
or more. Even the names of the sureties are of value to the 
philologist, for they show the origin of many of our common 
surnames, while the names of the free tenants, who essoined 
themselves from suit-service, are of considerable interest to 
local historians. 

It is hoped to print the Rolls of 1268-9 ^i^^^ 1272-3 next 
year, and, in the meantime, the transcriber would be glad to 
receive corrections of any error that may have been made. 

The writer must also express his deep obligation to Major-

Post scriptum. Since this introduction was printed, the 
writer has examined a rental of Alrewas Manor, dated 29th 
September, 1341, penes the Steward of the Manor. At this 
date there were two classes of Free tenants ; viz., eleven men 
who held land by charter, and nine who " of ancient time have 
been and are accounted Free socmen " ; the remainder of the 
tenants are stated to be " customary tenants of Base Tenure " 
and to have been called "villains" in the Domesday book. 
The writer thinks that these villain tenants must have been 
villain socmen and have enjoyed all the privileges of this class. 
If so, it is probable that any ordinary villains who had been 
created since 1204 (see p. 251), had by this time acquired the 
status of the original villain tenants of Alrewas. 



APPENDIX. 



In 1243 ^^^ 1244 ^^^ tenants of Alrewas brought an action 
against their lord after he had ejected them from their holdings, 
which is printed in Vol. IV, pp. loo-ioi. 

The great majority of these tenants were no doubt villain- 
socmen, and many tenants bearing the same surnames are 
mentioned as villains in the Rental of 1341, but it is probable 
that there were also some free tenants amongst them, since the 
verdict given on p. loi mentions two classes of tenants, and 
neither class could have been that of an ordinary villain.

" surnames " occur in these Rolls, a complete list of their names

An essoin was an excuse for non-appearance made upon the oath of 
another man. For the general law as to essoins see the Introduction to 
Vol. Ill of these Collections. 

It is generally believed that at this period only a free tenant was allowed 
to essoin himself from suit-service at Court, so it is somewhat remarkable 
to find that a large number of those who thus essoined themselves in these 
Rolls bore the same surnames as those tenants who are specifically described 
as villains in the Rental of 134 1. 

Owing to the fact that a man is often described in these Rolls by two or 
more different names (see e,g,, p. 259, note i), it is impossible to say how 
many different tenants essoined themselves, but — assuming, for the sake of 
illustration, that each man bearing a distinctive appellation is not mentioned 
elsewhere by another surname — their number would be seventy in the Rolls 
of 1259-61, 1268-9 and 1272-3, and of these seventy no fewer than twenty- 
seven bear the same family names as the villains of 134 1. It is quite dear 
that the Alrewas villains in 1341 had this right of essoining themselves, and 
it should also be noted that at a Court held in 1321, some six tenants are 
relieved from holding office as Reeves or Provosts, and as Ale-tasters 
because they were free socmen. Hence it is probable that the Provosts and 
Ale-tasters who essoin themselves in these courts were villains. 

The writer suggests that this right to essoin themselves from suit-service 
was another privilege of villain-socmen, and it would be interesting to know 
if this class of tenants enjoyed the same privilege in other manors.

Robert altogether and word by word denied the accusation and called the 
said foresters to vouch (for the fact) that he had not accused him," which 
they do at the next Court. The phrase " word by word " is a formal one 
and very common at this period. It means that the defendant traverses 
with adequate precision every single word of the allegation contained in his 
adversaries count, for it is common to find a judgment given against a 
defendant because he has not 'defended the words," ix.^ denied the 
allegation with sufficient accuracy. The expression may also refer to the 
process of compurgation — each word was answered by another word of a 
compurgator. At the next three courts John essoined himself and on the 
5th February, 1259-60, he is amerced 4//. for a false claim. This would be 
the perquisite of the lord so he also has to pay Robert damages for the 
inconvenience to which he has been put. The Court orders the damage to 
be assessed by certain "good men." In these Rolls the assessors are 
sometimes termed good men {poni virt)^ sometimes upright {probt) and 
sometimes lawful {legales). The two first expressions were used to admit 
the evidence of villains. The legates viri must be freemen.

a first, second and third time respectively. On the 27th July the suit is 
adjourned as certain " free men " there named who are to form the jury were 
then absent. Alexander was no doubt present on the 27th July and therefore 
could begin his " essoins " all over again, which he accordingly does for the 
first, second and third time respectively on the 17th August, 7th September 
and 5th October. At this last Court William appeared and made his claim 
as before. The case is not mentioned on the 26th October, but one of the 
jurors, William de Rideware, essoined himself from doing suit at that Court, 
so no doubt the matter was put off in consequence of his absence as had 
happened on the 27th July, for at the next three Courts Alexander essoined 
himself as before. The land was duly viewed by the jurors on the 
1 6th November, 1260. Finally on the ist February, 1 260-1, it terminates by 
William putting himself at the mercy of the lord for a false claim. The 
steward remits the amercement due to the lord. 

With regard to this suit it should be noted that these manors of ancient 
demesne seem to have had the jurisdiction of a Hundred Court while an 
ordinary manor Court could only try a case between two tenants in the 
same manor.

During the time of pannage from Michaelmas to Martinmas the pigs 
were fattened on the mast of the woods as they are now in Spain, and the 
lord received a small annual payment for this privilege. The number of 
pigs that each tenant could drive into the woods was limited, and Henry 
Averil had apparently exceeded this number and endeavoured to conceal the 
fact He was no doubt a villain tenant which made the question of his 
securities a difficult one. Moreover, he was constantly getting into trouble 
(see pp. 260 and 269), and an entry on the i8th April, 1272, may imply that the 
land which he held at the will of the lord had been taken back into the lord's 
hands in consequence of his misdemeanours, as it was then granted to another 
man.
